Constitution 


Adopted  October  17,   1946 

Name 
Article    1.     This   body   shall    be   known   as  the   Mount   Zion   Baptist   Association 
of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Baptist  Churches  within 
the  bounds  of  the  present  Association  and  any  other  Baptist  Churches  which  may 
hereafter  be  admitted  as  herein  provided. 

Art.  3.  Each  church  shall  elect  annually  one  messenger  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Association  for  each  100  members  of  the  church,  provided  each  church  shall  have  not 
less  than  three  or  more  than  ten  messengers. 

Objects 
Art.  4.  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures 
for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the  member  churches,  to  develop 
and  direct  their  energies,  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom, 
and  to  cooprate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  in  all  religious,  educa- 
tion, mission,  Sunday  School  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Meetings 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Tuesday  after  the  second 
Sunday  in  October  and  continue  for  two  days,  and  may  meet  with  different  churches 
on  the  two  successive  days. 

Art.  6.  Special  meetings  may  be  convened  on  motion  of  the  Executive  Committee 
upon  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  member  churches. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  7.  The  Association,  when  convened  in  meeting,  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council 
and  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  member 
churches;  it  may  advise  with  the  member  churches  and  recommend  measures  of  use- 
fulness for  their  adoption  and  claim  for  itself,  its  objects  and  recommendations  the 
highest  consideration. 

Art.  8.  On  recommendation  of  the  Association  Executive  Committee  the  Associa- 
tion shall  have  power  to  hear  grievances  of  any  members  of  any  church  which  is  a 
member  of  the  Association  and  advise  or  aid  them  in  any  manner  within  the  power 
of  the  Association. 

Rights   of    Churches 

Art.  9.  On  application  of  any  Baptist  church  for  admission  to  this  Association 
it  shall  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  evidences  of  its  faith  and 
order  and  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  work  of  this  Association;  w^hich  application 
shall  be  immediately  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association;  upon 
associate  membership.  At  an  annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  upon  favorable 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  said  church  may  be  received  into 
full  membership  and  its  ordained  ministers  and  messengers  seated  in  the  Association. 

Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  have  power  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  withdraw  membership  from  any  church  that  shall  wilfully  depart  from 
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the  orthodox  principles  of  religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible  or  by  Baptist  tenets  or  for 
other  causes. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  11.  The  member  churches  shall  elect  the  required  number  of  messengers 
within  a  reasonable  time  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  serve  as  messengers 
for  one  year,  and  who,  together  with  the  ordined  ministers  of  the  member  church, 
shall  represent  the  member  church  in  the  Association. 

Art.  12.  Each  church  shall  send  annually  to  the  Association  meeting  a  letter  which 
shall  show: 

1.  The  location  of  the  church. 

2.  Names  of  pastors,  ordained  ministers  in  its  membership,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  addresses. 

3.  Sundays  of  regular  worship. 

4.  Church  statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dis- 
missed by  letter,  deaths,  dropped  for  cause  or  otherwise,  and  the  total  membership  of 
the  church. 

5.  Financial  statements  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  Association  year. 

6.  Sunday  school  and  other  organizational  statistics. 

7.  Names  and  addresses  of  messengers  and  alternates. 

8.  Any  other  information  required  by  the  Association  on  blanks  furnished  for  that 
purpose. 

Officers  and  Organization 

Art.  13.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  Chorister,  three  Trustees,  and  an  Executive 
Committee  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Association. 

Art.  14.  The  officers  and  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  session 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  assume  the  duties  of  their  offices  at 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Art.  15.  Any  officer  may  be  elected  to  succeed  himself,  except  the  Moderator  shall 
not  serve  for  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

Art.  16.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  pastors  of  the  churches 
making  up  the  Association,  and  one  member  from  each  church  making  up  the  As- 
sociation.   Each  church  shall  appoint  its  own  member  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Unless  already  on  the  Committee  as  a  Pastor,  or  elected  as  a  member  by  a  church, 
the  following  officers  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee: Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Chorister,  Chairman  of  Trustees, 
Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood 
President,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  organize  with  proper  officers  and  committees  to  best  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Association,  including  a  Finance  Committee,  a  Missions  Committee, 
and  such  other  committees  as  it  deems  proper. 

Art.  17.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on 
Committees  v»rhich  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  next  annual  session,  appoint 
and  cause  to  function  at  the  proper  time,  an  Associational  Nominating  Committee, 
composed  of  fifteen  members  from  over  the  Association,  who  shall  nominate  all  officers 
and  committees  of  the  Association,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitution, 
provided  all  such  nominations  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  nominations  from  the 
floor. 
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Art.  18.  The  Moderator  shall  open  punctually  and  preside  over  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  all  sessions  thereof,  appoint  such  committees  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Constitution,  Rules  of  Order,  or  by  the  Association,  enforce  the 
rules,  preserve  order,  and  exercise  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according 
to  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  19.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his 
absence. 

Art.  20.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association; 
superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  minutes;  keep  on  file  the  printed 
minutes  and  other  important  papers  of  the  Association;  and  shall  serve  as  Secretary 
of  the  Executive  Committee;  for  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $100.00 
annually. 

Art.  21.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  contributed  to  the  Association  by 
the  member  churches,  shall  make  disbursements  as  authorized  by  the  Association  or 
the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  22.  The  Auditor  shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  Books  and  attest  his  annual  report 
to  the  Association. 

Art.  23.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  of  the  Association  and  the 
member  churches  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association: 
for  his  services  he  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $25.00  annually. 

Art.  24.  The  Chorister  shall  be  responsible  for  the  arrangement  and  conducting  of 
all  music  at  the  annual  sessions,  and  any  special  sessions,  of  the  Association. 

Art.  25.  The  Trustees  shall  hold  title  to  the  property  of  the  Association  and  con- 
vey and  use  the  same  as  directed  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  They 
shall  have  the  powers  granted  to  trustees  of  religious  societies  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Association.  They  shall  make  full 
and  detailed  reports  to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association.  They  shall  elect  their 
own  chairman  and  secretary.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  their  membership  between 
sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  26.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  copoerate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Convention  in  its  program  for  the  furtherance  of  the  work  fostered  by  that  body 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association;  it  shall  have  regular  quarterly 
meetings;  and  it  shall  act  for  the  Association  on  any  matters  requiring  attention  be- 
tween the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association;  it  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies 
on  the  Committee  during  the  year. 

Amendments 

Art.  27.  The  provisions  of  this  Constitution  shall  not  be  waived  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Association,  except  as  herein  provided  for  Amendments  thereof. 

Art.  28.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the 
Association  upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voting  members  present,  provided 
that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Moderator  at  least  10 
days  prior  to  the  meeting  and  submitted  to  the  Constitution  Committee  for  its 
report  and  recommendation;  it  must  be  presented  to  the  Association  on  the  first  day 
and  voted  upon  by  the  Association  on  the  second  day,  by  a  standing  vote.

The  Church 
maintains  the  status  of  Associate  Membership  until  such  time  as  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee makes  a  favorable  recommendation  that  it  be  received  into  full  membership 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges.

Rules  of  Order 


^  1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Tuesday  after  the  second  Sunday 
in  October  and  continue  for  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on 
order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session  shall 
preside  until  the  end  of  the  session  at  which  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his 
absence,  the  incumbent  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to  be 
conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  each  other  that  courtesy  which 
becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer.  He 
shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without  special 
permission, 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  presiding  officer,  or,  at  his 
request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall  be 
received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone 
to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  in  which 
they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be  admitted 
to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Committee  on 
order  of  business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as  soon  as  feasible 
after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When  adopted,  their  report 
shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be  changed  except  by  vote  of 
the  Association  as  provided  in  section   10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules  of  some 
recognized  'Tarliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or  Kerfoot's.

4.  The  Moderator  named  three  committees,  as  follows:  Committee  on 
Committees:  R.  L.  Councilman,  Chairman;  J.  J.  Howe  and  Henry  B. 
Stokes.  Committee  on  Resolutions— Jack  Clark,  Chairman;  Travis  Styles 
and  David  Pittman.  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher— Walter  M. 
Williams,  Chairman;  James  Taylor  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  Waugh,  Jr. 

5.  Upon  motion  and  second  the  messengers  present  voted  to  consider 
themselves  and  other  messengers  coming  from  the  churches  as  the  official 
body  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association. 

6.  Missionary  E.  C.  Wilkie  presented  the  new  pastors  and  other  full- 
time  church  workers  who  have  come  to  work  in  our  Association  since  the 
last  session.  The  following  pastors  were  presented:  S.  H.  Roberts,  Haw 
River;  Jack  Clark,  Ossipee;  Robert  G.  Gardner,  McDuffie  Memorial;  J. 
Allison  Fogleman,  Mount  Adar;  Travis  Styles,  Grove  Park;  Howard 
Smith,  Altamahaw;  Clyde  P.  Pearson,  Mars  Hill;  also  G.  L.  Royster, 
Minister  of  Education  at  Burlington  First  Church.  Other  new  pastors 
not  present  at  the  time  included  Bobby  Baxter,  City  Lake;  Paul  B.  Scott, 
Jr.,  Glencoe;  David  Pittman,  Moore's  Chapel;  Clarence  L.  Abernethy, 
Staley  Memorial;  these  were  welcomed  in  absentia. 

7.  Pastor  Thomas  C.  Williams,  of  the  Antioch  Church,  welcomed  the 
Association  and  explained  the  facilities  of  the  church  and  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  noonday  lunch  on  the  grounds. 
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8.  Clerk  Tom  M.  Freeman  made  his  report,  thanking  the  clerks  of  the 
churches  for  their  co-operation,  but  reminding  that  four  churches  as  yet 
have  not  turned  in  letters  to  the  Association.  He  expressed  regret  at  not 
being  able  to  give  a  digest  of  the  letters  at  this  time,  but  said  that  those 
that  have  been  received  indicate  a  good  year  for  the  churches. 

9.  Dr.  Carlton  Prickett  urged  that  the  pastors  make  a  special  effort 
to  get  the  clerks  to  complete  and  send  in  the  letters  ahead  of  time,  point- 
ing out  the  great  value  of  a  digest  of  church  letters  at  the  annual  meeting. 

10.  The  Association  sang  the  hymn,  "I  Am  Thine,  O  Lord." 

11.  The  Moderator  expressed  the  Association's  welcome  to  visitors 
from  other  associations  and  from  other  churches,  having  them  to  stand 
and  be  recognized. 

12.  The  Executive  Committee's  report  began  with  a  resume  of  the 
four  meetings  during  the  year,  given  by  the  Clerk.  This  resume  is 
carried  in  the  book  of  reports.  It  indicated  a  busy  year  for  the  Executive 
Committee  with  good  attendance  at  the  meetings. 

13.  The  Executive  Committee's  report  on  Associational  Missions  was 
given  by  Pastor  W.  A.  Poole,  of  Graham  First  Church,  Chairman  of  the 
committee  on  Associational  Missions. 

14.  The  Treasurer's  report  was  read  by  the  Clerk,  since  the  Treasurer 
was  not  able  to  attend  the  morning  session.  It  was  adopted.  The  Clerk 
then  read  the  proposed  budget  for  1956-57.  After  some  discussion  it  was 
adopted. 

15.  The  report  of  the  committee  on  buildings  and  grounds  was  pre- 
sented by  Curtis  W.  Oakes,  who  headed  the  building  committee  for  the 
missionary's  home.    The  report  was  adopted,  and  is  in  the  book  of  reports. 

16.  Missionary  E.  C.  Wilkie  presented  his  report,  a  copy  of  which  is 
in  the  book  of  reports.    It  was  adopted  by  vote  of  the  Association. 

17.  The  Choir  of  the  host  church  sang,  "Seal  Us,  O  Holy  Spirit." 

18.  An  offering  to  apply  to  the  Minute  Fund  was  taken,  amounting  to 
166.15. 

19.  The  annual  sermon  was  given  by  Associational  Missionary  E.  C. 
Wilkie.  Pastor  Eugene  G.  Hancock,  of  the  Andrews  Memorial  Church, 
Graham,  read  the  scripture  lesson  from  Exodus  14  and  led  in  prayer. 
Missionary  Wilkie  preached  on  "The  Day  of  March  Has  Come."  He 
compared  Mount  Zion  Baptists  to  the  Children  of  Israel  as  they  faced 
the  Red  sea.  He  called  attention  to  the  enemy  behind  them,  the  God 
above  them,  the  Sea  before  them,  and  the  land  beyond  them.  He 
challenged  us  to  a  greater  faith  in  God  and  a  greater  zeal  in  our  efforts 
to  carry  out  His  commands  to  us. 

20.  Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry,  Hillsboro  First  Church,  led  in  the  closing 
prayer  and  said  grace  over  our  noonday  meal. 

21.  The  Association  adjourned  for  a  bountiful  lunch  furnished  by 
the  people  of  the  Antioch  Church,  and  for  fellowship  in  the  church  yard. 
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TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

22.  The  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn, 
"Jesus  Calls  Us"  which  was  led  by  song  leader  Bruce  Cresson. 

23.  Pastor  Earl  Pym,  of  the  Brookwood  Church,  led  our  worship, 
reading  Matthew  25:  34-46  and  speaking  briefly  on  "Inasmuch  as  Ye  Did 
It,"  referring  to  our  benevolent  work.     He  led  in  prayer. 

24.  The  Baptist  Hospital  report  was  given  by  Walter  M.  Williams, 
who  presented  Dr.  Wm.  K.  McOee,  Director  of  Religious  Activities  at 
the  Baptist  Hospital.  He  spoke  in  a  very  enlightening  way  on  the  minis- 
try of  the  Hospital. 

25.  Dr.  Carlton  Prickett,  Burlington  First  Church,  presented  the 
report  on  Homes  for  the  Aging,  which  was  adopted.  He  presented 
Max  Storey,  of  Winston-Salem,  who  spoke  on  the  work  of  our  Homes  for 
the  Aging. 

26.  Mrs.  E.  C.  Wilkie  presented  the  report  on  the  Baptist  Orphanage, 
and  presented  Mr.  W.  A.  Smith,  Superintendent  of  Kennedy  Home,  who 
spoke  on  the  work  of  our  child  care  program.     The  report  was  adopted. 

27.  Miss  Doris  Morgan,  Hocutt  Memorial  Church,  presented  the  re- 
port on  Christian  Literature  for  Mrs.  W.  G.  Henderson,  who  was  unable 
to  attend.  The  report  was  adopted.  Mr.  O.  A.  Johnson,  of  Durham  was 
recognized  and  spoke  on  our  Baptist  literature. 

28.  The  Association  sang  the  hymn,  "Come,  Thou  Fount  of  Every 
Blessing." 

29.  The  Moderator  made  announcement  concerning  the  evening  ses- 
sion at  the  Haw  River  Church,  with  the  emphasis  on  missions. 

30.  The  Moderator  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Association  to  the 
host  church  for  their  wonderful  hospitality  during  the  day. 

31.  Upon  motion  and  second  the  Association  voted  to  ask  future 
churches  which  invite  us  to  furnish  the  noonday  meal,  this  being  ac- 
cording to  the  desires  of  the  ladies  who  usually  furnish  and  spread  the 
lunch. 

32.  The  report  on  place  and  preacher  for  the  next  session  was  given 
by  Walter  M.  Williams  and  adopted  by  the  Association;  the  place  to  be 
Grove  Park  and  Mount  Adar,  the  preacher  to  be  Dr.  W.  T.  Smith, 
Mebane  First,  with  R.  D.  Spear,  Edgewood,  as  alternate.  The  meeting 
with  Mount  Adar  is  contingent  on  the  decision  of  the  church,  since 
one  of  the  messengers  gave  it  without  prior  approval  of  the  church. 

33.  Auditor  R.  L.  Councilman  gave  his  report,  which  was  approved  by 
the  Association  and  is  in  the  book  of  reports. 

34.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  New 
Hope  Baptist  Church  was  received  as  a  full  participating  member  of  the 
Association. 
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35.  The  Choir  of  the  Antioch  Church  sang  "Holy  Spirit,  Breathe  On 
Me." 

36.  The  Moderator  presented  Ottis  Hagler,  of  Raleigh,  who  spoke  on 
"North  Carolina  Baptists— Ready  Under  the  Banner."  He  explained  the 
Co-operative  Program  and  blessed  us  with  his  humor  and  an  inspiring 
and  challenging  message. 

37.  The  closing  prayer  was  led  by  Pastor  J.  M.  Wright,  Fellowship 
Church. 

TUESDAY  NIGHT  SESSION 

Meeting  in  Haw  River  Baptist  Church,  Haw  River 

38.  Moderator  L.  A.  Nail  called  the  Association  to  order  at  7:30 
o'clock  and  the  hymn,  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eternal"  was  sung.  Attendance 
about  175. 

39.  The  Moderator  asked  Pastor  R.  L.  Councilman,  of  Northside 
Church,  to  preside  during  the  remainder  of  the  evening  session. 

40.  Host  Pastor,  S.  H.  Roberts,  of  the  Haw  River  Church,  read  from 
John  1:  35-45  and  led  in  player.  He  then  spoke  briefly  on  "Them  Also 
I  Must  Bring,"  using  Andrew  as  an  example  of  a  soul-winning  Christian. 

41.  The  Choir  of  the  Haw  River  Church  sang  an  anthem,  "More 
Love  to  Thee." 

42.  Dr.  Carlton  S.  Prickett,  a  member  of  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
presented  the  guest  speaker  of  the  evening,  Lloyd  Corder,  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  a  Home  Board  Missionary.  He  spoke  of  the  work  of  the  Home 
Board,  of  its  1176  missionaries  on  the  field  ministering  to  41  language 
groups.  He  emphasized  the  vital  need  of  undergirding  home  missions 
if  we  are  to  sustain  our  world  mission  effort,  citing  the  failure  in  this 
respect  of  the  first  century  Christians,  of  the  English  Christians  in  recent 
centuries,  and  of  the  Christians  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  United 
States  in  the  last  century.  He  also  amused  us  and  taught  us  many  things 
with  "Joe,  the  Baptist,"  his  ventriloquism  dummy. 

43.  The  closing  hymn,  "O  Zion  Haste,"  was  sung  by  the  Association. 

44.  Pastor  J.  H.  Waugh,  Jr.,  of  Kinnett  Memorial  Church  led  in 
prayer. 

45.  The  Association  adjourned  until  tomorrow  at  Bethel  Church. 

MORNING  SESSION 

46.  Moderator  Luther  A  Nail  called  the  session  to  order  at  10:00 
o'clock  and  Pastor  W.  A.  Poole  led  in  singing,  "Lead  On,  O  King  Eter- 
nal." Attendance  was  about  150,  and  gusty  winds  and  intermittent  rain 
marred  the  otherwise  splendid  session. 


20  Eighty-seventh  Annual  Session 

47.  David  Pittman,  Moore's  Chapel,  led  in  worship,  reading  2 
Timothy  2:  21  and  speaking  briefly  about  preparation  for  good  work  for 
the  Lord.    He  then  led  in  prayer. 

48.  Due  to  the  need  for  shifting  some  of  the  program  personalities, 
the  Brotherhood  report  was  given  at  this  time.  It  was  read  by  Missionary 
Wilkie,  on  behalf  of  J.  L.  Maness,  who  could  not  attend  due  to  illness  in 
his  home.    The  report  was  approved. 

49.  A  duet  of  ladies  from  the  host  church  sang  "Whisper  a  Prayer." 

50.  An  offering  was  taken,  amounting  to  $23.90,  to  be  applied  to  the 
Minute  Fund. 

51.  The  Training  Union  report  was  given  by  C.  D.  Gattis,  Sr.,  of 
Hocutt  Memorial,  and  was  approved  by  the  Association.  He  presented 
James  P.  Morgan,  State  Secretary  of  Training  Union  work,  who  spoke 
on  the  place  and  ministry  of  the  Training  Union  in  our  Baptist  program. 
He  also  surprised  Mr.  Gattis  by  presenting  to  him  a  certificate  of 
Meritorious  Service  from  the  State  Training  Union  Department,  saying 
that  only  8  persons  have  received  such  an  award  during  the  past  6  years. 
The  Association  gave  Mr.  Gattis  a  standing  tribute  of  appreciation. 

52.  The  Sunday  School  report  was  given  by  Thomas  C.  Williams,  of 
Antioch  Church,  after  which  he  spoke  earnestly  on  the  vital  place  of  the 
Sunday  School  in  our  churches.    The  report  was  adopted. 

53.  A  hymn,  "Make  Me  a  Channel  of  Blessing,"  was  sung. 

54.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Poindexter  presented  the  report  on  Woman's  Missionary 
Union,  which  was  approved. 

55.  Pastor  Leon  C.  Cheek,  of  the  host  church,  welcomed  the  Associa- 
tion and  explained  the  comfort  facilities  of  the  church.  He  announced 
that,  due  to  the  rain,  lunch  would  be  served  in  the  White  Cross  Com- 
munity House,  about  two  miles  from  the  church  house. 

56.  During  the  business  period  the  Clerk  made  a  motion  that  a  letter 
of  dismissal  be  granted  to  the  Chapel  Hill  Baptist  Church,  which  has 
petitioned  the  Yates  Association  for  admission.  The  motion  was  seconded 
and  passed,  after  Z.  B.  Teel,  a  visitor  from  the  Yates  Association  explained 
that  the  Chapel  Hill  church  was  now  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Yates 
Association. 

57.  The  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  was  read  by  the  Clerk 
on  behalf  of  that  committee.  Officers  and  committees  were  elected  after 
one  change,  and  are  carried  in  the  directory  of  the  Association. 

58.  Miss  Miriam  Robinson,  Secretary  of  the  North  Carolina  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  spoke  on  "Preparation— the  Key  to  Missionary  Ad- 
vance."    Her  address  was  well  received. 

59.  The  closing  prayer  was  led  by  Dr.  W.  T.  Smith,  and  the  Associa- 
tion adjourned  for  lunch  and  fellowship. 
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SECOND  DAY 
AFTERNOON  SESSION 

60.  The  session  was  opened  with  the  singing  of  the  hymn,  "All  Hail 
the  Power." 

61.  Pastor  Jack  Clark,  of  Ossipee  Church,  led  in  worship,  reading 
from  Ephesians  1:  1-10  and  speaking  briefly  on  the  need  for  showing  our 
Christian  faith  by  living  holy  lives.  He  then  led  us  in  prayer. 

62.  Mr.  W.  P.  Biggerstaff,  Associate  Secretary  of  the  Allied  Church 
League  for  the  Abolition  of  Beverage  Alcohol,  Raleigh,  was  recognized, 
and  spoke  to  the  Association  on  "Our  Battle  Against  the  Great  Cor- 
ruptor."  He  said  we  must  fight  the  liquor  traffic  by  legislation,  by  edu- 
cation in  church,  home  and  school,  and  by  personal  abstinence.  He 
urged  observance  of  commitment  Sunday  in  the  churches  and  efforts 
to  agitate  against  this  great  alcohol  evil. 

68.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  for  the  next  session  re- 
ported that  there  was  some  uncertainty  about  our  meeting  the  second 
day  with  Mount  Adar.  The  Association  voted  to  leave  it  in  the  hands 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

64.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  given  by  Jack 
Clark,  Ossipee,  and  was  adopted  by  the  Association. 

65.  Dr.  W.  T.  Smith,  Mebane  First,  presented  the  matter  of  our 
approval  of  efforts  to  begin  a  Seminary  Extension  Center  in  our  As- 
sociation, at  no  cost  or  obligation  to  us.  Upon  motion  and  second  the 
Association  approved  this  proposal  and  left  it  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

66.  Pastor  Travis  Styles,  of  Grove  Park,  gave  a  testimony  concerning 
his  stay  in  the  Baptist  Hospital  and  his  subsequent  recovery  that  was 
an  inspiration  to  the  Association. 

67.  The  Historian,  Mr.  R.  H.  Hutchison,  presented  his  report,  which 
was  enjoyed  and  approved  by  the  Association. 

68.  The  hymn,  "O  Master,  Let  Me  Walk  With  Thee"  was  sung. 

69.  Dr.  Carlyle  Campbell,  President  of  Meredith  College,  Raleigh, 
addressed  the  Association  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education,  re- 
porting on  our  Baptist  Colleges  and  bringing  a  thought-provoking  mes- 
sage. 

70.  The  choir  of  Bethel  Church  sang,  "This  Is  My  Father's  World." 

71.  Dr.  J.  Clyde  Turner,  of  Raleigh,  lifted  and  challenged  the  As- 
sociation in  the  closing  message  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Morality. 
He  spoke  of  the  right  standard  of  morality,  and  where  we  get  it.  He  out- 
lined guiding  principles  of  Christian  Morality  and  challenged  us  to  live 
up  to  them. 

72.  The  hymn,  "When  I  Survey  the  Wondrous  Cross,"  was  sung. 

73.  Pastor  George  W.  Swinney,  Glen  Hope,  led  the  closing  prayer, 
and  the  Association  adjourned.

BUILDING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

A  complete  report  on  the  Associational   Missionary's  Home. 

At  the  Associational  meeting  in  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Chapel  Hill  in  1954,  the 
Association  voted  to  empower  the  Executive  Committee  to  build  a  home  for  our 
Associational   Missionary  at  the  approximate  cost  of  $18,500.00. 

The  Executive  Committee  appointed  a  Building  Committee  to  proceed  with  the 
building  of  a  home  for  our  Missionary,  and  work  started  about  June,  1955. 

At  the  Associational  meeting  in  Burlington  First  Baptist  Church  in  1955  we  re- 
ported that  the  construction  of  the  Associational  Missionary's  Home  was  about  com- 
plete, and  soon  woidd  be  ready  to  be  occupied. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  this  home  has  been  completed,  and  has  been  occupied 
by  our  Missionary  since  Nov.,  1955  at  a  cost  of  $18,528.43,  with  the  lot,  a  total  cost  of 
$20,042.06. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  appreciation  to  Mr.  Walter  Williams  for  arranging 
a  construction  loan   to  start  this  work. 

Also  to  the  Building  Committee  for  their  time  and  efforts  to  build  this  Home. 
They  are:  Mrs.  J.  R.  Poindexter,  Mr.  John  Bailey,  Mr.  Ed  Love,  Dr.  Joseph  Johnson, 
also  Mrs.  Wilkie,  who  helped  with  the  selection  of  colors  for  the  painters. 

During  the  Associational  Years  of  1955  &  1956  the  Churches  gave  $6,223.04  for 
this  cause;  this  amounted  to  about  46  cents  per  member  of  the  entire  Association. 

About  80%  of  the  Churches  cooperated  in  this  program.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

During  the  year  the  Executive  Committee  met  quarterly,  in  November,  January, 
April,  July,  and  also  in  October,  The  resume  of  the  actions  taken  at  these  meetings 
is  herewith  given. 

Moderator  C.  H.  Stanfield  resigned,  due  to  his  moving  away  from  our  Association, 
and  Vice-Moderator  L.  A.  Nail  was  asked  to  fill  his  place.  Dr.  W.  T.  Smith,  Mebane, 
was  named  Vice-Moderator.  During  the  meetings  we  had  a  report  from  the  Treasurer 
at  each  one,  and  it  was  decided  to  send  out  an  appeal  to  the  churches  to  give  another 
offering  for  the  Missionary's  Home.  Arrangements  were  made  to  finance  the  balance 
of  the  cost  of  the  home,  and  a  report  of  this  is  included  in  the  Building  Committee's 
report.  A  committee  to  select  personnel  for  a  missions  committee  was  given  power 
to  act. 

At  the  April  meeting  final  plans  were  made  for  the  appeal  to  the  churches  for 
the  building  fund  offering  in  June.  The  Missionary  reported  on  his  work,  and  the 
Treasurer's  report  was  heard  and  discussed.     There  was  some  discussion  of  a  proposal 
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that  the  Missions  Committee  make  a  survey  to  see  where  missions  need  to  be  started 
in  the  Association. 

At  the  July  meeting  in  Mebane  the  approaching  Schools  of  Missions  was  discussed 
at  length  and  final  plans  approved.  The  order  of  business  for  the  annual  meeting  was 
discussed,  with  the  body  approving  tentative  plans. 

At  the  October  meeting  in  Edgewood  Church  the  Treasurer's  report  for  the  year 
was  read  and  approved,  and  the  proposed  budget  was  discussed  and  adopted,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Association.  The  Elon  First  Church  presented  a  request  for 
approval  of  their  appeal  to  the  State  Convention  for  greater  financial  help,  which  was 
approved  by  the  Committee.  It  was  decided  to  recommend  that  New  Hope  Church 
be  received  as  a  full  member  of  the  Association.  The  report  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  was  presented  for  approval.  The  Committee  voted  to  recommend  that  a 
Seminary  Extension  Center  be  started  in  our  Association.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 
Haw  River  Mountain— Antioch 

In  1790  Haw  River  Baptist  Church,  near  what  is  now  Rock  Spring  in  Chatham 
County  had  320  members  in  several  arms  with  Elnathan  Davis  as  pastor.  Among  his 
assistants  were  Jesse  Buckner  and  Thomas  Cates.  When  Elnathan  Davis  and  many  of 
his  congregation  migrated  to  S.  C.  in  1798  the  mother  church  of  Haw  River  seemed 
to  have  ceased  to  exist.  One  of  these  arms  at  Cane  Creek  was  constituted  into  a 
regular  church  and  Haw  River  Mountain  then  became  its  arm. 

On  August  21  and  22,  1806  at  a  two  day  meeting  held  by  George  Pope,  Jesse 
Buckner  and  Thomas  Cates  a  church  w^as  organized  by  adopting  Articles  of  Faith  and 
Rules  of  Decorum. 

At  this  age,  150  years  ago,  where  no  church  existed  people  of  a  community 
built  meeting  houses  where  any  minister  could  preach  who  came  along.  Baptists 
occupied  most  of  these  meeting  houses  and  established  a  Baptist  Church. 

The  members  of  Haw  River  Mountain  were  widely  scattered  over  a  territory  to 
Lick  Creek,  over  the  river  to  what  is  now  Alamance  County  to  Sandy  Fields,  now 
Bethel. 

The  first  deacon  of  Haw  River  Mountain  Church  was  Stephen  Gustice  who  was 
a  leader  in  this  church  and  later  of  Cane  Creek  and  likely  he  bought  the  land  for 
the  establishment  of  Mars  Hill  Church.  His  will  contained  a  large  bequest  to  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions  and  to  the  poor  of  Cane  Creek. 

Haw  River  Mountain  was  in  Chatham  County,  but  in  1830  a  new  building  was 
erected  some  two  miles  in  Orange  County  and  the  name  changed  to  Antioch. 

Ministers  at  first  were  men  from  the  membership  of  the  church.  First  a  deacon 
then  licensed  to  preach  and  then  ordained.  They  usually  were  pastors  of  the  local 
church  until  they  became  old  men. 

Three  noted  pastors  of  this  church  were  of  this  class.  Mark  Andrew  from  1806  to 
1819,  George  Patterson  1819,  Samuel  Baldwin  from  1833  to  1852  and  again  1869  to 
1870,  Jesse  Buckner  was  pastor  in  1822. 

The  next  group  of  pastors  were  from  surrounding  Baptist  Churches.  Levi  Andrews, 
William  H.  Merritt,  George  W.  Purefoy  and  others.  They  owned  farms  and  did  not 
preach  for  a  living  salary. 

After  the  Civil  War  there  was  a  group  of  preachers  who  were  pastors  of  two  or 
more  churches  and  moved  from  one  field  to  another.  Some  of  these  were  J.  P.  Mason, 
R.  T.  Bryan,  C.  C.  Newton,  J.  C.  Hocutt,  J.  W.  Watson,  R.  L.  Dixon. 

A  fourth  group  would  be  student  pastors  as  C.  E.  Byrd,  Bryant  Carr,  W.  L.  Lynch, 
Bill  Rittenhouse  as  examples. 
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The  last  group  should  be  resident  full  time  pastors  since  Antioch  has  built  a 
pastor's  home.     The  present   pastor  is  Thomas  C.  Williams. 

The  arm  at  Lick  Creek  was  set  off  in  1813  and  organized  into  a  regular  church  in 
1834  and  is  now  known  as  Mt.  Olive. 

Sandy  Fields  was  an  arm  in  1816.  Later  business  meetings  of  Antioch  were 
alternated  with  Sandy  Fields.  However  in  1823  the  membership  was  divided  and 
Sandy  Fields  became  an  established  church  and  sometime  afterwards  the  name  was 
changed  to  Bethel. 

At  first  there  was  no  mention  of  revivals  but  there  were  fairly  constant  Baptisms. 
However  in  the  1830's  camp  meetings  for  several  surrounding  Baptist  Churches  were 
held  at  Antioch,    At  the  camp  meeting  of  1839  there  were  over  a  hundred  conversions. 

About  1851  when  there  was  a  general  temperance  movement  the  Sons  of 
Temperance  were  given  permission  to  hold  their  lodge  meetings  in  the  church  house. 

Up  to  1850  one  out  of  every  5  church  members  was  colored.  White  and  colored 
members  worshiped  together.  They  were  baptized  at  the  same  time,  partook  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  and  had  foot  washings  together. 

Antioch  belonged  to  the  Sandy  Creek  Association  until  the  Mt.  Zion  was  organized. 

Some  15  men  served  the  church  as  clerk.  The  first  was  Mark  Durham  in  1806, 
H.  M.  C.  Stroud  most  of  the  time  from  1852  to  1874.  He  collected  all  the  old 
records  and  copied  them  in  one  well  preserved  book.  He  was  the  first  clerk  of  the 
Mt.  Zion  Association.  The  last  and  well  known  clerk  is  Jeter  C.  Lloyd,  who  has  been 
clerk  from  1916  to  1956—40  years. 

Antioch  is  a  typical  country  church  converting  and  baptizing  members  to  later  letter 
them  off  to  organize  or  swell  the  membership  of  Baptist  factory  town  or  city  churches. 

Antioch  from  time  to  time  has  added  to  the  church  building  facilities  to  take 
care  of  S.S.,  W.M.U.  and  B.T.U.  organizations.

HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING  REPORT 

(Prepared  by  J.  M.  Hayes,  Supt.  of  the  Homes,  for  Associational  Minutes) 

The  Homes  are  in  their  sixth,  and  greatest,  year  of  operation. 

Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Dormitory  Building  began  in  February. 
It  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  February 
1,  1957. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  this  new  building,  which, 
when  completed  and  equipped,  will  add  one-half  million  dollars  to  the  total  value 
of  the  Homes.  What  is  more  encouraging,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  total 
cost  of  the  new  building  will  be  paid  for  by  the  time  it  is  occupied,  if  our  3,200 
Baptist  churches  will  respond  with  a  generous  Special  Day  offering  on  the  third 
Sunday  of  February,  1957. 

The  added  facilities  of  the  new  building  will  make  it  possible  to  care  for  100 
residents— 20  at  Resthaven,  36  at  Albemarle  Home,  and  44  in  the  new  building.  Of 
this  number,  less  than  10  will  be  part-time  helpers.  Moreover,  a  greater  ministry  to 
our  aging  residents  will  be  possible  because  of  the  extra  facilities  in  the  new  building. 
Among  these  will  be  ample  space  for  craft  shops,  sun  parlors,  library,  infirmary,  and 
other  additional  features.  In  fact,  the  new  building  was  planned  and  is  being  con- 
structed to  provide  a  well  rounded  program  with  the  most  up-to-date  facilities. 

The  Special  Day  offering  this  year,  to  date,  is  $88,400.03,  including  personal  and 
corporation  gifts.  This  amount  will  be  increased  by  churches  late  in  reporting  their 
gifts.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  the  number  of  churches  responding  increases 
each  year. 

Resthaven  and  the  Albemarle  Home  have  been  filled  to  capacity.  When  a  vacancy 
occurs,  which  is  rare,  there  is  always  a  waiting  list. 

Effort  was  made  in  Winston-Salem  during  June  and  July  to  raise  $100,000  for  the

new  building.  In  addition  to  the  money  raised,  the  response  on  the  part  of  a  large 
number  of  splendid  business  men  to  help  with  the  campaign  was  most  inspiring. 
The  aroused  interest  in  the  program  of  the  Homes  will  bring  increasing  results  for 
years  to  come. 

There  has  been  a  larger  number  of  building  memorial  gifts.  They  ranged  from 
$300  to  $3,000-$300  to  furnish,  $1,000  to  endow,  and  $3,000  to  pay  cost  of  constructing, 
a  room. 

A  trustee,  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews  of  Hamilton,  gave,  in  addition  to  $3,000  to 
construct  a  room  in  the  new  building,  $1,378  to  pay  cost  of  excavating  a  lake  on  the 
grounds  of  the  new  building. 

Your  Homes  are  putting  forth  their  best  efforts  to  render  a  ministry  of  security, 
comfort,  congeniality,  and  Christian  love  to  our  residents. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  should  keep  in  mind  that  their  special  offering  and  the 
share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program  received  by  the  Homes  help  to  make  this  ministry 
possible  to  all  who  come  to  the  Homes,  and,  especially,  to  a  large  number  who  could 
not  come  but  for  such  help. 

There  are  some  rooms  left  to  be  memorialized.  Also,  a  limited  number  of  cottages 
may  be  built  on  the  Park  Road  site.  If  interested,  contact  James  M.  Hayes,  general 
superintendent,  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes,  Kentucky  Avenue,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL  REPORT 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1922,  and  received  its 
first  patient  on  May  28,  1923.  It  is  located  on  an  eleven-acre  site  in  the  Ardmore  sec- 
tion of  Winston-Salem. 

Originally  built  as  a  100-bed  institution,  the  Hospital  was  enlarged  in  1942  to  a 
capacity  of  250  beds  and  50  bassinets.  A  Nurses'  Home,  Out-Patient  Building,  West 
Wing,  Children's  Wing,  and  laundry  building  have  been  added  to  the  original  plant. 
The  Medical  School  was  built  adjoining  the  Hospital  in  1941. 

The  South  Wing  was  completed  in  1954,  bringing  the  Hospital  to  a  capacity  of 
400  beds  and  50  bassinets,  with  greatly  enlarged  departments  of  surgery,  x-ray,  kitchen 
and  cafeteria,  and  other  expanded  facilities. 

The  Hospital  admitted  14,918  persons  as  bed  patients  and  rendered  a  total  of 
115,300  days  of  patient  care  in  1955. 

The  year  1955  was  the  best  in  service  our  Baptist  Hospital  has  ever  had.  Our 
churches  gave  the  largest  Mother's  Day  Offering  they  have  ever  made,  and  the 
Hospital  was  able  to  serve  more  sick  people  than  ever  before.  More  than  115,000 
days  of  bed-patient  care  were  rendered  to  almost  15,000  sick  people,  and  more  than 
100,000  visits  were  made  to  the  clinics  and  offices  of  the  medical  staff. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  new  South  Wing  and  the  moving  of  a  number  of 
departments  into  new  quarters,  much  of  the  original  building  which  was  constructed 
in  1923  had  to  be  renovated.  Most  of  this  work  has  been  completed,  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  new  waiting  rooms  for  visitors  and  many  other  changes.  Our  Hospital  is  not 
only  larger  now,  but  it  has  the  best  facilities  and  staff  to  serve  our  people  that  it  has 
ever  had. 

The  new  x-ray  department  is  one  example  of  improvement.  Just  recently,  three 
new  type  x-ray  machines  have  been  installed  at  a  cost  of  over  $30,000.  A  small  concrete 
building  is  now  under  construction  to  house  a  cobalt  machine,  which  is  much  more 
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safe  and  much  more  effective  in  the  treatment  of  certain  types  of  cancer  than  any 
x-ray  machines  now  being  used.  The  cost  of  this  will  be  $75,000.  No  other  hospital 
in  North  Carolina  has  equipment  equal  to  these  new  machines.  We  now  have  the 
best  x-ray  department  in  the  South.  The  doctor  who  heads  the  department  is  one 
of  the  outstanding  radiologists  in  America. 

Most  other  departments  have  been  improved  and  new  departments  added.  Regular 
services  are  being  held  in  the  beautiful  new  Chapel  which  was  opened  in  June.  We 
now  have  a  fine  specialist  for  testing  and  advising  those  who  have  defective  hearing. 
A  highly  skilled  plastic  surgeon  is  joining  our  staff  this  fall.  Our  Baptist  Hospital  is 
trying  to  stay  in  the  forefront  in  providing  for  our  people  the  best  there  is  available 
in  medical  service. 

Our  Hospital  has  a  School  of  Nursing,  offering  the  three-year  course  leading  to 
the  R.N.  Diploma.  This  school  is  fully  approved  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Nurse  Examiners.  Normal  enrollment  in  the  school  is  about  170.  A  class  graduates 
each  summer,  and  a  new  class  is  admitted  each  September. 

The  most  urgently  needed  new  facilities  are  a  new  nurses'  home,  in  order  that 
the  nursing  school  may  be  enlarged,  and  additional  parking  facilities.  Anyone  who 
has  visited  the  Hospital  recently  is  probably  aware  of  the  serious  parking  problem, 
and  the  nursing  school  need  is  equally  acute. 

Costs  in  all  hospitals  have  increased  steadily  and  every  indication  is  that  they  will 
continue  to  increase.  Such  medical  service  as  is  provided  by  our  Baptist  Hospital 
cannot  be  made  available  without  great  cost.  All  who  can  possibly  do  so  should 
carry  hospital  insurance  with  a  reliable  company.  Those  of  us  who  can  pay  for  our 
medical  care  must  do  so.  Then  we  need  to  give  generously  through  our  Mother's 
Day  Offering  to  help  care  for  those  who  cannot  care  for  themselves. 

Funds  received  each  year  in  Mother's  Day  Offerings  are  used  exclusively  to  help 
pay  the  hospital  expenses  of  those  patients  who  can  pay  only  a  part  of  the  hospital 
cost  and  for  those  who  can  pay  nothing  at  all.  Of  course,  all  persons  are  expected 
to  pay  such  part  of  the  cost  as  they  are  able. 

Our  Hospital  provided  free  service  in  the  amount  of  $455,709.43  in  1955,  in  addition 
to  free  doctor's  care  for  all  service  patients. 

You  might  be  interested  in  knowing  that— 

An  average  of  more  than  142  babies  per  month  are  born  at  our  Baptist  Hospital, 

with  a  total  of  1,713  new  citizens  last  year. 

The  Medical  School  has  graduated  591  doctors  since  it  was  opened  in  1941— and 

some  of  the  best  doctors  in  the  country. 

The  Pharmacy  fills  250  prescriptions  per  day. 

The  emergency  room  receives  an  average  of  33  visits  each  day,  or  over  11,000 

last  year. 

It  takes  1,200  people  to  keep  the  work  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  going  each  day. 

According  to  the  records,  all  of  the  churches  in  the  Mount  Zion  Association  made 
a  Mother's  Day  Offering  in  1955,  with  the  exception  of  two  churches,  and  the  total 
amount  given  Avas  $6,295.66.  This  year  (1956)  only  one  church  seems  to  have  failed  to 
make  a  Mother's  Day  Offering  for  our  Baptist  Hospital;  the  total  offering  in  the 
Association  was  about  $425  more  in  1956  than  it  was  in  1955,  the  total  being  $6,717.47. 

May  I  urge  every  pastor  and  representative  from  the  various  churches  in  this 
Association  to  make  sure  that  on  next  Mother's  Day  each  one  of  our  churches  takes 
a  special  offering  for  our  Baptist  Hospital.

REPORT  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 
The  day  of  march  has  come  in  the  work  of  your  Associational  Missions  Committee. 
Heretofore,  the  committee  has  had  the  responsibility  of  finance  and  other  matters, 
but,  with  the  enlargement  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  special  appointment 
of  a  Finance  Committee,  has  been  left  free  to  lead  out  in  the  work  of  primary  missions. 
Just  as  the  Apostles  of  old  were  released,  by  the  appointment  and  assistance  of  deacons, 
to  give  more  time  to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word,  the  Missions  Committee 
has  been  given  the  full  responsibility  of  challenging  the  Association  in  the  opportunity 
of  establishing  new  missions  and  churches.  We  are  praying  that  this  new  day  for 
the  committee  will  bring  the  same  end  result  that  occurred  in  New  Testament  days, 
and  that  it  can  be  said  throughout  the  bounds  of  old  Mt.  Zion,  ".  .  .  the  word  of  God 
increased;  and  the  number  of  disciples  multiplied  .  .  .  greatly;  and  a  great  company 
.  .  .  were  obedient  to  the  faith." 

The  committee  accepts  as  a  personal  commission  the  challenge  sounded  forth  in 
the  message  of  the  president  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  Kansas  City,  that 
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we  "double  the  number  of  Southern  Baptist  preaching  places  by   adding  5,000  new 
churches  and  25,000  missions  before  the  celebration  of  our  third  jubilee  in  1964." 

To  that  end  the  committee  would  dedicate  itself  and  work  for  the  accomplishment 
of  this  goal.  In  the  interest  of  meeting  this  challenge  and  of  doing  our  part  in 
realizing  this  dream,  the  committee  would  join  hands  and  hearts  with  pastors  and 
people  and  would  like  to  recommend  for  the  Association's  consideration  at  this  session, 
that  a  survey  of  new  areas  of  work  be  made  and  that  a  religious  census  be  taken 
September  8-15,  1957  by  every  church  in  the  Association. 

Although  no  new  work  has  been  begun  during  the  past  year,  it  has  been  a  splendid 
year  of  preparation  for  what  we  hope  to  accomplish.  Members  of  the  Missions 
Committee  assisted  in  the  effort  that  was  our  major  operation  for  the  past  year— the 
Schools  of  Missions.  The  success  of  this  undertaking  cannot  be  altogether  measured, 
but  is  reflected  in  the  report  of  our  Associational  Missionary.  It  was  through  his 
tireless  work  that  the  Schools  of  Missions  became  a  reality,  and  to  him  we  would 
express  our  profound  appreciation,  giving  the  praise  and  the  glory  to  God  for  this 
particular  blessing.

ORPHANAGE  REPORT 
A  Continuing  Need 

During  the  year  of  1955  a  total  of  824  applications  for  the  care  of  needy  children 
passed  over  the  desk  of  the  General  Superintendent.  A  decision  had  to  be  made  on 
each  case.  We  were  able  to  admit  to  some  phase  of  our  program  137  of  these  children. 
To  the  other  687  we  had  to  say  no.  Of  course,  many  of  these  were  accepted  for  some 
sort  of  care  by  relatives  or  other  agencies. 

In  1955  there  were  58%  more  applications  sent  to  us  than  in  1950.  Thus  the  need, 
based  on  the  number  of  applications,  grows  greater  each  year.  Last  year  we  cared  for 
a  total  of  736  children,  or  23  more  than  the  year  before.  The  increase  was  in  foster 
home  care  and  was  made  possible  by  an  increase  in  the  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

Plan  of  Support 

Last  year  for  the  first  time  the  Orphanage  received  part  of  its  support  through  the 
Cooperative  Program.  About  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  income  was  given  through  this 
channel.  Most  of  the  Churches  continue  to  place  the  Orphanage  in  their  budgets  or 
else  take  the  Once-A-Month  offering  through  their  Sunday  Schools.  Each  Church,  of 
course,  makes  its  own  decision  about  this  matter.  Let  us  always  bear  in  mind  the  fact 
that  the  income  for  the  Orphanage  from  Church  budgets,  Once-A-Month  offerings,  and 
the  Cooperative  Program  is  fixed  and  will  be  the  same  amount  each  year.  Therefore, 
the  oyily  way  for  the  Orphanage  to  get  more  money  to  meet  the  ever  increasing  needs 
for  child  care  is  through  a  greater  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

In  North  Carolina  there  are  more  Baptists  than  ever  before;  the  income  of  our 
people  is  at  an  all-time  high;  they  have  given  more  money  to  our  total  Baptist  pro- 
gram than  ever  before.  Surely  this  year  they  will  make  a  greater  Thanksgiving 
Offering  to  help  the  homeless  child  if  our  Church  leaders  will  give  them  a  chance. 
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Building  Program 

During  the  past  year  a  new  Church  Building  and  a  new  parsonage  have  been  com- 
pleted at  Kennedy  Home.  These  are  buildings  of  which  every  Baptist  can  be  proud. 
A  contract  will  be  let  sometime  this  fall  for  a  new  Boys'  Cottage  and  a  swimming  pool 
at  Kennedy  Home.  Bear  in  mind  that  all  of  these  buildings  are  erected  with  special 
gifts  or  bequests. 

Charity  and  Children 

We  believe  your  Orphanage  publication,  Charity  and  Children,  is  now  making  a 
greater  contribution  to  our  Baptist  program  than  ever  before  in  its  glorious  history. 
With  the  tremendous  amount  of  "trash"  reaching  our  people  through  the  printed 
page,  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  get  too  much  good  literature  in  their  hands.  Today 
more  than  51,000  copies  of  Charity  and  Children  are  mailed  out  each  week.  These  are 
filled  with  information  about  some  phase  of  our  Baptist  program.

PUBLICATIONS    REPORT 

Nearly  2,000  years  ago  the  Apostle  Paul  said,  "Give  attention  to  reading."  It  is 
impossible  to  overestimate  the  power  of  the  printed  page.  Words  have  wings,  and 
printed  words  can  get  into  many  places  where  the  spoken  word  cannot  reach.  Baptists 
ought  to  make  much  use  of  Christian  literature;  much  of  it  comes  from  Baptist 
presses.  It  must  be  read,  promoted,  and  used  widely  by  our  people  in  their  homes 
and  churches,  if  the  whole  program  of  Christ  is  to  be  fully  carried  out  in  Baptist  unity 
and  strength.  There  is  no  other  means  by  which  so  many  people  can  be  reached  so 
completely,  so  constantly,  so  cheaply  and  so  successfully  as  through  the  Baptist  State 
paper.  The  late  Dr.  George  W.  Truett  has  said,  "It  is  a  tragedy  for  any  Baptist 
family  to  fail  to  receive  and  read  regularly  the  State  Baptist  paper." 

"The  promotion  of  missions,  education,  social  service  and  the  distribution  of  sound 
religious  literature"  was  the  main  purpose  of  the  Bajotist  State  Convention  of  N.  C. 
when  it  was  organized  in  1830.  Shortly  afterward,  in  1833,  the  Biblical  Recorder 
was  founded  to  help  carry  out  the  high  aim  and  purpose  of  our  Baptist  forefathers. 
For  123  years,  the  Recorder  has  borne  the  message  of  Baptist  life  and  progress  in 
our  State.  The  Mt.  Zion  Association  has  8  churches  with  the  every  member  Recorder 
subscription  plan.  There  are  18  Recorder  Clubs  in  our  Association  which  leaves  18 
churches  without  any  kind  of  subscription  plan  for  the  Recorder. 

Charity  and  Children,  our  Baptist  Orphanage  publication,  has  been  warmly  re- 
ceived in  our  Baptist  homes  and  churches  for  69  years  and  has  an  all-time  high  circula- 
tion—over 51,000.  There  are  26  churches  in  the  Mount  Zion  Association,  taking  a 
total  of  1,030  copies  of  Charity  and  Children  each  week. 

Let  us  remember  in  prayer  those  who  give  their  Christian  witness  through  the 
publication  of  these  materials.  Let  us  do  our  part  that  ours  shall  be  an  informed 
people.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT— 1955 

"Prepared  Unto  Every  Good  Work"  has  been  the  theme  of  Training  Union  work 
during  the  past  year.  More  than  2000  individuals  have  felt  the  impact  of  the 
training  program  promoted  by  the  Baptist  Training  Union.  The  churches  of  our 
Association  who  have  Training  Unions  should  be  stronger  than  a  year  ago,  because 
their  leadership  has  become  better  prepared  through  Bible  study,  Prayer,  Study  of 
Baptist  doctrines,  participating  in  Missionary  activities  of  our  great  denomination, 
participating  in  the  soul  winning  efforts  in  their  churches,  becoming  fast  and  true 
friends  through  warm  Christian  fellowship. 

Our  last  report  showed  29  churches  with  2425  members  in  Training  Union.  Chapel 
Hill  and  Mount  Carmel  were  granted  letters  to  join  the  Yates  Association.  The 
membership  of  these  churches  was  173.  After  adjusting  for  this  we  would  show  27 
churches  with  an  enrolment  of  2252.  Two  other  churches  allowed  Training  Union 
to  disband  during  the  year.    Altamahaw,  under  the  leadership  of  their  pastor,  Howard 
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Smith,  and  our  associational  missionary,  E.  C.  Wilkie,  organized  training  union  work, 
with  a  department  for  every  age  group  and  more  than  100  enrolled.  We  had  set  as  a 
goal  for  this  year  6  new  churches  and  200  increase  in  enrolment.  We  have  one  less 
church  with  Training  Union,  but  the  gain  in  enrolment  was  144.  There  are  now  18 
churches  without  Training  Union  work,  with  a  good  prospect  that  two  or  more  of 
these  will  organize  during  the  coming  year.  Your  Associational  Training  Union 
officers  would  encourage  every  church  to  make  some  start  in  the  year  ahead  and  to 
call  on  us  for  any  help  you  feel  we  can  give  you.  Also  every  church  now  organized 
should  provide  for  the  training  of  many  more  of  their  church  membership  by  setting 
up  more  departments  and  unions,  and  working  for  an  increase  in  enrolment  of  not 
less  than  15%  or  a  total  increase  in  enrolment  of  360. 

Nineteen  churches  promoted  study  courses  requesting  902  awards,  an  increase  of 
150  over  the  previous  year.     Our  goal  was  1000  awards. 

"M"  Night  Meetings  were  held  in  Graham  and  Carrboro  churches  with  685  in 
attendance. 

Youth  Night  Meeting  was  held  in  Mebane  with  an  attendance  of  136. 

Our  1957  Training  Union  program  will  be  launched  again  in  our  "M"  Night 
Meeting  scheduled  for  Monday  night,  December  3rd.  You  will  be  advised  of  the 
place  at  a  later  date.  Every  church  is  urged  to  have  a  large  delegation  at  this  meeting. 
Churches  without  Training  Union  should  attend  and  learn  what  Training  Union  can 
do  for  them.

WOMAN'S   MISSIONARY   UNION   REPORT 

A  most  important  fact  I  would  like  to  call  to  your  attention.  Fifty  years  ago 
this  fall  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  met  here  with  Bethel  Church.  It  was  then  the 
women  present  withdrew  to  the  little  school  house  across  from  this  church  and  Mt. 
Zion  W.M.U.  came  into  being.  It  was  with  great  enthusiasm,  that  they  set  for  their 
noble  goal,  "A  Missionary  Society  in  every  church  and  every  woman  a  member." 

We  are  told  in  Lev.  "Ye  shall  hallow  the  50th.  year."  Standing  at  it's  half  century, 
Mt.  Zion  Woman  Missionary  Union  looks  back  over  the  highway  of  fifty  years,  to  re- 
joice greatly  in  the  Lord's  leadership,  of  the  organized  activity  of  the  women  and 
young  people  in  missionary  endeavor.  A  priceless  heritage  is  bequeathed  to  us,  by  the 
pioneers  in  whose  hearts  were  the  highways  of  Zion  leading  out  to  a  world,  waiting 
for  the  message  of  life  in  Christ  Jesus. 

In  observing  our  golden  jubilee  Anniversary  on  Monday,  April  16th.  a  historical 
pageant  portraying  the  endeavors  and  accomplishments  was  presented  in  the  Carrboro 
Baptist  Church.  The  following  day  the  Chapel  Hill  Church  was  hostess  to  our  50th. 
Annual  meeting.  In  order  to  preserve  the  past,  and  pay  homage,  to  those  who  laid 
the  foundations  of  the  work  on  which  we  are  building,  a  history  of  the  woman's  work 
was  published.     I  sincerely  trust  everyone  of  you  have  read  it. 

Greater  progress  has  been  made  this  year  with  our  Young  People,  I  feel  that 
this  is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  Youth  Leader,  Miss  Rebecca  Crawford,  along 
with  the  counselors  of  the  various  organizations.  Each  organization  has  had  an 
Associational-wide  rally,  which  was  well  attended  with  splendid  programs. 

Prayer  has  always  been  the  under-girding  force  in  the  W.M.U.  and  this  year  with 
the  first  prayer  chairman  there  have  been  more  Societies  observing  the  weeks  of 
prayer  than  ever  before.  In  spite  of  the  fact,  that  Yates  Association  gained  two  of  our 
larger  societies,  gifts  to  the  special  offerings  have  been  increased.  Our  Lottie  Moon 
Offering  totaling  $8,230.26  an  increase  over  last  year  of  $873.00-Annie  Armstrong 
Offering   for   Home   Missions   was   $2,897.57    an    increase   of  $268.31— Heck- Jones   Me- 
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morial  Offering  $1,091.69  an  increase  of  $320.15-the  State  Mission  Offering  $1,722.68. 

Every  member  giving  to  the  Co-operative  Program,  Through  the  efforts  of  our 
Stewardship  Chairman  we  are  endeavoring  to  make  this  aim  become  a  reality  in  our 
lives,  for  if  we  are  to  be  "Laborors  together  with  God,"  we  must  realize  our 
individual  responsibility  in  carrying  out  Christ's  great  program.  In  many  instances 
Christ  showed  his  interest  in  the  individual.  He  included  everyone  in  His  invitations 
and  commands. 

As  we  work  and  pray  for  this  accomplishment  we  will  not  only  increase  our  gifts 
to  missions,  but  awaken  every  woman  to  her  individual  responsibility  as  a  steward,  so 
that  as  she  is  blessed  she  in  turn  will  become  a  blessing  to  others.  Working  diligently 
with  this  aim  we  have  reported  1138  tithers  and  1970  contributing  through  the  Co- 
operative Program. 

"Give  me  understanding  and  I  shall  keep  Thy  law."  Ps.  119-34a.  Understanding 
of  God's  missionary  plan  comes  through  prayerful  study  of  His  word  and  Plis  work. 
Invaluable  aid  to  such  understanding  will  be  found  in  our  official  magazine  the 
Royal  Service.  This  year  is  also  the  50th.  anniversary  of  Royal  Service,  we  have  two 
societies  reporting  100%  in  subscriptions. 

An  informed  Christian  is  an  invincible  Christian.  "Study  to  show  thyself  ap- 
proved unto  God,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  truth."  Through  168  mission  study 
classes  our  hearts  have  been  warmed,  and  our  spirits  re-kindled  with  the  love  of 
God,  as  we  have  endeavored  this  year  to  acquaint  our  women  and  young  people  with 
the  needs  of  the  world,  for  Christ  and  His  program. 

Community  Missions  is  an  avenue  of  missionary  expression  at  home  for  all  mem- 
bers of  W.M.U.  The  geographic  boundary  of  that  home  "is  the  Association."  The 
business  of  Community  Missions  is  the  salvation  of  the  lost,  showing  Christian  fellow- 
ship in  the  relieving  of  suffering  and  the  strengthenng  of  Christian  standards  in  the 
community.  Every  year  two  phases  of  community  missions  receive  special  emphasis. 
These  emphases  were  Christian  citizenship  and  the  alcoholic  problem.  Two  institutes 
to  stimulate  and  encourage  activity  in  this  phase  of  our  work  have  been  held. 

Every  work  for  our  Lord  will  be  blessed  but  we  ask  of  every  Society  it's  best. 
Caryle  said,  "Every  noble  work  is  at  first  impossible,"  and  Bacon  said,  "A  wise  man  will 
make  more  opportunities  than  he  finds"  but  Lowell  said:  "Not  failure  but  low  aim  is 
crime." 

With  churches  to  be  reached  and  women,  boys  and  girls  to  be  enlisted,  "We  press 
on  toward  the  goal  for  the  prize  of  the  upward  call  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus." 

As  World  Missions  Year  is  inaugurated  by  our  great  Convention  may  we  women 
re-dedicate  our  lives  on  His  altar  of  service  that  together  we  go  forward  in  order  that 
the  "Earth  shall  be  filled  with  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  the  Lord  as  the  waters 
that  cover  the  sea.

Historical  Sketches  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches 

Brief  histories  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches  are  recorded  in  the  Minutes  of  the  years  as 
herewith  listed.  The  Association  Historian  suggests  that  every  church  in  the  As- 
sociation have  copies  of  the  Associational  Minutes  bound  every  ten  years  and  keep 
them  in  the  local  church  libraries.  This  will  make  the  Minutes  of  the  years  available 
to  all  the  churches,  and  these  bound  volumes  will  grow  more  valuable  with  each 
passing  year. 

Although  our  Association  has  had  Historians  almost  from  the  date  of  its  organiza- 
tion still  the  Clerk  was  not  able  to  find  the  history  of  any  church  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  until  1921.  Just  why  the  sketches  of  other  years  were  not  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  is  inexplicable. 

At  the  1874  session  of  the  Association  it  was  decided  to  elect  a  Historian  annually. 
The  Minutes  of  1875  record  that  "The  report  of  the  historian  was  adopted  and  ordered 
to  be  recorded  in  the  'Book  of  Records  of  the  Association.'  "  No  trace  of  this  book 
exists.

Constitution 

Adopted  October  17,  1946 
Revised  October  16,  1957 

Name 
Article  1.     This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  of 
North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Baptist  Churches  within 
the  bounds  of  the  present  Association  and  any  other  Baptist  Churches  which  may 
hereafter  be  admitted  as  herein  provided. 

Art.  3.  Each  church  shall  elect  annually  one  messenger  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Association  for  each  100  members  of  the  church,  provided  each  church  shall  have  not 
less  than  three  or  more  than  ten  messengers. 

Objects 
Art.  4.  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures 
for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the  member  churches,  to  develop 
and  direct  their  energies,  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom, 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  religious, 
education,  mission,  Sunday  School  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Meetings 

Art,  5.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  after 
the  third  Sunday  in  October;  and  also  on  Tuesday  night,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  may  meet  at  different  churches  on  each  day  and  a  different 
one  at  night. 

Art.  6.  Special  meetings  may  be  convened  on  motion  of  the  Executive  Committee 
upon  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  member  churches. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  7.  The  Association,  when  convened  in  meeting,  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council 
and  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  member 
churches;  it  may  advise  with  the  member  churches  and  recommend  measures  of  use- 
fulness for  their  adoption  and  claim  for  itself,  its  objects  and  recommendations  the 
highest  consideration. 

Art.  8.  On  recommendation  of  the  Association  Executive  Committee  the  Associa- 
tion shall  have  power  to  hear  grievances  of  any  members  of  any  church  which  is  a 
member  of  the  Association  and  advise  or  aid  them  in  any  manner  within  the  power 
of  the  Association, 

Rights  of  Churches 
Art.  9.  On  application  of  any  Baptist  church  for  admission  to  this  Association 
it  shall  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  evidences  of  its  faith  and 
order  and  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  work  of  this  Association;  which  application 
shall  be  immediately  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association;  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  said  church  may  be  received  into 
associate  membership.     At  an  annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  upon  favorable 
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recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  said  church  may  be  received  into 
full  membership  and  its  ordained  ministers  and  messengers  seated  in  the  Association. 
Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  have  power  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  withdraw  membership  from  any  church  that  shall  wilfully  depart  from 
the  orthodox  principles  of  religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible  or  by  Baptist  tenets  or  for 
other  causes. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  11.  The  member  churches  shall  elect  the  required  number  of  messengers 
within  a  reasonable  time  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  serve  as  messengers 
for  one  year,  and  who,  together  with  the  ordained  ministers  of  the  member  church, 
shall  represent  the  member  church  in  the  Association. 

Art.  12.  Each  church  shall  send  annually  to  the  Association  meeting  a  letter  which 
shall  show: 

1.  The  location  of  the  church. 

2.  Names  of  pastors,  ordained  ministers  in  its  membership,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  addresses. 

3.  Sundays  of  regular  worship. 

4.  Church  statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dis- 
missed by  letter,  deaths,  dropped  for  cause  or  otherwise,  and  the  total  membership  of 
the  church. 

5.  Financial  statements  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  Association  year. 

6.  Sunday  school  and  other  organizational  statistics. 

7.  Names  and  addresses  of  messengers  and  alternates. 

8.  Any  other  information  required  by  the  Association  on  blanks  furnished  for  that 
purpose. 

Officers  and  Organization 

Art.  13.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  Chorister,  three  Trustees,  and  an  Executive 
Committee  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Association. 

Art.  14.  The  officers  and  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  session 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  assume  the  duties  of  their  offices  at 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Art.  15.  Any  officer  may  be  elected  to  succeed  himself,  except  the  Moderator  shall 
not  serve  for  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

Art.  16.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  pastors  of  the  churches 
making  up  the  Association,  and  one  member  from  each  church  making  up  the 
Association.     Each  church  shall  appoint  its  own  member  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Unless  already  on  the  Committee  as  a  Pastor,  or  elected  as  a  member  by  a  church, 
the  following  officers  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee: Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Chorister,  Chairman  of  Trustees, 
Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood 
President,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  organize  with  proper  officers  and  committees  to  best  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Association,  including  a  Finance  Committee,  a  Missions  Committee, 
and  such  other  committees  as  it  deems  proper. 

Art.  17.  At  the  annual  meeting  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on 
Committees  which  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  next  annual  session,  appoint 
and  cause  to  function  at  the  proper  time,  and  Associational  Nominating  Committee, 
composed  of  fifteen  members  from  over  the  Association,  who  shall  nominate  all  officers 
and  committees  of  the  Association,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in    this  constitution. 
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provided  all  such  nominations  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  nominations  from  the 
floor. 

Art.  18.  The  Moderator  shall  open  punctually  and  preside  over  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  all  sessions  thereof,  appoint  such  committees  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Constitution,  Rules  of  Order,  or  by  the  Association,  enforce  the 
rules,  preserve  order,  and  exercise  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according 
to  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  19.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his 
absence. 

Art.  20.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association; 
superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  minutes;  keep  on  file  the  printed 
minutes  and  other  important  papers  of  the  Association;  and  shall  serve  as  Secretary 
of  the  Executive  Committee;  for  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $125.00 
annually. 

Art.  21.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  contributed  to  the  Association  by 
the  member  churches,  shall  make  disbursements  as  authorized  by  the  Association  or 
the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  22.  The  Auditor  shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  Books  and  attest  his  annual 
report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  23.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  of  the  Association  and  the 
member  churches  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association: 
for  his  services  he  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $25.00  annually. 

Art.  24.  The  Chorister  shall  be  responsible  for  the  arrangement  and  conducting  of 
all  music  at  the  annual  sessions,  and  any  special  sessions,  of  the  Association. 

Art.  25.  The  Trustees  shall  hold  title  to  the  property  of  the  Association  and  con- 
vey and  use  the  same  as  directed  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  They 
shall  have  the  powers  granted  to  trustees  of  religious  societies  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Association.  When  authorized 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  they  shall  execute  notes  secured  by 
mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  in  the  purchase  of  church  sites  and  other  property. 
The  trustees  in  all  acts  with  respect  to  property  purchased  or  sold  shall  be  controlled 
and  directed  by  the  Association  through  its  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  make 
full  and  detailed  reports  to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association.  They  shall  elect 
their  own  chairman  and  secretary.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  their  membership 
between  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  26.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Convention  in  its  program  for  the  furtherance  of  the  work  fostered  by  that  body 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association;  it  shall  have  regular  quarterly 
meetings;  and  it  shall  act  for  the  Association  on  any  matters  requiring  attention  be- 
tween the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association;  it  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies 
on  the  Committee  during  the  year. 

Amendments 

Art.  27.  The  provisions  of  this  Constitution  shall  not  be  waived  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Association,  except  as  herein  provided  for  Amendments  thereof. 

Art.  28.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the 
Association  upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voting  members  present,  provided 
that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Moderator  at  least  10 
days  prior  to  the  meeting  and  submitted  to  the  Constitution  Committee  for  its 
report  and  recommendation;  it  must  be  presented  to  the  Association  on  the  first  day 
and  voted  upon  by  the  Association  on  the  second  day,  by  a  standing  vote. 


Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Tuesday  after  the  third  Sunday 
in  October  and  continue  for  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on 
order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session  shall 
preside  until  the  end  of  the  session  at  which  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his 
absence,  the  incumbent  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Eact  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to  be 
conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  each  other  that  courtesy 
which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer.  He 
shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without  special 
permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  presiding  officer,  or,  at  his 
request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall  be 
received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone 
to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  in  which 
they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be  admitted 
to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Committee  on 
order  of  business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as  soon  as  feasible 
after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When  adopted,  their  report 
shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be  changed  except  by  vote  of 
the  Association  as  provided  in  section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules  of  some 
recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or  Kerfoot's.

MORNING  SESSION 

1.  The  eighty-eighth  annual  session  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist

2.  Worship  was  conducted  by  pastor  G.  W.  Swinney  of  Glen  Hope 
Baptist  Church  of  Burlington.  He  used  as  his  scripture  the  fourth 
chapter  of  I  Corinthians,  and  spoke  on  the  theme,  "Our  First  Require- 
ment."    Prayer  was  by  Moderator  L.  A.  Nail. 

3.  Pastor  Travis  Styles  of  the  host  church  welcomed  the  messengers 
to  the  new  church  building,  and  explained  the  facilities  of  the  church 
and  the  arrangements  for  the  noonday  meal  on  the  grounds. 

4.  Pastor  Henry  Stokes  of  Carrboro,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Order  of  Business,  presented  the  proposed  program  for  the  meeting,  and 

(with  minor  changes)   this  program  was  adopted  as  the  order  of  business 
of  the  Association.

5.  The  Moderator  appointed  the  following  committees:  Committee 
on  Committees:  W.  A.  Foole,  W.  T.  Cockman,  and  W.  John  Clayton. 
Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher:  J.  H.  Waugh,  Jr.,  S.  H.  Roberts,  and 
Ashwell  B.  Harward.  Committee  on  Resolutions:  V.  D.  Phillips,  Mrs. 
Winfred  Overman,  Paul  Scott. 

6.  Moderator  L.  A.  Nail  presented  the  new  Associational  Missionary, 
the  Rev.  Lee  Pridgen. 

7.  Moderator  Nail  than  presented  the  new  pastors  and  other  full- 
time  workers  who  have  come  to  this  Association  since  the  last  annual 
meeting.  Among  those  present  were  Miss  Frances  Royal,  Educational 
Director  of  First  Baptist  Church  in  Graham,  and  the  Rev.  W.  T. 
Cockman,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Elon.     Not  present  at 
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the  session  were  the  Rev.  William  Cole  of  Antioch  Church,  and  the 
Rev.  Curtis  Oakley  of  Hico. 

8.  The  session  heard  various  announcements  about  the  present  and 
coming  sessions  of  the  Association. 

9.  The  report  on  Baptist  Literature  and  Publications  was  given  by 
the  clerk  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  C.  W.  Bland,  the  associational  representa- 
tive, and  L.  L.  Carpenter,  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  spoke  to  the 
report.    The  report  was  adopted  by  the  Association. 

10.  The  clerk  read  the  report  of  the  executive  committee  (which 
is  contained  in  the  book  of  reports  elsewhere  in  these  minutes) .  The 
report  with  its  recommendations  was  adopted  with  the  exception  of 
the  recommendation  concerning  the  budget,  which  was  deferred  for 
later  consideration. 

11.  Treasurer  C.  W.  Oakes  presented  his  report  for  Oct.  1,  1956 
through  Sept.  30,  1957.  (Included  in  the  book  of  reports.)  This  report 
was  also  adopted. 

12.  Brother  Oakes  then  presented  the  proposed  budget  for  1957-58 
(which  is  included  in   the  book  of  reports) .     This  was  also  adopted 

unanimously. 

13.  Pastor  Tom  M.  Freeman  of  Hocutt  Memorial  Church,  Chairman 
of  the  Missions  Committee,  presented  the  report  of  his  committee  con- 
cerning the  call  of  The  Rev.  Lee  Pridgen  as  our  Associational  Missionary, 
and  recommended  an  enthusiastic  program  of  missions  in  our  Associa- 
tion. (The  report  and  recommendations  is  included  in  the  book  of 
reports.)  Upon  proper  motion  and  second,  the  report  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

14.  The  full  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  then  adopted  in 
its  entirety. 

15.  Pastor  Tom  M.  Freeman  presented  three  proposed  amendments 
to  the  constitution  (said  amendments  already  had  been  duly  submitted 
to  the  Moderator  and  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Change  10 
days  prior)  .  The  amendments  concern  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting, 
the  salary  of  the  clerk,  and  the  duties  of  the  trustees,  and  will  be  voted 
on  at  the  second  day's  session.  It  was  moved  and  carried  that  these 
matters  be  considered  by  the  Association. 

16.  Pastor  Tom  M.  Freeman  recommended  that  we  invite  Dr. 
Julian  S.  Hopkins,  Secretary  of  Evangelism  in  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention,  to  conduct  a  clinic  in  Evangelism  in  this 
Association  on  Friday,  January  17th,  in  a  church  to  be  selected  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  Upon  proper  motion  and  second,  the  recom- 
mendation was  adopted. 

17.  Missionary  Lee  Pridgen  presented  his  report  (a  copy  of  which 
is  in  the  book  of  reports) ,  emphasizing  the  work  of  the  Association  for 
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the  past  year  as  reflected  by  a  digest  of  the  church  letters,  and  blocking 
out  a  balanced  program  for  the  next  year.    His  report  was  duly  adopted. 

18.  The  clerk  made  a  brief  report  on  the  baptisms  and  gifts  reported 
by  the  Association,  and  urged  all  who  have  not  submitted  complete 
data  about  the  activities  of  their  churches  for  the  past  year  to  do  so. 

19.  Host  pastor  Travis  Styles  again  explained  the  facilities  of  the 
church  and  arrangements  for  the  lunch. 

20.  The  messengers  united  in  singing  "The  Kingdom  Is  Coming," 
again  led  by  pastor  Bruce  Cressons  and  accompanied  by  pastor  Jack 
Clark. 

21.  An  offering  was  taken  and  applied  to  the  minute  fund.  The 
offering  amounted  to  $38.62. 

22.  The  scripture  reading  for  the  annual  sermon  was  read  by  pastor 
R.  D.  Spear,  Jr.,  of  the  Edgewood  Church,  using  a  portion  of  the  six- 
teenth chapter  of  Matthew. 

23.  The  annual  sermon  was  given  by  Dr.  W.  T.  Smith  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Mebane,  using  as  his  subject,  "The  Keys  of  the 
Kingdom."  Dr.  Smith  brought  a  deeply  spiritual  message  on  Christian 
Service  and  Stewardship  Responsibility.  He  interpreted  "The  Keys  of 
the  Kingdom"  not  in  the  traditional  manner  of  the  Catholic  Church  as 
meaning  the  authority  of  the  Pope,  but  as  the  keys  of  Responsibility 
and  of  Loyalty  to  Christ  and  to  a  Wise  program  of  work  in  the  Kingdom. 

24.  The  Association  adjourned  for  a  bountiful  lunch  furnished  and 
served  by  the  people  of  Grove  Park  Church  and  for  fellowship  in  the 
church  yard  in  the  beautiful  and  crisp  Autumn  weather. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

25.  The  afternoon  session  was  opened  with  the  congregation  singing 
"O  Master,  Let  Me  Walk  With  Thee." 

26.  Moderator  L.  A.  Nail  asked  pastor  Tom  M.  Freeman  of  the 
Hocutt  Memorial  Church  to  preside  over  the  afternoon  session  and 
pastor  J.  H.  Waugh,  Jr.,  of  the  Kinnett  Memorial  Church  to  preside  over 
the  night  session. 

27.  Pastor  J.  Howard  Smith  of  the  Altamahaw  Church  led  in 
worship,  speaking  on  the  theme  "Doer  of  the  Work." 

28.  The  report  on  the  Baptist  Hospital  was  given  by  Pastor  Travis 
Styles  (who  incidentally  introduced  at  this  time  Miss  Shirley  Walker, 
New  Worker  at  the  host  church) ,  and  Pastor  Styles  introduced  Rev. 
Harry  McCall,  a  chaplain  at  Baptist  Hospital,  who  spoke  on  the  ministry 
of  the  hospital.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  is  included  in  the  book 
of  reports. 

29.  Rev.  G.  Leland  Royster  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Burlington, 
Presented  the  report  on  our  Homes  for  the  Ageing  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion.    He  then  introduced  the  Rev.  Charles  Burchette,  pastor  of  the 
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Kernersville  Baptist  Church,  who  gave  an  inspiring  report  of  the  work 
of  that  group  of  institutions.  The  report  was  then  adopted,  and  is 
included  in  the  book  of  reports. 

30.  An  announcement  was  made  concerning  the  Leadership  Institute 
on  Evangelism  to  be  held  at  Mills  Home  on  Jan.  3-4,  1958. 

31.  The  congregation  united  in  singing  a  hymn,  "Have  Thine  Own 
Way,  Lord." 

32.  In  the  absence  of  our  representative  of  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Children's  Home,  pastor  Jack  Clark  of  Ossippee  gave  the  report, 
introducing  the  Rev.  R.  F.  Smith,  pastor  of  the  Kennedy  Home  Baptist 
Church,  who  warmed  our  hearts  with  a  message  concerning  our  program 
of  child  care.  The  report  was  adopted.  (Included  in  the  book  of 
reports.) 

33.  Pastor  Bruce  Cresson  presented  the  report  on  educational  institu- 
tions, introducing  Dr.  C.  Sylvester  Green  of  Wake  Forest  College  who 
spoke  on  our  Baptist  educational  work.  The  report  was  adopted.  (In- 
cluded in  the  book  of  reports.) 

34.  The  congregation  was  led  in  worship  as  the  hymn  "I  Gave  My 
Life  for  Thee"  w^as  sung. 

35.  Pastor  Earl  Pym  of  Brookwood  Church  reported  on  the  work  of 
the  Seminary  Extension  Centers.  He  reported  37  enrolled  in  the 
Burlington  area  and  16  in  the  Carrboro  area  last  semester.  Due  to  a 
shortage  of  qualified  teachers,  the  registration  for  this  year  has  been 
delayed  until  January. 

36.  Acting  Moderator  Tom  M.  Freeman  urged  everyone  to  be  in 
attendance  at  the  evening  session  today. 

37.  Missionary  Lee  Pridgen,  speaking  for  the  nominating  committee, 
brought  a  report  containing  a  slate  of  officers  to  be  nominated  for  the 
new  year.  (However,  the  Missionary  and  the  Committee  requested  more 
time  for  careful  selection  of  the  heads  of  the  Sunday  School,  Training 
Union,  and  the  Brotherhood  Departments,  asking  that  their  recommenda- 
tion in  regard  to  these  be  made  to  the  forthcoming  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  The  recommendation  was  adopted,  and  the 
nominees  elected  by  acclamation.  Their  names  are  included  in  the 
directory  of  the  Association. 

38.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Dr.  \V.  T.  Smith, 
the  Vice-moderator,  who  will  shortly  be  leaving  the  association  to  accept 
the  pastorate  of  the  Temple  Baptist  Church  in  Reidsville. 

EVENING  SESSION 
First  Baptist  Church,  Graham,  N.  C. 

39.  The  evening  session  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  L.  A.  Nail 
at  7:30  P.M.  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Graham.    Pastor  J.  H.  Waugh, 
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Jr.   of  Kinnett  Memorial  Church  was  recognized   to  act  as  moderator 
for  this  session.    There  were  approximately  105  in  attendance. 

40.  The  congreation  united  in  singing  "O  Zion,  Haste"  under  the 
capable  direction  of  pastor  Bruce  Cresson. 

41.  Pastor  Earl  Pym  of  Brookwood  Church  led  the  devotional 
thought  using  Acts  2  as  his  theme. 

42.  Missionary  Lee  Pridgen  called  attention  again  to  the  digest  of 
church  letters  and  the  financial  statements  for  the  benefit  of  those  who 
were  not  at  the  day  session.  He  also  called  attention  to  the  new 
Associational  paper,  Baptist  Life,  which  has  just  been  published  for 
the  first  time. 

43.  The  clerk  urged  all  messengers  who  have  not  done  so  to  fill  out 
a  registration  blank. 

44.  Mr.  Harold  Cole,  new  Secretary  of  the  Baptist  Student  Union, 
spoke  on  "Missionary  Endeavor  in  the  State  and  on  the  Home  Fields." 
He  pointed  out  that  almost  half  of  those  above  8  years  of  age  in  North 
Carolina  are  lost,  and  that  about  60%  of  church  members  made  no 
contribution  whatever  to  the  life  of  the  Church. 

45.  Dr.  Charles  Maddry,  former  Secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  brought  a  report  on  the  theme  "Missionary  Endeavor  on  the 
Foreign  Fields."  He  reports  1154  missionaries  now  on  foreign  fields, 
and  that  the  goal  of  1750  is  expected  to  be  met  by  1964.  His  report  was 
a  glowing  inspiration  to  all. 

46.  The  congregation  joined  in  singing  two  stanzas  of  "We've 
A  Story  to  Tell  to  the  Nations." 

47.  The  choir  of  the  host  church  for  tonight  presented  special  mvisic, 
"Create  In  Me  a  Clean  Heart,  O  God." 

48.  The  message  of  the  evening  was  delivered  by  V.  Ward  Barr, 
pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Gastonia.  Taking  his  text  from  the 
second  chapter  of  Philippians,  Brother  Barr  spoke  of  the  uselessness  of 
convictions  unless  "we  give  them  feet  and  make  them  operative.  He 
noted  that  missions  has  its  origin  in  the  heart  of  God,  its  fulfillment  in 
the  heart  of  man,  and  its  great  realization  in  heaven. 

49.  The  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Brother  Barr,  and  the 
session  was  adjourned  to  meet  tomorrow  at  Mount  Adar  Baptist  Church. 

SECOND  DAY 

Mount  Adar  Baptist  Church 

MORNING  SESSION 

50.  The  session  was  called  to  order  at  10:00  A.M.  by  Moderator 
L.  A.  Nail  as  the  congregation  sang  "The  Church's  One  Foundation," 
Pastor  Bruce  Cresson  leading.    A  total  of  150  or  more  was  present. 

51.  Worship  was  conducted  by  Pastor  Robert  Latta,  First  Baptist 
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Church  of  Alamance,  who  used  as  his  theme  "Ministry  Through  Fellow- 
ship." 

53.  Rev.  T.  C.  Williams  of  Beulah  Association  (formerly  pastor  of 
Antioch  Church)  presented  the  Sunday  School  Report  (which  is  in- 
cluded in  the  book  of  reports)  and  moved  its  adoption.  After  due 
second,  he  introduced  Jack  R.  Bagwell  of  the  Sunday  School  Depart- 
ment who  spoke  briefly  on  our  Sunday  School  Work  in  North  Carolina. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

53.  The  clerk  read  the  Training  Union  report  (included  in  the 
book  of  reports)  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Gaines,  the  Associational  Direc- 
tor, and  moved  its  adoption.  After  due  second.  Miss  Sara  Hull  of  the 
Training  Union  Department  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  came  and 
spoke  ably  on  strengthening  our  Training  Union  work. 

54.  Mr.  J.  L.  Maness,  Associational  Brotherhood  President,  presented 
the  Brotherhood  report  (included  in  the  book  of  reports)  and  moved  its 
adoption.  After  due  second,  Mr.  Horace  Easom,  Secretary  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Brotherhood,  presented  an  able  summary  of  the  work 
of  our  men  in  North  Carolina  and  challenged  us  to  new  goals. 

55.  Mrs.  J.  R.  Poindexter,  Associational  President  of  the  W.M.U., 
presented  the  report  of  the  W.M.U.,  moving  that  it  simply  be  printed 
in  the  minutes  instead  of  being  read.  The  motion  was  carried.  Mrs. 
Poindexter  then  introduced  Mrs.  Charles  A,  Maddry,  Chairman  of  the 
Raleigh  Region  of  W.M.U.,  who  brought  an  able  report  on  Womens' 
Work  in  North  Carolina.  (The  W.M.U  report  is  carried  in  the  book 
of  reports.) 

56.  The  report  of  the  Historian,  Mrs.  J.  J.  Lassiter,  was  presented  by 
Mrs.  J.  R.  Poindexter.  The  report  this  year  concerns  the  Grove  Park 
Baptist  Church,  Burlington.  The  report  was  adopted  and  is  included 
in  the  book  of  reports. 

57.  After  a  brief  period  of  announcements,  the  Moderator  asked 
the  Vice-Moderator  to  take  charge  of  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

58.  The  congregation  sang  together  "I  Love  Thy  Kingdom,  Lord." 

59.  An  offering  was  taken,  amounting  to  I33.00  and  was  applied  to 
the  minute  fund. 

60.  Special  mesages  on  visitation  were  presented  by  Rev.  Leon  Cheek, 
Rev.  R.  D.  Spear,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Dillard  Gaydon. 

61.  Pastor  J.  Allison  Fogleman  of  the  host  church  extended  a 
welcome  and  explained  the  facilities,  including  the  arrangements  for 
the  lunch  on  the  grounds  provided  by  the  host  church. 

62.  The  congregation  united  in  singing  "Where  Cross  the  Crowded 
Ways  of  Life." 

63.  Pastor  Travis  Styles  of  the  Grove  Park  Church  delivered  the 
message  of  the  morning  in  the  absence  of  Ashwell  Harward  who  was 
to  have  done  so.     Brother  Harward  was  ill  today.     Pastor  Styles,  taking 
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his  text  from  Acts,  spoke  dynamically  on  "The  Church:   A  Dynamic 
Force  in  Winning  the  Lost." 

64.  Pastor  Styles  pronounced  the  benediction,  and  the  meeting  was 
adjourned  until  the  afternoon  session.  A  sumptuous  meal,  prepared 
and  served  by  the  host  church,  was  enjoyed  on  the  grounds  in  the  midst 
of  a  beautiful  rural  setting  and  ideally  crisp  and  clear  October  weather. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

65.  The  Rev.  Leland  Royster  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Burlington, 
led  in  the  singing  of  "Onward  Christian  Soldiers"  as  the  afternoon 
session  was  called  to  order  at  1:45  P-M.  by  the  Moderator. 

66.  Worship  was  led  by  Pastor  Clyde  Darnell  of  the  Tabernacle 
Baptist  Church  of  Mebane,  on  the  theme  "Wherefore  Ye  Must  Needs 
Be  Subject." 

67.  The  clerk  gave  a  brief  report  on  registration  and  attendance, 
showing  a  total  registration  of  331  messengers  and  visitors. 

68.  Pastor  R.  L.  Councilman  presented  the  Auditor's  report  (in- 
cluded in  the  book  of  reports) .    The  report  was  adopted. 

69.  Pastor  Tom  M.  Freeman  presented  three  proposed  changes  to 
the  constitution,  said  changes  having  already  been  duly  presented  to 
the  Moderator  and  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Change  10  days 
prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  and  having  been  duly  presented  to  the 
Association  of  the  first  day's  meeting.  The  changes  would  in  effect 
call  for  the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  Tuesday  after  the  third  Sunday 
in  October  (instead  of  Tuesday  after  the  second  Sunday  as  the  constitu- 
tion now  specifies),  increase  the  salary  of  the  clerk  from  $100  to  $125, 
and  empower  the  trustees  to  execute  notes,  which  power  is  not  now 
specifically  designated  to  them.  (The  changes  are  reflected  in  the 
constitution  as  printed  in  these  minutes.)  The  motion  was  carried  to 
change  the  constitution  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

70.  Pastor  Henry  B.  Stokes  of  Carrboro  gave  the  report  on  Protestants 
and  Other  Americans  United  for  Separation  of  Church  and  State.  The 
report  was  adopted  and  is  included  in  the  book  of  reports. 

71.  Pastor  Henry  B.  Stokes  was  asked  to  act  as  Moderator  for  the 
afternoon  session.  He  recognized  Pastor  W.  T.  Cockman  who  gave  a 
report  on  the  Christian  Life  Commission.  The  report  was  adopted  and 
is  carried  in  the  book  of  reports. 

72.  Pastor  Stokes  introduced  the  Rev.  Gerald  C.  Primm  of  Raleigh 
(who  recently  was  prominent  in  uncovering  a  legislative  liquor  scandal 
in  Raleigh)  who  gave  the  report  on  the  work  of  the  Allied  Church 
League.  The  report  was  adopted  and  is  included  in  the  book  of 
reports. 

73.  The  congregation  worshiped  in  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  "Yield 
Not  to  Temptation." 
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74.  Pastor  Jack  Clark  presented  a  report  on  the  American  Bible 
Society  which  was  adopted  and  is  in  the  book  of  reports. 

75.  Pastor  James  Taylor  of  West  Hill  Church  made  a  report  on  the 
Radio  and  Television  Commission  which  was  adopted  and  included 
in  the  book  of  reports. 

76.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported,  and  its  report  is  in- 
cluded in  the  book  of  reports.    The  report  was  adopted. 

77.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  recommended  that  we 
meet  next  year  at  the  following  places:  First  day— Glen  Hope  Baptist 
Church,  Burlington;  Night  session— Northside  Baptist  Church,  Burling- 
ton; Second  day— West  Hill  Baptist  Church,  Hillsboro.  The  committee 
recommended  that  Rev.  R.  D.  Spear,  Jr.,  preach  the  annual  sermon  and 
the  Rev.  S.  H.  Roberts  serve  as  alternate. 

78.  A  period  of  announcements  was  observed. 

79.  Moderator  L.  A.  Nail  recognized  the  new  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  and  Chorister. 

80.  The  session  paused  a  fe^v  moments  for  prayer  and  dedication 
in  memory  of  our  beloved  dead  who  have  passed  away  since  least  year. 

81.  The  congregation  joined  in  singing  "Blessed  Assurance." 

82.  The  closing  message  was  brought  by  Pastor  J.  H.  Waugh,  Jr., 
of  Kinnett  Memorial  Church  on  the  topic  "The  Salt  of  the  Earth,  The 
Light  of  the  W^orld."  Although  deprived  of  eyesight,  Pastor  Waugh 
read  from  his  Braille  Bible,  giving  tender  thanks  to  the  American  Bible 
Society  who  furnished  it. 

83.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  with  prayer  and  benediction  by  Dr. 
Carlton  S.  Prickett,  the  new  Moderator.

REPORT   OF  THE   ALLIED   CHURCH   LEAGUE 

Hoiv  Long  Shall   Wc   Tolerate   These   Conditiojis? 

A  British  statesman,  Edmund  Burke,  once  said,  "All  that  is  necessary  for  the 
triumph  of  evil  is  that  good  men  do  nothing."  The  definition  of  "tolerate"  is  "to 
endure;  permit;  allow  so  as  not  to  hinder."  Whatever  conditions  exist  in  our  state 
do  so  by  the  permission  of  the  good  people. 

How  long  shall  we  permit  such  conditions  to  exist  as  were  revealed  by  the  recent 
expose  of  free  liquor  delivered  to  the  rooms  of  certain  legislators  in  Raleigh.^  And 
I  wish  to  say  that  many  of  the  legislators  were  not  involved  in  this  scandal.  I 
know  many  of  these  men  personally  and  am  sure  that  many  of  them  vv'ould  refuse 
any  sort  of  bribe.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  some  of  our  legislators  are  as  upright  and 
honest  as  any  men  I  have  ever  known. 

But  it  was  those  men  who  were  willing  to  accept  free  liquor  that  made  the  whole 
picture  look  ugly.  I  wonder  why  the  legislature  did  not  speak  out  on  this  matter 
while  it  was  still  is  session?  I  imagine  the  liquor  lobby  will  be  more  careful  after 
this,  but  I  am  sure  they  will  not  cease  their  efforts  to  influence  legislation. 

The  same  thing  will  be  done  again  unless  we  do  something  about  the  type  of 
men  ^vhom  we  send  to  Raleigh  as  our  lawmakers.  The  remedy  for  these  conditions 
is  at  the  l)allot  box.  It  is  too  late  to  try  to  get  results  after  the  legislature  is  in 
session  unless  those  elected  have  committed  themselves  before  they  are  elected. 

Our  hope  for  good  government  lies  in  the  election  of  good  men  to  office,  men 
who  are  not  for  sale  at  any  price,  men  of  good  character,  men  of  Christian  principles. 
Our  task  is  to  persuade  such  men  to  rini  for  office,  to  support  them  at  the  ballot 
box,  and  to  let  them  know  what  Ave  wish  once  they  are  in  office.  One  of  the 
complaints  of  those  who  supported  the  referendum  at  the  recent  session  of  the 
General   Assembly  Avas  that   they  did  not  have  enough   support  "from  back  home." 

How  long  shall  we  tolerate  the  tyrannical  methods  of  committees  dominated  by  the 
liquor  lobby?  I  saw  the  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances  pass  every  bill 
that  favored  the  liquor  interests  and  kill  the  state^vide  referendum  bill  that  called  for 
by  petitions  which  bore  nearly  300,000  signatures  of  citizens  of  North  Carolina. 

I  saw  that  committee  pass  bills  favoring  the  establishment  of  ABC  stores  which 
were  supported  by  only  a  fc\v  hundred  names.  I  saw  them  ignore  the  pleas  of 
Christian  citizens  for  Clinton  and  ^Vilkesboro  asking  that  bills  for  ABC  stores  for 
those  towns  be  reported  unfavorably.  The)  paid  no  atteniion  to  the  arguments  of 
the  Allied  Church  League  and  other  interested  groups. 

In  every  case  the  arguments  of  the  liquor  lobby  prevailed.  Why?  How  long 
will  the  citizens  of  our  state  permit  such  tactics?  Just  here  I  wish  to  say  that  the 
whole  committee  was  not  influenced  in  the  above  manner.  The  three  members  of  the 
committee  who  stood  consistently  with  us  on  every  bill  were  Representatives  B.  C. 
Brock  of  Davie  County,  Carson  Gregory  of  Harnett  County  and  Jeter  Burleson  of 
Mitchell  County. 

What  shall  we  do  now?  It  is  not  too  early  for  the  good  people  in  each  county 
of  the  state  to  begin  looking  for  men  who  will  truly  represent  the  wishes  of  our 
people  with  reference  to  beverage  alcohol.  Remember  that  the  primary  will  be  held 
next  May.  Now  is  the  time  to  find  and  persuade  the  right  kind  of  men  to  run 
for  office.  I  want  to  challenge  the  300,000  people  who  signed  the  petitions  asking  for 
a  referendum  to  take  remedial  action  wherever  necessary.     The  Allied  Church  League 
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is  helpless  unless  the  voters  provide  the  answer  in  this  manner.  "We  cannot  take 
rotten  apples  and  make  a  good  pie. 

Another  matter  which  needs  your  close  attendtion  is  the  gambling  issue.  The 
racing  bill  which  would  have  permitted  legal  gambling  in  North  Carolina  had  a 
surprising  amount  of  support  in  the  recent  General  Assembly.  It  was  passed  by 
Judiciary  Committee  II  but  was  killed  by  the  Finance  Committee.  You  had  better 
ask  your  candidates  for  office  how  they  stand  on  gambling,  as  well  as  on  the  liquor 
question.     "Now  is  the  time  for  all  good  men  to   come   to   the  aid  of  their  state."

REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

"The  Bible  Speaks  Today"  is  not  just  a  slogan.  It  is  the  experience  of  millions 
of  people  around  the  world.  It  is  a  challenge  to  action.  The  Bible  must  speak  to 
more  people  in  this  Southern  Baptist  ^Vorld  Missions  Year  .  .  .  and  in  all  the  years 
ahead. 

If  the  people  of  the  world  are  to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one 
hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

Each  person  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language  because 
it  speaks  to  his  heart  as  no  other  language  can  speak. 
The  Bible  is  the  essential  tool  of  missions  and  evangelism.     The  missionary  uses 

it  in  all  his  ^\'ork.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionarv.  It  can  go  where  the  human 
missionary  cannot  go.  It  can  stay  ^\'hen  he  must  leave  .  .  .  and  keep  on  speaking  to 
a  man's  heart. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  missionaries  to  translate  the  Bible.  It  publishes 
without  note  or  comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below^  cost.  For  the 
Blind  it  supplies  Scriptures  in  raised-letter  svstems  and  on  Talking  Book  records. 
During  1956  the  American  Bible  Society— 

—distributed    throughout    the   world   more    than    15    million   volumes    of   Scriptures. 
—supplied  over    13.000   Bibles  and   other   Scriptures   to   Hungarian   refugees  coming 

to  the  U.S.A.  and  joined  in  supplying  manv  more  to  refugees  in  Austria  and  other 

coiuitries. 
—donated   nearly   one   million   Scripture   volumes   for   distribution   by   Chaplains    to 

our  Armed  Forces,  as  a   vital  link  between   the  home   churches   and  the  men  in 

ser\'ice. 
—rejoiced  in  translation  of  the  Bible  into  more  than   1,100  languages.     The  entire 

Bible  has  been  translated  and  published  in  210  languages;  a  complete  Testament 

in  270   more;    and   at   least   a   Gospel   or   other   complete   book   in   629   additional 

languages. 

Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work  .  .  .  and  because  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for  distribution  to 
their  people  .  .  .

REPORT   OF  THE   BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES   OF  NORTH   CAROLINA 

(Prepared  by  Dr.  W.  C.  Reed,  Superintendent) 

Unmet   Needs 

The  year  1956  was  another  busy  one  at  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes.  We  were 
able  to  admit  to  our  care  only  one-fifth  of  the  children  for  whom  application  was 
made.  There  were  a  total  of  813  applications.  Of  this  number  only  169  children 
could  be  admitted  to  some  phase  of  our  program.  Certainly  all  the  other  644  were 
in  need  or  their  applications  would  not  have  been  signed  by  Baptist  Pastors. 

Careful  research  by  our  Social  Service  Department  in  cooperation  with  the  Pastors 
who  had  signed  the  applications,  made  it  possible  to  place  many  of  these  644  children 
with  relatives  or  other  Agencies  where  their  needs  are  being  met.  Many  others 
could  not  be  placed  and  are  waiting  for  someone  to  come  to  their  rescue.  Our 
Pastors  have  been  most  tolerant  and  cooperative  in  trying  to  reach  the  weighty 
decisions  as  to  which  children  were  in  greatest  need  and  should  be  admitted  to 
fill  our  few  vacancies. 

The  question  often  arises,  "How  many  dependant  children  should  North  Carolina 
Baptists  provide  for?"  Probably  an  exact  answer  is  impossible.  Last  year  we 
served  a  total  of  751,  an  increase  of  15  over  the  year  before.  Of  these,  126  were  sup- 
ported in  Foster  Boarding  Homes.  Perhaps  a  conservative  estimate  is  that  Baptists 
of  North  Carolina  should  serve  about  1,000  children  annually.  It  is,  therefore, 
planned  to  gradually  expand  the  Foster  Home  Program  until  we  as  a  denomination 
are  caring  for  our  proportionate  share  of  dependant  children. 

Another  need  is  the  Indian  Orpanage  at  Pembroke.  This  home,  which  cares  for 
fifteen  to  twenty  children,  is  located  in  Robeson  County  in  the  Burnt  Swamp 
Baptist  Association.  Since  this  Home  has  not  been  and  probably  cannot  be  adequately 
supported  by  the  local  Association,  considerable  sentiment  has  developed  among 
North  Carolina  Baptists  for  admitting  it  as  a  part  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes 
of  North  Carolina,  Inc.  In  view  of  this  sentiment  and  the  pressing  need,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  at  their  regular  annual  meeting 
in  May  1957,  voted  unanimously  to  recomend  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention, 
at  its  annual  meeting  in  November,  that  the  Pembroke  Orphanage  be  made  a  part 
of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Child  Care  Program.  If  the  Convention  approves 
this  action,  it  will  necessitate  the  erection  of  one  Cottage  at  Pembroke  at  a  cost 
of  about  $50,000.00,  and  an  additional  operating  budget  of  about  $20,000.00  per  year. 
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How  Can   Baptists  Finance  These  Additional  Needs? 

^V'e  believe  we  can  get  the  money  for  the  cottage  through  special  gifts  and  bequests. 
The  current  support  ^vould  have  to  come  through  the  Churches,  Our  Baptist 
Churches  have  two  plans  for  supporting  the  Children's  Homes. 

PLAN  NUMBER  ONE  is  a  combination  of  the  Once-A-Month  Offering  and  the 
Cooperative  Program.  Through  this  plan  the  Homes  receive  a  fixed  amount.  This 
cannot  be  increased  or  decreased  except  by  vote  of  the  Convention. 

PLAN  NUMBER  T\VO  is  the  Thanksgiving  Offering.  Every  dollar  of  this  comes 
to  the  Children's  Homes  and  may  be  increased  by  the  Churches  to  meet  the  in- 
creasing needs  as  far  as  our  people  wish  to  go. 

The  only  possible  ^\ay  now  for  your  Children's  Homes  to  get  more  money  to 
meet  these  challenging  needs  is  through  an  increased  Thanksgiving  Offering  in 
November.  If  every  Church  will  increase  its  Thanksgiving  Offering  ten  per  cent 
this  will  give  us  the  520,000.00  to  support  the  children  at  Pembroke.  As  our  people 
go  beyond  this  amount  in  their  giving,  we  will  expand  the  Foster  Home  Program 
and  care  for  some  of  the  644  children  who  had  to  be  turned  away  last  year.  Surely 
the  Master  is  not  pleased  with  His  servants  until  they  have  done  their  best. 

The  Building  Program  Continues 
Since  our  report  last  year  we  have  built  a  new  swimming  pool  at  Kennedy  Home, 
and  a  new  cottage  for  boys  is  under  construction.      Perhaps  a   contract  for  another 
Boys'  Cottage  at  Mills  Home  will  be  let  within  the  next  twelve  months.     These  new 
buildings  are  erected  with   special  gifts  and  bequests. 

Charity  and  Children 

Charity  and  Children  continues  to  serve  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  promoting 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  It  not  only  keeps  our  people  informed  about  their  program 
of  Child  Care,  but  it  also  strives  to  give  a  little  clearer  insight  into  all  phases  of  our 
Denominational  work.  Here  it  joins  hands  with  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  all 
Southwide  Baptist  publications  in  trying  to  let  the  people  see  ^vhat  transpire  in  our 
Conventions,  Associations,  Board  meetings,  and  Institutional  programs.  The  circula- 
tion continues  to  grow.  The  circulation  is  about  52,000.  We  believe  that  every 
Church  will  profit  by  a  Charity  and  Children  Club. 

Club  rates  in  bundles  of  ten  or  more  are  60c  per  year.  Individual  subscriptions 
are  $1.00  per  year.  Free  copies  are  sent  to  Pastors  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents.

REPORT    ON    CHRISTIAN    EDUCATION 
IN   OUR   NORTH   CAROLINA  BAPTIST  COLLEGES 

The  some  825,000  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  continue  to  demonstrate  their  belief 
in  the  importance  of  supporting  Baptist  colleges  as  training  centers  for  preparing 
Baptist  leadership.  This  interest  is  shown  in  the  enrollment  of  6,500  students,  most 
of  whom  come  from  our  Baptist  homes,  with  approximatelv  800  being  trained  for 
the  ministry  and  other  full-time  Christian  service. 

For  aiding  these  young  people  in  their  college  training  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  are  contributing  an  average  of  SI. 25  per  person  for  both  operating  and 
capital  outlay  purposes  in  these  colleges,  for  a  total  of  51,100,000  annually.  It  is  our 
hope  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  possible  to  increase  this  financial  assistance  to 
provide  an  average  of  52.00  per  member  in  our  Baptist  churches;  certainlv  this 
is  not  too  much  to  expect  our  people  to  invest  in  the  training  of  our  future  leaders 
in  the  greatest  denomination  in  the  state. 
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Baptists  of  North  Carolina  should  know  that  they  are  doing  more  to  provide 
for  the  training  of  their  young  people  than  any  of  the  other  denominations,  and 
yet  we  cannot  escape  the  fact  that  of  the  21,000  Baptist  young  people  enrolled  in 
colleges  in  North  Carolina,  only  about  one  out  of  every  five  is  able  to  attend  one 
of  the  Baptist  colleges.  In  addition  to  the  training  of  ministers  and  other  full-time 
church  workers,  these  colleges  are  our  chief  source  for  Baptist  doctors,  lawyers, 
teachers,  and  business  leaders. 

These  seven  Baptist  colleges— Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Campbell,  Chowan,  Gardner- 
Webb,  Mars  Hill  and  Wingate— have  an  annual  operating  budget  of  |6,000,000,  and  a 
plant  valuation  of  $35,000,000. 

In  1957,  for  the  first  time,  these  colleges,  through  the  Council  on  Christian 
Education,  promoted  Father's  Day  as  Christian  Education  Day  in  all  the  Baptist 
churches  of  the  state.  Although  the  total  contributions  were  not  as  much  as 
hoped  for,  the  response  throughout  the  state  was  most  encouraging,  and  already 
plans  are  being  made  for  Father's  Day,  Sunday,  June  15,  1958,  and  we  urge  all  our 
pastors  and  other  friends  of  Christian  Education  to  include  this  in  their  calendar 
of  activities  for  the  new  year. 

REPORT  ON  THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMISSION 

Southern  Baptists  have  through  the  years  preached  with  faithful  devotion  the 
gospel  of  personal  regeneration,  but  we  have  not  been  so  zealous  for  social  justice. 
While  it  is  true  that  our  concern  for  the  welfare  of  the  individual  and  of  human 
society  should  never  become  a  substitute  for  repentance  and  faith,  at  the  same 
time,  men  who  repent  and  believe  must  be  given  direction  in  life.  Jesus  commanded 
us  not  only  to  make  disciples  but  to  "teach  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
I  have  commanded  you."  After  we  make  disciples  of  people  they  still  must  learn 
to  live  out  all  the  implications  of  being  a  disciple  in  the  midst  of  a  complicated 
social  structure.  Paul's  letter  to  the  Corinthian  church  is  indicative  of  the  fact 
that  Christians  do  face  situations  in  life  where  it  is  imperative  that  they  receive 
help  in  the  form  of  proper  guidance.  It  is  to  this  aspect  of  Christian  living  that  the 
Christian  Life  Commission  is  committed.  Since  its  formation  in  1913,  the  Christian 
Life  Commission  has  devoted  its  services  to  areas  of  the  Christian  life  such  as 
marriage  and  the  family,  crime  and  juvenile  delinquency,  industrial  relations,  race 
relations,  Christian  citizenship  and  such  other  moral  issues  as  should  be  met  by 
the  Christian  conscience. 

In  seeking  to  lead  Southern  Baptists  to  meet  these  vital  meeds,  this  Commission  is 
working  along  the  following  lines: 

1.  To  emphasize  the  nature  and  extent  of  our  Christian  responsibilities. 

2.  To   provide   factual    and   authentic   information    that   will   help   our   people   to 
understand  the  issues  of  our  day  in  terms  of  Christian  faith  and  practice. 

3.  To   suggest   and    formulate   appropriate   plans   for   both    positive   and   negative 
action. 

Before  Christian  people  can  become  "the  light  of  the  world"  and  "the  salt  of 
the  earth"  they  must  learn  how  to  live  as  good  representatives  of  God  in  the  midst 
of  our  present  society.  Any  group  that  will  help  us  to  do  this  is  worthy  of  our 
support.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

Your  Associational  Executive  Committee  was  active  in  promoting  the  work  of 
the  Association  this  year,  holding  meetings  in  November,  February,  May,  July,  and 
October. 
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At  the  November  meeting  the  committee  approved  the  requests  for  pastoral  assist- 
ance from  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  initiated  the  appointment  of  a  missions  and 
a  finance  committee,  and  did  the  necessary  work  on  setting  up  the  Seminary  Extension 
Center.  At  this  meeting  the  committee  also  planned  two  Associational  efforts— a 
simultaneous  stewardship  revival  and  an  association-wide  religious  census. 

When  the  Committee  met  in  February,  the  Rev.  E.  C.  Wilkie,  our  Associational 
Missionary,  resigned  to  accept  a  post  as  General  Missionary  for  the  N.  C.  Baptist 
State  Convention.  The  resignation  was  regretfully  accepted,  and  the  missions  com- 
mittee, with  the  addition  of  the  moderator,  treasurer  and  the  clerk  was  empowered 
to  seek  out  and  call  a  new  missionary,  subject  to  the  action  of  the  full  committee. 
Various  reports  were  also  heard  concerning  the  financial  condition  of  the  Association, 
and  the  progress  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Center. 

The  May  meeting  saw  the  missions  committee  bring  a  recommendation  that  the 
Rev.  Lee  Pridgen,  Secretary  of  Missions,  Raleigh  Association,  be  called  as  our  new 
Missionary,  The  recommendation  was  adopted  unanimously.  At  this  meeting  there 
was  also  a  discussion  on  the  need  for  a  youth  camp  in  our  association  and  the 
availability  of  suitable  property.  However,  no  action  was  taken.  In  another  action, 
the  fidl  committee  authorized  the  finance  committee  to  employ  a  part-time  secretary 
to  carry  on  the  routine  associational  correspondence  and  promotion  until  Brother 
Pridgen  could  come  here  about  the  first  of  August. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  committee  approved  a  proposed  budget  for  1957-58 
(included  with  the  treasurer's  report  in  these  minutes).  In  addition  to  this,  an 
optimistic  report  was  given  on  the  success  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Centers  for 
last  semester. 

In  November,  the  principal  action  of  the  committee  was  to  vote  a  request  for 
$80  per  month  again  this  year  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  our  missions 
program,  considering  the  gieatly  expanded  program  of  primary  missions  planned. 
There  Avas  also  a  discussion  of  our  constitution,  and  a  motion  was  adopted  to  ask 
the  Association  to  empower  our  Committee  on  Constitutional  Change  to  study 
our  needs  and  recommend  a  proposed  new  constitution  at  the  1958  session. 

The  recommendations  your  Executive  Committee  brings  to  the  Association  there- 
fore, are  as  follows: 

1.  That  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  change  be  empowered  and  instructed  to 
study  the  constitution  of  the  Association,  mailing  a  copy  of  a  proposed  new  constitu- 
tion to  every  member  of  the  executive  committee  one  month  prior  to  the  1958 
Annual  Session,  and  to  present  to  the  1958  session  this  proposed  new  constitution 
for  its  consideration. 

2.  That  the  proposed  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  and 
approved  by  the  full  Executive  Committee  be  adopted  by  the  Association  as  its 
official  budget  for  1957-58.

REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 
History  of  Grove  Park  Baptist  Church,  Burlington,  North  Carolina 

The  existence  of  Grove  Park  Baptist  Church,  Burlington,  was  born  in  the  heart 
of  God  and  transferred  into  the  lives  of  First  Baptist  Church  members  in  1943  utider 
the  leadership  of  the  late  Rev.  A.  D.  Kinnett.  City  Missions  members  were  led 
in  the  organization  of  a  mission,  first  meeting  on  Sunday  afternoon,  September 
26,  1943,  with  89  registering  for  the  first  service. 

The  seeds  were  properly  sown  and  nourished  with  services  held  every  Sunday 
afternoon  and  each  Tuesday  night.  Mr.  T.  J.  Trimble  served  most  of  this  first 
year  as  pastor  of  the  mission.     Mr.  Fred  Spoon  and  Mrs.  Retha  Norman  became  the 
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first  members  of  this  church  that  was  destined  to  fill  a  great  spiritual  need  in  the 
lives  of  people  in  the  Grove  Park  area.  On  August  1,  1944,  Rev.  Ronald  Rice 
was  called  as  pastor  at  a  period  of  church  development,  an  era  of  war  and  conflict 
for  the  entire  world.  A  short  while  later  on  September  3,  morning  and  evening 
services  began,  thus  denoting  spiritual  growth  over  early  struggles,  with  many  souls 
added  to  the  fellowship  this  year. 

A  time  of  thanksgiving  to  God  came  on  December  30,  1945  when  this  mission 
was  organized  into  a  church  with  55  people  as  charter  members.  Both  in  accomplish- 
ment of  material  things  and  caring  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  community, 
the  church  developed  and  found  favor  with  God.  By  the  following  year,  1946, 
the  spiritual  vision  was  far-reaching,  with  wings  added  to  the  small  building  for 
the  increasing  attendance.  Spiritually,  souls  were  added  this  year;  materially,  available 
property  was  secured. 

In  1947  the  right  hand  of  church  fellowship  was  given  Grove  Park  Church 
by  Mt.  Zion  Association  at  the  78th  annual  session  held  at  Glenhope  Baptist  Church. 
The  influence  and  atmosphere  of  the  pastor  and  members  was  steadily  reaching 
beyond  the  bounds  of  the  community.  Many  vital  events  entered  the  history  in 
1948.  On  January  7,  Rev.  Rice  resigned  but  the  pulpit  was  filled  by  Mr.  S.  L.  Morgan 
before  a  new  pastor  was  called.  On  May  2,  the  congregation  as  an  entire  body 
voted  to  build  a  pastorium  on  a  nearby  area  of  land  at  an  approximate  cost  of 
SIO,000. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Chamblee  of  Wilmington  was  called  as  pastor  on  September  19, 
1948.  On  August  22  of  that  year  the  spirit  of  missions  blossomed  for  the  group 
when  Mr.  Herbert  Smith  became  the  first  minister  to  be  licensed  by  this  church. 
Again  in  1953,  under  the  influence  of  qualified  leaders,  Mr.  John  Ulmer,  an  out- 
standing layman,  accepted  the  call  to  preach  and  was  licensed  by  Grove  Park  Church. 
Surely  God  was  blessing  the  seeds  of  faith  and  loving  service  that  had  been  planted 
by  diligent  Christians  who  had  sought  to  please  their  Master. 

God  continued  to  call  laborers,  and  only  a  year  later,  another  young  member 
of  the  church.  Miss  Katherine  Dismuke,  surrendered  her  life  to  full  time  service 
for  her  Lord.     On  July  10,  1955  Rev.  Chamblee  resigned  as  pastor. 

Even  without  a  shepherd  to  guide  them,  the  members  continued  to  labor  for  the 
Master.  They  held  a  revival  and  dedicated  a  portion  of  their  income  to  God.  As 
a  result,  the  debt  on  the  pastorium  was  canceled,  monthly  payments  to  the  building 
fund  were  met  with  more  money,  and  a  new  financial  system  was  worked  out.  At 
last  the  church  began  to  find  relief  from  a  long  financial  strain,  growing  in  numbers, 
financial  possibilities,  and  spirit. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  new  year,  1956,  it  was  announced  that  Rev.  Travis  Styles, 
present  pastor,  had  accepted  the  call  to  lead  the  people  of  Gro\e  Park,  assuming  his 
duties  on  January  24.  A  few  months  later,  a  three-phase  building  program  was 
adopted.  In  April,  the  church,  led  by  the  Holy  Spirit  in  its  decisions  and  aims, 
adopted  the  scriptural  plan  of  giving,  stipulating  that  it  would  not  promote  special 
drives  and  offerings.  The  Lord  blessed  their  obedience  and  faith  as  co-laborers; 
the  offerings  increased. 

During  the  next  12  months,  the  Lord  added  unto  Grove  Park  69  members,  bringing 
the  total  membership  to  278.  As  1956  was  closing,  a  building  program  that  included 
a  new  worship  center  was  begun,  and,  on  June  2  of  this  year,  the  congregation 
entered  its  beautiful  new  building.  How  richly  God  blesses  those  who  place  their 
faith  in  him!  \V^ith  the  new  building  space,  the  Sunday  School  was  set  up  into 
departments.  In  every  phase  of  church  work  at  Grove  Park,  progress  has  been 
noted. 

During  the  past  year,  Mrs.  Leary  Knight  has  added  to  our  church  life  as  Director 
of    Music,    and    Miss    Shirley    Walker    assumed    her    duties    as    the    first    Educational

Director.     It  is  a  privilege  for  Grove  Park  church  to  be  hostess  church   to  the  Mt.

REPORT  ON  N.  C.  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

Our  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  is  now  in  its  seventh  year  of  operation,  which 
has  been  the  greatest  year  of  expansion.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  His  continued 
favor,  and  to  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  their  increased  support. 

It  was  on  June  13  this  year  that  the  new  Administration  and  Residential  Build- 
ing was  opened.  All  rooms  are  now  occupied,  except  four  in  the  infirmary,  which 
are  reserved  for  residents  who  will  need  them. 

The  new  building  increased  facilities  to  112  residents,  counting  the  residents 
at  Resthaven  and  the  Albemarle  Home,  with  ages  ranging  from  65  to  97  years. 
It  also  added  a  half  million  dollars  to  the  value  of  the  assets  of  the  Homes. 

Another  forward  step  was  taken  in  July  when  the  General  Board  voted  unanimous- 
ly to  accept  the  offer  of  Don  G.  Matthews,  Sr.,  Hamilton,  N.  C.,  to  give  $50,000  and 
the  land  on  which  to  build  a  Home  for  the  aging  in  Eastern  Carolina.  This  fourth 
Home  will  probably  add  space  for  approximately  forty  additional  residents,  thus 
bringing  the  total  capacity  of  all  the  Homes  to  150  residents. 

Two  wills  have  been  probated  in  Forsyth  County  in  which  the  Homes  were 
remembered  with  sizeable  gifts.  Word  has  come  of  other  Wills  in  which  the  Homes 
will  share. 

A  total  of  about  eighty-five  thousand  ($85,000)  dollars  has  been  received  from  the 
February  Special  Day  Offering.  This  represents  an  average  gift  of  ten  (10c)  cents 
per  Baptist— 850,000  in  number. 

The  challenge  facing  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  at  present  is  to  finish  paying  for 
the  new  building,  although  the  Baptist  State  Convention  authorized  the  Homes  to 
borrow  up  to  one  hundred,  seventy-five  thousand  ($175,000)  dollars  to  finish  paying 
for  the  construction  and  equipping  of  the  new  building  on  Reynolds  Park  Road. 
Actually,  it  was  necessary  to  borrow  only  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000)  dollars. 
Surely,  with  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  responding  with  a  generous  Special  Day 
Offering  on  the  third  Sunday  of  February,  1958,  and  with  continued  gifts  coming 
in  from  other  sources  as  they  have  been  in  the  past,  this  balance  of  one  hundred 
($100,000)  dollars,  should  be  paid  within  the  year.  Accordingly,  if  every  pastor 
and  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  will  urge  the  members  of  each  church 
to  respond  to  this  worthy  cause,  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  would  be  free  of 
debt  by  the  end  of  the  year,  1958. 

The  residents,  and  all  connected  with  the  Homes  for  the  Aging,  are  deeply 
grateful  for  the  support  received  in  the  past,  and  join  with  the  Baptists  of  our  state 
in  thanking  God  for  His  favor  and  blessings  which  have  been  bestowed  upon  us 
year  by  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  HOSPITAL 

Travis  Styles,  Associational  Representative 

Our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  is  dedicated  to  the  service  of  those  in  need 
of  medical  care,  the  education  of  young  people  in  various  branches  of  medical 
service,  and  the  bearing  of  a  Christian  witness  throughout  North  Carolina  and  the 
world. 

Once  more  it  has  set  a  new  record  in  its  ministry  to  sick  people.  Last  year 
it  provided  123,000  days  of  bed  care  for  15,784  patients.  There  were  61,000  visits 
to   the   out-patient   clinics   and   60,000   visits   to    the   private   clinics.      Service   patients 
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came  from  92  of  the  100  counties  of  our  State.  This  represents  specialized  medical 
care  in  twenty-five  different  fields  of  medicine  and  surgery.  It  represents  the  services 
of  skilled  medical  specialists  and  special  equipment  in  each  of  these  fields. 

Our  1,200  trained  personnel  are  equipped  with  the  very  finest  of  tools  with  which 
they  serve.  The  most  recent  achievement  in  the  field  of  new  equipment  is  the 
installation  of  a  Rotary  Cobalt  60  Teletherapy  Unit  which  gives  our  doctors  a  new 
weapon  against  deep-seated  cancer.  The  first  for  North  Carolina,  this  is  the  third 
machine  of  its  kind  in  existence.  It  is  being  used  now  to  provide  treatment  for 
about  35  cancer  patients  each  day. 

Other  outstanding  services  being  performed  today  in  our  hospital  include  Christian 
counseling,  the  very  best  in  plastic  surgery,  and  the  highly  skilled  heart  surgery. 
Through  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  our  hospital  ministers  to  the  patient's 
soul  as  well  as  to  his  body.  Every  patient  who  enters  is  visited  by  a  chaplain  at 
least  once.  Regular  services  of  worship  are  held  on  Sunday  and  through  the  week 
in  the  new  Davis  Memorial  Chapel. 

The  churches  of  the  State  made  their  largest  Morther's  Day  Offering  to  the 
hospital  during  the  past  year.  The  needs  for  service  during  the  past  year  were 
also  the  greatest. 

We  regret  that  we  must  report  that  the  offerings  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  were 
$1,253.99  less  than  last  year.  Forty  churches  of  our  Association  received  a  Mother's 
Day  offering  totaling  .$5,363.48.  May  I  urge  each  pastor  and  church  to  keep  the 
people  informed  as  to  this  great  need  and  to  make  sure  that  each  church  in  our 
association  have  a  part  in  this  great  ministry  during  the  coming  year.

Promoting  an  Aggressive  Associational  Expansion  Program 
Forward— In    this   our    first    report    to    the    Annual    Session    of    The    Mount    Zion 

Association   it   seems  both  wise  and  proper  that  we  present   as  clearly   and  concisely 

as   possible   certain   cherished   ideas   and   conceptions   of   the    truly   great,   functioning 

District  Association. 

Promoting  an  effective,  aggressive  Missionary  Program  within   the  Association  has 

become   an    obsession    with    us.      For    this   purpose    are    we    here!      It    is    our   mission 

among  you! 

How  is  such  a  Program  Promoted?     What  are  the  essential  factors,  the  necessary 

steps,  in  the  growing  of  a  greater  Associational  Program? 

1.  First,  the  Association  must  "come  to  itself,"  re-appraise,  re-define,  and  re-adjust 
its  Program. 

Like  an  individual,  the  Association  can  drift  aimlessly  along,  never  clearly  seeing 
the  reason  why  it  was  brought  into  being,  the  high  place  it  should  fill,  and  the 
meaningful  work  it  should  do! 

Like  an  individual,  the  Association  must  have  something  worthwhile  to  live  for! 
The  Association  must  look  again  out  upon  the  world,  beholding  the  desperate 
needs  in  Samaria  and  the  "uttermost  parts."  BUT  it  must  also  see  the  spiritual 
destitution  across  the  street,  in  the  next  town  and  village!  Jerusalem  and  Judea 
are  areas  of  World  Missions  important  to  the  Master. 

2.  In  the  next  place.  The  Association  must  PLAN  for  Advance,  completely  organiz- 
ing and  gearing  itself  for  aggressive  expansion. 

a.  Persons  with  consecration  and  missionary  concern  must  be  appointed  to  the 
Associational  offices,  b.  The  Executive  Committee  well  organized  to  function, 
c.  Adequate  Committees  to  consistently  carry  forward  all  areas  of  the  work.  d. 
Every  Department  fully  organized  and  functioning,  e.  The  Constitution  redrafted 
to  shift  the  total  Program  into  high  gear.  f.  The  Deparment  of  Administration 
(Office  of  the  Missionary)  adequately  provided  for  and  supported. 

3.  In  the  third  place,  just  as  the  local  church  should  always  major  on  Primary 
Missions,  so  should  the  Association! 

There  must  not  be  less  emphasis  on  the  departments  for  Teaching  and  Training, 
BUT   there  MUST   BE   MORE  on   direct  missions  and  evangelism. 

Beginning  with   the   local   church   there   must   be   a   re-adjustment   in   EMPHASIS. 

Before  us  must  be  kept  the  truth  that  people  are  BORN  into  the  Kingdom,  not 
BRED  into  it! 

a.  There  must  be  perennial  evangelistic  crusades  and  campaigns  sponsored  by 
the  Association.  Campaigns  of  personal  visitation  evangelism.  .  .  .  The  church 
must  break  out  from  its  walls  into  the  world. 

b.  Cooperative  Conferences  on  Missions  must  be  promoted. 

c.  The  Association  must  strengthen  the  weak  churches. 

d.  New  churches  must  be  planted  in  newly  developing,  strategic  areas. 

e.  Branch  Sunday  Schools,  Chapels  and  Preaching  Stations  must  be  encouraged. 
Is  Not  All  This  Something  To  Live  For?     "In  Jerusalem  and  Judea—" 

REPORT    OF    THE    MISSIONS    COMMITTEE 
At   the   annual   session   last   year,   you    adopted   a    report   of   this   committee   that 
indicated  your  determination  to  launch  out  in  the  work  of  primary  missions,  and  our 
work   during  the  year   has  been   based   upon   your   action   in   that  respect. 

In  the  early  spring  our  Associational  Missionary,  Brother  E.  C.  Wilkie,  resigned 
to  accept  a  call  to  serve  as  a  state  missionary  in  western  North  Carolina.  The 
Executive  Committee  looked  to  us  to  try  to  find  a  successor  for  Brother  Wilkie,  and 
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we  had  four  meetings  in  connection  with  our  search.  At  the  first  meeting,  after 
prayer,  we  set  down  eight  qualifications  that  we  felt  our  missionary  ought  to  have. 
Our  search  for  one  who  had  these  qualifications  led  us  to  Brother  Lee  Pridgen,  of 
Raleigh.  After  considerable  prayer  and  study,  we  recommended  to  the  Executive 
Committee  that  Brother  Pridgen  be  called.  By  unanimous  vote  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee extended  a  call,  and  he  accepted  and  came  around  August  1st  to  begin  his 
work  with  us. 

Since  then  we  have  had  several  meetings  with  the-  Missionary,  and  out  of  these 
meetings  we  have  come  to  some  settled  convictions  which  cause  us  to  bring  several 
recommendations  to  you  today. 

1.  We  recommend  that  we  commit  ourselves  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Jubilee 
Advance  Program,  with  the  intention  of  trying  to  double  the  number  of  churches 
and  preaching  stations  in  our  Association  by  the  time  of  our  annual  meeting  in  1964. 

2.  We  recommend  that  we  instruct  our  Missionary  and  the  Missions  Committee 
to  survey  places  of  need  and  to  work  through  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
churches  to  try  to  initiate  Baptist  work  in  these  places  of  need  as  soon  as  practicable. 

3.  We  recommend  that  we  set  a  goal  of  at  least  three  new  missions  or  preaching 
stations  or  churches  to  be  established  by  the  time  of  our  next  annual  session. 

4.  We  recommend  that  the  churches  be  urged  to  establish  branch  Sunday  Schools 
and  chapels  in  areas  where  Baptists  are  not  reaching  enough  people,  but  where 
there  is  not  now  the  need  of  establishing  new  churches. 

5.  We  recommend  that  our  Missionary,  our  Executive  Committee  and  the  churches 
be  urged  to  help  to  strengthen  and  reinforce  the  weaker  churches  in  our  Association. 

6.  We  recommend  that  the  churches  set  as  the  ideal  the  giving  of  at  least  one 
dollar  per  member  to  Associational  Missions  each  year,  so  that  our  work  may  be 
adequately  supported.

REPORT    ON    PUBLICATIONS 

Good  reading  brings  knowledge,  and  knowledge  brings  understanding.  And  out 
of  understanding  comes  the  power  to  live  wisely.  Baptists  work  together  in  a  great 
spiritual  democracy.  But  no  democracy  can  live  unless  its  people  keep  informed 
and  inspired  by  the  right  kind  of  reading.  "Give  attention  to  reading,"  urged  Paul 
to  the  early  Christians.  "Blessed  is  he  that  readeth,"  declared  the  Apostle  John 
in  his  last  message. 

The  printed  page  is  more  powerful  than  bombs  and  bullets,  to  conquer  the  minds 
and  hearts  of  men.  Never  before  has  so  much  reading  matter  been  before  the 
eyes  of  the  people,  as  today.  Baptists,  like  others,  are  often  tempted  to  stop, 
look,  buy  and  read— from  the  stream  of  poison  that  flows  from  the  many  publishers 
bent  on  selling  more  and  more  of  their  unclean  books,  magazines,  and  periodicals,  to 
enrich  themselves  as  they  care  little  for  the  evil  effects  of  their  wares. 

An  immense  volume  of  excellent  Christian  literature  comes  from  Baptist  presses. 
It  is  said  that  no  denomination  in  America  has  so  fine  a  selection  of  Christian 
literature  as  Southern  Baptists  have  today,  for  every  age,  spiritual  interest  and  need. 
The  aim  of  it  all  is  to  inform,  enlist,  unify,  teach  and  inspire  the  people  for  greater 
service  in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

In   the  year   1830,  North  Carolina  Baptists  organized  themselves  into  the  Baptist 
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State  Convention.  The  Constitution  stated  that  the  main  purpose  was  "the  promotion 
of  missions,  education,  social  service,  and  the  distribution  of  sound  religious  litera- 
ture." Shortly  afterward,  in  1833,  the  Biblical  Recorder  was  founded  to  help  carry 
out  these  aims.  For  over  123  years,  it  has  served  North  Carolina  Baptists.  No 
Baptist  home  or  mail-box  is  beyond  the  reach  of  the  Recorder  each  week,  since 
it  is  always  sent  by  mail  directly  to  each  subscriber.  The  Baptist  paper  ought  to 
go  into  every  Baptist  home.  The  present  circulation  of  the  Recorder  is  approximately 
61,500  each  week.  Pastors,  Recorder  representatives,  and  others,  have  been  faithful 
in  securing  renewals  and  new  subscribers  in  the  churches;  we  appreciate  their  fine 
service.  To  our  State  workers,  General  Secretary  Huggins,  our  associational  mis- 
sionaries, and  others,  we  express  our  thanks  for  their  continued  interest  and  support 
in  promotion  of  wider  circulation. 

The  Recorder  has  three  subscription  plans:  Single  subscription  is  $2.50  a  year. 
Club  Plan,  with  4  or  more  subscriptions,  $2.00  a  year.  The  Every-Family  Plan, 
with  one  subscription  to  each  resident  family  or  home  in  the  church,  is  only  $1.50 
a  year. 

We  sincerely  urge  all  pastors,  associational  workers,  Sunday  School  superintendents, 
teachers  and  officers.  State  workers,  W.M.U.,  Training  Union  and  Brotherhood 
members  and  others,  to  promote  in  every  possible  way  the  Every-Family  Plan  or  at 
least  a  good-sized  Recorder  club  in  every  church.  No  Baptist  can  keep  well  informed 
about  the  work  of  his  church  and  denomination  unless  he  reads  his  State  Baptist 
paper. 

The  Recorder  and  its  staff  members  seek  to  be  of  utmost  possible  service  to 
North  Carolina  Baptists.  Please  remember  us  in  your  prayers.  We  want  to  be 
faithful  to  our  task;  we  want  the  Recorder  to  be  a  true  and  faithful  weekly  witness  in 
every  Baptist  home  and  community.  We  must  all  work  together  in  the  will  of  God 
as  we  strive  to  promote  every  cause  dear  to  the  hearts  of  Baptist  people.

REPORT  OF  PROTESTANTS  AND  OTHER  AMERICANS 
UNITED  FOR  SEPARATION  OF  CHURCH  AND  STATE 

Protestants  and  Other  Americans  United  for  Separation  of  Church  and  State  was 
founded  in  1948.  It  was  literally  shocked  into  existence  when  Bishops  of  the  largest 
denomination  in  the  United  States,  the  Roman  Catholic,  had  denounced  Separation 
of  Church  and  State  as  "the  shibboleth  of  doctrinaire  secularism."  That  is  to  say 
that  our  cherished  doctrine  of  separation  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
leadership,  the  watchword  for  a  culture  which  is  distinguished  or  marked  by  that 
which  is  temporal  as  opposed  to  the  spiritual  or  religious.  It  is  to  say  that  we  hold 
this  concept  without  regard  for  practical  difficulties.  They  have  summoned  their 
people  to  work  "patiently,  persistently  and  perseveringly"  for  the  destruction  of  this 
basic  principle  so  that  public  money  could  lawfully  be  paid  to  sectarian  enterprises. 

POAU  alerts  America  to  the  constitutional  basis  of  religious  liberty  and  to  the 
importance  of  Church-State  Separation.  It  has  set  in  motion  forces  which  seek 
to  preserve  religious  liberty  and  the  equality  of  churches  before  the  law.  In  the 
theological  seminaries,  in  the  courts,  in  chapters  of  POAU,  in  conferences  and 
workshops,  through  news  stories,  literature  and  speakers,  America  is  being  aroused 
to  the  peril  of  its  cherished  liberties. 

POAU  strives  to  preserve  the  free  situation  in  which  all  churches  have  thrived. 
It  opposes  official  favoritism  and  government  subsidies  for  any  church.  It  calls  to 
account  any  church  that  tries  to  take  over  the  public  schools  and  convert  them 
to    sectarian   use.     It   has   done    so    in    New    Mexico,    Missouri,    Kentucky,   Vermont, 
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Pennsylvania,  Kansas,  Indiana,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  Arkansas  and  North 
Dakota. 

In  numerous  court  actions,  POAU  has  compelled  recalcitrant  groups  to  obey 
the  law  which  separates  church  and  state.  Such  litigations  have  impounded  millions 
of  tax  dollars  that  have  been  going  illegally  into  sectarian  coffers. 

There  are  now  several  litigations  pending  in  different  states.  All  are  designed  to 
halt  encroachments  by  the  Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  on  the  principle  of  Church- 
State  Separation.  All  are  designed  to  halt  the  flow  of  public  funds  into  the  treasury 
of  this  church. 

POAU  has  studied  the  constitutions  of  the  states  and  has  appraised  them  as  to 
their  provisions  for  Church-State  Separation. 

It  acquaints  the  public  with  the  facts  of  this  matter,  disclosing  weak  points  where 
amendments  are  needed  and  strong  points  that  are  to  be  commended. 

POAU  has  successfully  opposed  the  appointment  of  an  ambassador  to  the  Vatican. 
This  is  a  violation  of  the  Church-State  Separation  principle  and  as  often  as  is 
necessary  this  organization  will  fight  any  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  to  secure  an  ambassador  from  this  country. 

Numerous  captive  schools,  taken  over  by  Roman  Catholic  aggression,  have  been 
freed  by  POAU's  initiative.  Hundreds  of  nuns  and  priests,  teaching  in  these  "public 
schools"  have  been  shaken  from  the  public  pay  rolls. 

Community  hospitals  that  have  fallen  into  Roman  Catholic  hands  through  "give 
away"  deals  are  being  restored  to  the  public. 

In  38  states  public  funds  are  "leaking"  to  various  activities  of  this  one  denomina- 
tion.    To  stop  these  leaks  is  POAU's  job. 

In  other  ways  and  through  various  media  the  POAU  is  striving  to  make  this 
aspect  of  our  liberty  secure.  They  are  working  in  churches,  conferences  and  assemblies 
and  through  the  press  of  various  denominations.  They  publish  themselves  a 
monthly  review  entitled.  Church  and  State.  They  have  distributed  more  than  9 
million  pieces  of  literature.  The  objective  is  to  clear  away  the  shibboleths  of  false 
tolerance  that  are  obscuring  the  facts,  than  to  show  the  facts  themselves. 

When  Church-State  issues  are  up,  the  POAU  is  now  regularly  called  by  the 
wire  services  of  the  national  press.  In  the  past,  the  press  and  other  forms  of 
mass  communication  have  been  dominated  by  the  other  side.  Now  the  press  wants  to 
hear— and  print— what  POAU  says. 

POAU's  study  of  the  country's  tax  structure  may  result  in  the  saving  of  millions  to 
the  taxpayers. 

Shocking  instances  of  tax  evasion  were  noted.  Orders  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  involved  in  brandy  and  wine  making,  in  operation  of  a  commercial  radio 
station,  in  many  kinds  of  business  activity,  were  all  tax  exempt  because  they  designated 
themselves  as  "churches." 

The  diversity  of  creed  in  POAU  is  considerable.  Baptist,  Methodist,  Adventist 
and  Christian  Scientist,  Lutheran  and  Unitarian  stand  together.  Fundamentalist 
and  Liberal  close  ranks.  Jews  and  Christians  of  all  doctrinal  delineations  work 
shoulder  to  shoulder. 

Not  all  can  agree  on  how  God  is  to  be  worshiped.  But  we  can  agree  that  men 
must  be  free  to  worship  and  that  no  one  worshiping  organization  shall  receive 
establishment  or  preferment.  We  can  and  do  stand  together  in  a  close  association, 
united  for  freedom. 

A  country  without  an  established  church,  but  with  all  religions  free— this  is  the 
U.S.A.  It  is  something  new  under  the  sun.  It  is  our  one  unique  and  imaginative 
achievement.     It  is  our  gift  to  the  world. 

POAU  has  but  one  object:  to  preserve  this  splendid  heritage.  It  labors  to  streng- 
then and  implement  the  principle  our  fathers  gave  us  and  to  offer  it  as  a  hope  to 
oppressed  and  persecuted  people  everywhere. 
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It  would  protect  men  from  the  oppression  of  a  totalitarian  state  and  from  the 
persecution  of  a  totalitarian  church. 

This  organization  deserves  your  support  and  the  financial  support  of  your  church. 
If  we  are  to  minister  for  the  Christian  citizenship  it  must  be  done  in  an  atmosphere 
of  complete  freedom  where  not  one  of  our  citizens  is  compelled  to  contribute  to  the 
activities  of  any  religious  body  through  taxation. 

It  is  recommended  that  you  suggest  and  lead  your  church  to  include  POAU  in 
its  budget.  If  every  church  in  the  land  were  to  give  something,  the  financial  position 
of  this  organization  would  be  stronger  and  better  equipped  to  fight  these  encroach- 
ments upon  our  freedom  which  is  after  all  nearly  essential  to  our  existence  and  thus 
to  our  work  for  Christ's  sake  and  His  Kingdom. 

REPORT  ON  THE  RADIO  AND  TELEVISION  COMMISSION 

In  our  Southern  Baptist  Program  of  Evangelism  we  have  many  methods  of 
getting  the  message  to  the  people.  One  of  those  methods  we  might  call  "electronic 
evangelism."  This  phase  of  our  work  is  carried  on  by  the  Radio  and  Television 
Commission  located  at  Forth  Worth,  Texas. 

The  Baptist  Hour,  official  radio  broadcast  of  the  Southern  Baptist  convention, 
is  now  in  its  sixteenth  year.  It  has  grown  from  a  quarterly  appearance  on  eleven 
stations  to  a  weekly  broadcast  on  440  stations  in  34  states  and  several  foreign 
countries.  The  Baptist  Hour  program  with  fine  singing  and  dynamic  preaching 
has  an  estimated  listening  audience  of  thirty-million.  Other  radio  broadcasts  sponsored 
by  the  Commission  include:  The  Moral  Side  of  the  News,  International  Sunday 
School  Lessons,  Chapel  Upstairs,  and  Great  Hymns  by  the  Baptist  Hour  Choir. 

Perhaps  the  most  oustanding  achievement  of  the  past  year  by  the  Commission 
was  the  completion  of  an  entire  series  of  thirty  minute  religious  dramas  based 
on  the  parables  of  Jesus. 

The  initial  series  of  "This  Is  the  Answer"  a  Southern  Baptist  Television  program 
was  shown  over  110  TV  stations,  in  39  states  to  an  estimated  fifty-million  viewing 
audience.    All  programs  are  offered  without  cost  to  any  station  which  will  carry  them. 

This  type  of  evangelism  is  costly,  yet  considering  the  number  of  people  reached 
it  is  quite  inexpensive.  The  cost  of  the  first  year's  work  in  television,  plus  all  the  prep- 
aration that  preceded  it,  was  $450,000.  This  $450,000  cost  has  enabled  us  to  send 
directly  to  viewers  some  one-hundred-milion  messages  of  the  Christian  Gospel.  This 
means  that— that  to  send  one  message  to  a  family  of  three— it  cost— one  cent.  Actually, 
for  only  one-third  of  a  cent  per  person  your  Radio  and  Television  Commission  is  pre- 
senting an  appealing,  winning,  half-hour  message  of  Christ  to  those  who  need  it  most. 

This  work  is  supported  almost  entirely  through  the  Co-operative  Program  and 
individual  contributions  since  the  Commission  is  not  permitted  to  solicit  funds  from 
the  churches.     This  "electronic  evangelism"  needs  our  financial  and  prayerful  support.

REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

It  is  hard  to  try  to  report  in  numbers  and  words  the  progress  made  in  our 
Association  during  the  past  year.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  day  by  day 
witnessing  for  Christ  by  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  There  has  been 
a  deepening  interest  in  World  Missions  expressed  by  more  people  praying  for  specific 
objects  and  more  sacrificial  giving.  Only  eternity  will  reveal  the  results  of  these 
effects. 

In  1955-56  Southwide  Woman's  Missionary  Union  recommended  to  the  states, 
associations,  and  local  societies  the  appointment  of  a  prayer  chairman,  though  prayer 
has  always  been  the  undergirding  force  in  the  total  life  of  the  organization.  Nineteen 
hundred  years  of  missionary  experience  have  proved  that  prayer  and  missions  are 
inseparably  linked  together.  We  are  reminded  in  the  book  of  Acts  of  the  place 
given  to  united  prayer  in  the  expansion  of  the  Kingdom.  In  that  day  strength  of 
concerted  prayer  was  rooted  in  the  power  of  secret  personal  intercession.  It  is  true 
today.  What  would  happen  if  all  members  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  had  the 
same  vision  of  Christ  and  faith  in  prayer  which  the  early  disciples  had,  and  should 
give  themselves  to  united  prayer?  The  book  of  Acts  gives  the  answer.  With  this 
thought  of  prayer  in  mind  Woman's  Missionary  Union  lays  emphasis  on  individual 
and  united  prayer. 

It  was  Dr.  A.  C.  Dixon  who  said,  "When  we  rely  on  organization  we  get  what 
organization  can  do,  but  when  we  rely  on  prayer  we  get  what  God  can  do."  Far  too 
long,  many  of  our  W.  M.  U.'s  have  depended  on  the  strength  inherent  in  the  organiza- 
tion.    May  we  give  God  a  chance  by  relying  more  on  prayer! 

Central  among  the  prayer  plans  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  are  the  observances 
of  the  Weeks  of  Prayer  for  Foreign  Mission  and  for  Home  Missions  and  the  season 
of  prayer  for  State  Missions.  Faithfulness  at  this  point  is  essential  to  missionary 
advance.  During  the  past  year  more  societies  have  observed  the  entire  weeks  of 
these  seasons  of  prayers  than  ever  before.    As  a  result  the  offerings  have  been  larger. 

With  the  Psalmist  we  can  say,  "Oh  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  is  good." 
We  praise  God  for  consecrated  leaders  and  co-workers,  for  through  their  efforts  and 
co-operation  the  work  in  community  missions  has  gone  forward.  We  thank  God 
for  every  service  rendered  in  His  name.  The  activities  participated  in  by  those 
engaged  in  community  missions  do  not  change  with  every  passing  year.  The 
primary  business  of  community  missions  is  the  salvation  of  the  lost,  manifesting 
Christian  fellowship  in  the  alleviation  of  suffering  among  both  the  unsaved  and 
needy  Christians,  and  the  strengthening  of  Christian  standards  in  the  community. 
Every  year  two  phases  of  community  missions  are  recommended  for  special  emphasis. 
For  the  coming  year  they  are: 

The  Christian  and  the  Alcohol  Problem 

Ministry  to  Minority,  Racial,  and  National  Groups. 

"How  shall  they  call  on  Him  in  whom  they  have  not  believed?  And  how  shall 
they  believe  in  Him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard?  And  how  shall  they  hear 
without  a  preacher?    And  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent?" 

May  we  add  to  these  challenging  questions:  And  how  can  they  be  sent  unless 
Christians  give?  And  how  can  Christians  give  unless  they  are  informed  of  world 
needs?  This  going,  giving,  and  sending  we  call  "missions."  And  "If  missions  is 
worth  doing,  it  is  worth  studying." 

We  believe  that  the  mission  study  institutes  that  have  been  held  in  our  Associa- 
tion under  the  direction  of  our  chairman  is  responsible  for  the  increase  in  mission 
study  classes.  We  do  need  to  urge  the  reading  of  missionary  books,  literature  and 
magazines. 

Through  the  system  of  quarterly  and  annual  reports  we  seek  to  stimulate  leaders 
to  check  regularly  on  their  activities  and  results  achieved  by  these  activities.     Thanks 
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must  go  to  faithful  stewardship  chairman  of  our  Association  and  local  societies  who 
constantly  are  seeking  to  enlist  more  women  and  young  people  (1)  the  tithe—  (2)  to 
give  according  to  a  regular  plan  (thru  church  budgets)  in  the  support  of  the 
Co-operative  Program  and  (3)  to  share  in  the  Special  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Offerings  each  quarter.  Toward  this  end  programs  have  been  presented,  steward- 
ship classes  taught,  and  Annual  Church  Nights  of  Stewardship  were  held  in  some 
few  churches.  We  have  2058  regular  givers  through  the  Co-operative  Program. 
Lottie  Moon  Offering  $10,058.60;  Annie  Armstrong  for  Home  Missions  $3,023.88; 
Heck-Jones  Offering  $949.14;  State  Missions  $1,608.86. 

After  the  records  are  examined,  the  question  must  yet  be  asked:  Are  we  good 
stewards  of  the  resources  made  available  to  us  by  God?  His  compassion  for  men  is 
still  the  same— What  of  ours?  We  have  been  given  much;  and  having  given  the 
generous  seeming  amounts  listed  above,  we  yet  have  in  our  hands  a  very  great 
abundance.  We  are  responsible  for  what  becomes  of  it.  How  shall  we  spend  it? 
For  self— it's  vanity  and  pride?  For  others— who  hunger  and  die?  For  God— His  Glory 
and  praise? 

Do  we  hear  Paul  reminding  us  "I  have  shewed  you  all  things.  How  that 
laboring  ye  ought  to  support  the  weak  and  to  remember  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
how  he  said,  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive."    (Acts  20-35) 

The  work  of  the  Young  People  with  Miss  Rebecca  Crawford  as  Leader  has  been 
most  encouraging.  She,  along  with  the  counsellors,  have  promoted  a  program  of 
alcohol  education  among  our  young  people.  The  Sunbeams  were  asked  to  make 
posters,  the  G.  A.'s  and  R.  A.'s  scrapbooks,  and  the  Y.  W.  A.'s  to  write  short  papers. 
Each  organization  would  select  and  send  to  their  Associational  Counsellor  the  best 
to  be  judged,  the  W.  M.  U.  to  give  recognition  for  the  best  in  each  classification  at 
the  Leadership  Conference.  We  feel  that  good  will  be  accomplished  even  if  the 
youth  think  seriously  about  the  problem  of  alcohol  even  for  30  minutes. 

This  being  the  50th  anniversary  year  of  Y.W.A.,  a  lovely  banquet  with  over 
a  hundred  in  attendance  Avas  held  at  the  First  Church  Burlington  during  their  focus 
week  in  February. 

The  G.  A.  rally  was  held  in  the  Hillsboro  Church  and  was  one  of  the  best 
in  several  years  with  over  200  in  attendance.  A  program  was  outlined  with  various 
G.  A.  members  participating  in  a  panel  discussion  on  this  year's  theme,  "Alcohol- 
its  effect  on  the  human  body."  Four  Coronations  were  held  during  the  year  with 
Glen  Hope  having  the  largest  number  participating.  Mrs.  }.  J.  Lassiter  is  the 
counsellor. 

During  Sunbeam  Focus  week  Mrs.  A.  C.  Bridges,  Counsellor,  assigned  churches 
that  do  not  have  Sunbeam  bands  to  near  by  churches  who  do,  asking  that  they 
visit  with  these  groups,  put  on  a  program  and  help  them  to  organize.  As  a  result, 
several  new  Bands  have  been  organized,  and  more  will  be  later  on. 

Many  of  our  churches  do  not  have  young  people's  organizations  due  to  lack  of 
leadership,  and  this  is  due  to  people  not  being  willing  to  take  the  responsibility 
of  leading  these  young  people.     Is  your  church  one  of  these? 

We  have  had  good  attendance  at  our  four  Executive  meetings  during  the  year- 
two  mission  study  institutes  were  held  with  much  interest  being  shown.  The 
Leadership  Conference  had  the  largest  attendance  we  have  had— something  over 
250.  Our  B.  W.  C.  had  splendid  attendance  at  their  two  meetings  held  this  year 
with  well  planned  programs  and  outstanding  speakers,  Mrs.  Winfred  Overman  is  the 
President. 

Our  annual  meeting  is  the  inspirational  peak  of  the  year.  The  large  number 
attending  testifies  to  the  eagerness  of  their  desire  to  hear  and  learn  more  of  the 
Kingdom's  work  as  presented  by  our  guest  Missionary  speaker  and  State  representative. 

Enlistment  continues  to  be  a  major  need.  We  should  have  a  missionary  society 
in  every  church  in  our  Association.     Each  local  society  should  not  be  satisfied  until 
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every  resident  member  has  been  enlisted  in   the  society;   that   is  the  only  way  these 
women  will  ever  be  drawn  into  active  missionary  endeavor.

Historical  Sketches  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches 


Brief  histories  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches  are  recorded  in  the  Minutes  of  the  years  as 
herewith  listed.  The  Association  Historian  suggests  that  every  church  in  the  As- 
sociation have  copies  of  the  Associational  Minutes  bound  every  ten  years  and  keep 
them  in  the  local  church  libraries.  This  will  make  the  Minutes  of  the  years  available 
to  all  the  churches,  and  those  bound  volumes  will  grow  more  valuable  with  each 
passing  year. 

Although  our  Association  has  had  Historians  almost  from  the  date  of  its  organiza- 
tion still  the  Clerk  was  not  able  to  find  the  history  of  any  church  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  until  1921.  Just  why  the  sketches  of  other  years  were  not  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  is  inexplicable. 

At  the  1874  session  of  the  Association  it  was  decided  to  elect  a  Historian  annually. 
The  Minutes  of  1875  record  that  "The  report  of  the  historian  was  adopted  and  ordered 
to  be  recorded  in  the  'Book  of  Records  of  the  Association.'  "  No  trace  of  this  book 
exists.

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Constitution 

Adopted  October  17,  1946 
Revised  October  22,  1958 

Name 
Article  1.     This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  of 
North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Baptist  Churches  within 
the  bounds  of  the  present  Association  and  any  other  Baptist  Churches  which  may 
hereafter  be  admitted  as  herein  provided. 

Art.  3.  Each  church  shall  elect  annually  one  messenger  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Association  for  each  100  members  of  the  church,  provided  each  church  shall  have  not 
less  than  three  or  more  than  ten  messengers. 

Objects 
Art.  4.  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures 
for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the  member  churches,  to  develop 
and  direct  their  energies,  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom, 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  religious, 
education,  mission,  Sunday  School  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Meetings 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  after 
the  third  Sunday  in  October;  and  also  on  Tuesday  night,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  may  meet  at  different  churches  on  each  day  and  a  different 
one  at  night. 

Art.  6.  Special  meetings  may  be  convened  on  motion  of  the  Executive  Committee 
upon  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  member  churches. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  7.  The  Association,  when  convened  in  meeting,  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council 
and  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  member 
churches;  it  may  advise  with  the  member  churches  and  recommend  measures  of  use- 
fulness for  their  adoption  and  claim  for  itself,  its  objects  and  recommendations  the 
highest  consideration. 

Art.  8.  On  recommendation  of  the  Association  Executive  Committee  the  Associa- 
tion shall  have  power  to  hear  grievances  of  any  members  of  any  church  which  is  a 
member  of  the  Association  and  advise  or  aid  them  in  any  manner  within  the  power 
of  the  Association. 

Rights  of  Churches 
Art,  9.  On  application  of  any  Baptist  church  for  admission  to  this  Association 
it  shall  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  evidences  of  its  faith  and 
order  and  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  work  of  this  Association;  which  application 
shall  be  immediately  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association;  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  said  church  may  be  received  into 
associate  membership.  At  an  annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  upon  favorable 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  said  church  may  be  received  into 
full  membership  and  its  ordained  ministers  and  messengers  seated  in  the  Association. 
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Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  have  power  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  withdraw  membership  from  any  church  that  shall  wilfully  depart  from 
the  orthodox  principles  of  religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible  or  by  Baptist  tenets  or  for 
other  causes. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  U.  The  member  churches  shall  elect  the  required  number  of  messengers 
within  a  reasonable  time  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  serve  as  messengers 
for  one  year,  and  who,  together  with  the  ordained  ministers  of  the  member  church, 
shall  represent  the  member  church  in  the  Association. 

Art.  12.  Each  church  shall  send  annually  to  the  Association  meeting  a  letter  which 
shall  show: 

1.  The  location  of  the  church. 

2.  Names  of  pastors,  ordained  ministers  in  its  membership,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  addresses. 

3.  Sundays  of  regular  worship. 

4.  Church  statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dis- 
missed by  letter,  deaths,  dropped  for  cause  or  otherwise,  and  the  total  membership  of 
the  church. 

5.  Financial  statements  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  Association  year. 

6.  Sunday  school  and  other  organizational  statistics. 

7.  Names  and  addresses  of  messengers  and  alternates. 

8.  Any  other  information  required  by  the  Association  on  blanks  furnished  for  that 
purpose. 

Officers  and  Organization 

Art.  13.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  Chorister,  three  Trustees,  and  an  Executive 
Committee  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Association. 

Art.  14,  The  officers  and  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  session 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  assume  the  duties  of  their  offices  at 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Art.  15.  Any  officer  may  be  elected  to  succeed  himself,  except  the  Moderator  shall 
not  serve  for  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

Art.  16.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  pastors  of  the  churches 
making  up  the  Association,  and  one  member  from  each  church  making  up  the 
Association.     Each  church  shall  appoint  its  own  member  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Unless  already  on  the  Committee  as  a  Pastor,  or  elected  as  a  member  by  a  church, 
the  following  officers  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee: Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Chorister,  Chairman  of  Trustees, 
Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood 
President,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  organize  with  proper  officers  and  committees  to  best  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Association,  including  a  Finance  Committee,  a  Missions  Committee, 
and  such  other  committees  as  it  deems  proper. 

Art.  17.  Previous  to  the  annual  meeting  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee 
on  Committees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  nominate  for  election  by  the  Association  all 
of  the  following  Standing  Committees: 

1.  Order  of  Business. 

2.  Ordinations. 

3.  Constitutional  Changes. 

4.  Nominations:   This  committee  shall  consist  of  fifteen    (15)    members  from  the 
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entire  Association,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  nominate  all  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

It  is  understood  that  all  such  nominations  shall  be  subject  to  nominations  from 
the  floor. 

Art.  18.  The  Moderator  shall  open  punctually  and  preside  over  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  all  sessions  thereof,  appoint  such  committees  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Constitution,  Rules  of  Order,  or  by  the  Association,  enforce  the 
rules,  preserve  order,  and  exercise  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according 
to  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  19.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his 
absence. 

Art.  20.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association; 
superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  minutes;  keep  on  file  the  printed 
minutes  and  other  important  papers  of  the  Association;  and  shall  serve  as  Secretary 
of  the  Executive  Committee;  for  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $125.00 
annually. 

Art.  21.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  contributed  to  the  Association  by 
the  member  churches,  shall  make  disbursements  as  authorized  by  the  Association  or 
the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  22.  The  Auditor  shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  books  and  attest  his  annual  re- 
port to  the  Association. 

Art.  23.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  of  the  Association  and  the 
member  churches  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association: 
for  his  services  he  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $25.00  annually. 

Art.  24.  The  Chorister  shall  be  responsible  for  the  arrangement  and  conducting  of 
all  music  at  the  annual  sessions,  and  any  special  sessions,  of  the  Association. 

Art.  25.  The  Trustees  shall  hold  title  to  the  property  of  the  Association  and  con- 
vey and  use  the  same  as  directed  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  They 
shall  have  the  powers  granted  to  trustees  of  religious  societies  by  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Association.  When  authorized 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  they  shall  execute  notes  secured  by 
mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  in  the  purchase  of  church  sites  and  other  property. 
The  trustees  in  all  acts  with  respect  to  property  purchased  or  sold  shall  be  controlled 
and  directed  by  the  Association  through  its  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  make 
full  and  detailed  reports  to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association.  They  shall  elect 
their  own  chairman  and  secretary.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  their  membership 
between  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  26.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Convention  in  its  program  for  the  furtherance  of  the  work  fostered  by  that  body 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association;  it  shall  have  regular  quarterly 
meetings;  and  it  shall  act  for  the  Association  on  any  matters  requring  attention  be- 
tween the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association;  it  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies 
on  the  Committee  during  the  year. 

Amendments 

Art.  27.  The  provisions  of  this  Constitution  shall  not  be  waived  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Association,  except  as  herein  provided  for  Amendments  thereof. 

Art.  28.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the 
Association  upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voting  members  present,  provided 
that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Moderator  at  least  10 
days  prior  to  the  meeting  and  submitted  to  the  Constitution  Committee  for  its 
report  and  recommendation;  it  must  be  presented  to  the  Association  on  the  first  day 
and  voted  upon  by  the  Association  on  the  second  day,  by  a  standing  vote. 


Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Tuesday  after  the  third  Sunday 
in  October  and  continue  for  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on 
Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session  shall 
preside  until  the  end  of  the  session  at  which  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his 
absence,  the  incumbent  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to  be 
conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  each  other  that  courtesy 
which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer.  He 
shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without  special 
permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  presiding  officer,  or,  at  his 
request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall  be 
received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone 
to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  in  which 
they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be  admitted 
to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Committee  on 
Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as  soon  as  feasible 
after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When  adopted,  their  report 
shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be  changed  except  by  vote  of 
the  Association  as  provided  in  section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules  of  some 
recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or  Kerfoot's.

56.  The  report  on  Church  Music  was  ably  given  by  Mrs.  Kathleen 
Merrill,  Organist,  Burlington  First  (elsewhere  included  in  these  min- 
utes) and  adopted  by  the  association.  She  presented  Joseph  Stroud, 
Secretary,  Department  of  Music,  Baptist  State  Convention,  who  inspired 
the  group  to  maintain  good  musical  programs  in  the  churches. 

57.  The  congregation  sang  "To  the  Work." 

58.  W.  T.  Cockman,  pastor,  Elon  First,  read  the  report  of  State  Mis- 
sions, which  was  adopted  and  is  included  in  the  book  of  reports. 

59.  After  a  brief  period  of  announcements,  the  report  on  Foreign 
Missions  was  given  by  Clarke  A.  Wiseman,  pastor,  Mebane  First,  and 
adopted  and  is  found  elsewhere  in  this  book  of  minutes. 

60.  The  Committee  on  Constitutional  Changes,  Henry  B.  Stokes, 
Chairman,  presented  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  Ar- 
ticle 17,  which  had  been  read  at  the  session  yesterday  morning,  and 
moved  its  adoption.  Upon  second  by  S.  H.  Roberts,  Haw  River,  the  mo- 
tion was  passed.  The  associational  clerk  reminded  the  association  that 
this  committee  was  authorized  at  the  annual  meeting  in  1957  to  bring  a 
new  Constitution  to  propose  to  the  association  this  year.

62.  After  leading  the  congregation  in  singing  "We've  a  Story  to 
Tell  to  the  Nations,"  G.  Leland  Royster  spoke  concerning  our  associa- 
tional missions  work. 
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63.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions  brought  a  partial  report  through 
its  Chairman,  Clarke  A.  Wiseman,  concerning  the  ABC  referendum. 
It  was  adopted  by  the  association. 

64.  Curtis  Oakes  called  a  meeting  of  the  Nominating  Committee  for 
during  the  lunch  hour. 

65.  Wilton  T.  Cook,  pastor,  McDuffie  Memorial,  gave  the  report  of 
the  American  Bible  Society,  which  was  adopted  and  is  included  in  the 
book  of  reports. 

66.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  for  lunch,  and  a  prayer  of  thanks- 
giving was  offered  by  Luther  Nail. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

67.  The  congregation  was  led  in  singing  "Make  Me  A  Channel  of 
Blessing"  by  G.  Leland  Royster,  and  assisted  at  the  piano  by  J.  H. 
Waugh,  Jr.,  pastor,  Kinnett  Memorial. 

68.  Worship  was  led  by  Clyde  P.  Pearson,  pastor,  Mars  Hill,  who 
read  several  passages  from  II  Timothy,  discussing  briefly  concerning  our 
inner  peace.    He  led  in  prayer. 

69.  L.  C.  Gardner  presented  R.  M.  Hauss,  Shelby,  who  is  the  head 
of  the  Allied  Church  League,  who  spoke  about  the  need  for  Christian 
morality  in  our  world. 

70.  The  Moderator  explained  the  delay  of  the  procedure  for  the 
morning  session,  and  gave  the  report  of  Home  Missions,  which  was 
adopted  and  is  included  in  these  minutes. 

71.  Earl  M.  Pym,  pastor,  Brookwood  brought  the  report  on  Audio- 
Visual  Aids.  The  report  was  adopted  and  is  included  in  the  book  of 
reports. 

72.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  was  accepted  in  its 
entirety,  and  is  included  in  the  book  of  reports. 

73.  The  Committee  on  Time,  Place,  and  Preacher  brought  its  re- 
port: Date:  October  20-21,  1959;  Place:  First  day,  Mebane  First;  Night, 
Haw  River;  Second  Day,  Glencoe;  Preacher:  W.  T.  Cockman;  alternate, 
Paul  Shoupe.    This  was  adopted. 

74.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  Curtis  Oakes,  Glen  Hope,  Chair- 
man, presented  the  remainder  of  their  report.  It  was  adopted  and  is  in- 
cluded elsewhere  in  the  minutes. 

80.  A  vote  of  confidence  was  extended  to  Mrs.  J.  R.  Poindexter,  and 
appreciation  of  her  service  expressed  in  her  leadership  of  the  associational 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

81.  Necessary  announcements  were  made  by  the  clerk  who  announced

82.  The  final  message  was  brought  by  Clarke  A.  Wiseman,  pastor, 
Mebane  First,  on  "Reveille."     His  scripture  was  Romans  13:8-14,  and 
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he  brought  an  inspiring  message  with  the  thought  of  arousing  Christians 
to  work  for  Christ. 

83.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  by  motion  and  prayer  was  offered  by 
Travis  Styles,  Grove  Park. 


Book  of  Reports 


REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

Southern  Baptist  plans  for  the  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance,  1959-64,  remind  us  that  in 

every  missionary  advance  the  Bible  goes  forward  first! 

The  Bible  is  a  "must"  in  missions  and  evangelism.     If  the  people  of  the  world  are 

to  know  Jesus  Christ,  the  one  hope  of  men  and  nations,  they  must  have  the  Bible. 

It  is  the  one  basic  source  of  knowledge  of  Him.     The  Bible  is  the  missionary's  chief 

tool;  he  uses  it  in  all  of  his  work.     The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.     It  can  go  where 

the  human   missionary   cannot   go.     It   can   stay   when   he  must   leave— and   keep   on 

speaking  to  a  person's  heart. 

Every  man  must  have  the  Bible  in  his  own  language,  but  in  most  countries  the 

people  cannot  afford  even  the  cost  of  printing  the  Scriptures. 

The  American  Bible  Society  helps  to  translate  the  Bible,  publishes  without  note  or 

comment  and  distributes  without  profit,  usually  below  cost,  for  worldwise  mission  work. 

For  the  Blind,  it  supplies  Scriptures,  at  a  small  fraction  of  cost,  in  raised-letter  systems 

and  on  Talking  Book  records.     The  Bible  Society  is  an  active  partner  of  Southern 

Baptists  and  serves  every  form  of  Southern  Baptist  mission  work  at  home  and  abroad. 

During  1957  the  American  Bible  Society— 

—distributed  throughout  the  world  nearly  15  million  volumes  of  Scriptures. 

—donated  more  than  one  million:  Scripture  volumes  for  distribution  by  Chaplains  to 
our  Armed  Forces,  as  a  vital  link  between  the  home  churches  and  the  men  in  service. 

—introduced  the  Finger  Phono,  a  new  feather-weight  plastic  phonograph,  operated  by 
one  finger.  These  are  being  supplied,  with  Scripture  recordings  in  the  languages 
needed,  in  areas  where  very  few  people  can  read.  They  are  now  in  use  among  the 
Navaho  Indians  in  the  U.  S.  A.  and  in  various  parts  of  Africa  and  Asia. 

—accepted  a  new  joint  responsibility,  with  the  British  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  for 
the  work  in  India,  in  France  and  in  the  Congo  Basin  of  Africa.  In  India,  the  Bible 
Societies  are  undertaking  to  provide  in  the  next  5  years,  a  New  Testament  for  every 
Christian  who  can  read  and  a  Gospel  for  every  non-Christian  who  can  read;  this 
will  require  90  million  Scripture  volumes  in  5  years  for  India  alone! 

Southern  Baptists  Support  the  Work 

Because  the  Bible  Society  serves  mission  work— and  because  Southern  Baptist  mis- 
sionaries depend  on  the  Society  for  Scriptures  they  need  for  distribution  to  their  people 
—Southern  Baptist  churches  give  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

In  1957,  Southern  Baptist  churches  gave  $118,815  to  the  American  Bible  Society— 
but  still  stood  in  second  place,  exceeded  by  Methodist  gifts  of  $136,499. 

The  help  of  every  Southern  Baptist  church  is  needed.  Here  are  suggestions,  based 
on  what  many  churches  are  doing:

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AUDIO-VISUAL  REPORT 

In  the  field  of  audio-visual  aids  Southern  Baptists  have  found  one  of  its  most  ef- 
fective means  of  teaching  and  training  its  people  and  for  spreading  the  Gospel  to  all 
the  world.  In  many  cases.  Southern  Baptists  have  pioneered  in  the  use  of  audio-visual 
methods  of  spreading  the  Gospel,  which  can  be  seen  in  the  new  field  of  work  called 
"Televangelism"  a  project  to  be  started  in  January  1959.  Southern  Baptists  have  used 
audio-visual  aids  in  two  ways.  Radio  and  Television  evangelism  has  been  used  as  an 
ever  expanding  method  of  spreading  the  Gospel,  while  the  local  church  uses  audio- 
visual aids  to  bring  information  and  better  methods  to  its  people. 

Audio-Visual  or  Electronic  Evangelism 

The  Radio  and  Television  Commission  for  seventeen  years  as  an  agency  of  the 
Convention  has  worked  progressively  for  Christ's  Kingdom  through  electronic  evan- 
gelism. The  Production  Division  includes  departments  of  radio  production  and  tele- 
vision production.  The  major  radio  production.  The  Baptist  Hour,  reaches  halfway 
around  the  world  each  week  on  460  stations  .  .  .  more  than  ever  before.  There  are 
also  five  other  radio  programs  in  production,  news,  Sunday  School  lesson,  devotional, 
music  and  Spanish  language.  The  television  production.  This  Is  the  Answer,  with  no 
new  films  produced  in  1958,  continues  to  be  shown  weekly  on  an  average  of  80  sta- 
tions. More  than  200  stations  have  carried  the  series  and  it  has  been  available  to 
about  90  per  cent  of  the  nation's  TV  homes.  The  new  production,  Televangelism,  a 
project  to  be  launched  in  1959,  is  one  of  the  Commission's  most  thrilling  undertakings. 
The  word  is  a  symbol  of  the  combination  of  television  and  evangelism,  foundations  of 
the  plan.  Its  purpose  is  to  provide  a  positive,  unified  plan  of  action  for  the  local 
churches  to  add  to  and  supplement  the  preparation  for  the  1959  Simultaneous  Revival 
Crusade. 

Audio- Visual  Aids  for  the  Local  Churches 

For  many  years  Southern  Baptists  through  the  Sunday  School  Board,  the  Foreign 
Mission  and  Home  Mission  Boards  have  been  producing  audio-visual  aids  to  be  used 
in  the  local  churches.  These  audio-visual  aids  are  designed  to  bring  to  the  churches 
the  best  and  latest  information  for  development  of  better  church  programs.  There  are 
special  annual  aids  for  the  promotional  programs  for  the  Annie  Armstrong  and  Lottie 
Moon  Offerings.  These  aids  are  produced  in  the  forms  of  35mm  filmstrips  and  16  mm 
sound  films  and  are  available  at  a  small  cost  or  rental  at  all  Baptist  Book  Stores.  Then, 
there  are  a  great  number  of  free  visual  aids  in  the  form  of  posters  and  maps,  which 
are  supplied  by  all  the  Boards  at  the  appropriate  time  for  all  programs.  All  these 
aids  can  add  interest  and  inspiration  to  challenge  our  people  to  greater  usefulness  in 
our  Master's  work. 

Baptists  of  North  Carolina  can  have  many  of  these  audio-visual  aids  free  by  writ- 
ing to  the  Audio-Visual  Department  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention,  301 
Hillsboro  St.,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina.  A  catalog  of  available  aids  is  mailed  annually 
to  all  pastors.  This  department  is  waiting  to  serve  you  and  your  church.  And  it 
must  be  remembered  that  this  service  is  free  from  the  department  and  the  only  cost 
to  the  church,  is  the  return  postage,  which  is  usually  less  than  twenty  cents. 

Baptists  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association  can  obtain  a  number  of  filmstrips  and 
filmstrip  projectors  from  our  Associational  Missionaries  Office.  He  will  be  happy  to 
make  these  aids  available  to  you  at  any  time,  a  telephone  call  is  all  that's  necessary  to 
find  what  is  available  through  his  office.    This  service  is  free  and  should  be  used  often.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

After  15  years  of  progressive  leadership,  W.  C.  Reed  culminated  his  services  at  the 
Children's  Homes  on  June  30,  1958,  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner  of 
North  Walkesboro.  Under  Mr.  Reed's  capable  direction.  North  Carolina's  Baptist 
Homes  for  Children  has  experienced  unprecedented  growth,  and  at  present  our  Child 
Care  Program  is  recognized  as  among  the  very  best  in  the  nation.  With  Dr.  Wagoner 
as  General  Superintendent  (Having  assumed  this  role  as  of  July  1  of  this  year)  we  have 
reason  to  believe  that  the  future  will  afford  even  richer  and  greater  avenues  of  serv- 
ice for  the  Homes. 

LOOKING  BACK,  we  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  has  been  a  year  in  which  we 
have  experienced  much  expansion.  Since  October  1  of  last  year,  we  have  served  753 
children  directly,  and,  in  addition  to  these,  our  social  workers  have  been  able  to  place 
more  than  200  others  with  families  or  agencies  where  they  will  receive  proper  care. 
Our  case  workers  have  investigated  every  application  for  admission  to  the  home,  and 
through  their  dedicated  service  we've  been  able  to  re-establish  some  homes  and  pre- 
vent still  others  from  breaking. 

Apart  from  this,  we  have  added  to  our  organization  the  Odium  Home  at  Pembroke. 
As  you  remember,  the  need  for  caring  for  our  Indian  Children  was  pointed  out  at 
our  State  Convention  last  November  and  we  voted  to  make  it  a  part  of  our  Child 
Care  Program.  With  16  children  now  in  the  home,  plans  are  being  laid  to  expand  the 
work,  and  already  negotiations  are  being  made  to  purchase  land  for  a  new  cottage. 
Money  has  been  allocated,  and  when  we  get  clear  title  to  the  land,  construction  will 
begin  immediately. 

LOOKING  TOWARD  THE  FUTURE,  cottages  have  been  planned  for  the  boys 
at  Mills  Home  and  for  the  girls  at  Kennedy  Home.  Bequests  and  special  gifts  are 
making  these  additionsi  possible.  We  must,  however,  do  even  more  to  provide  ade- 
quate care  for  children  whose  emotional  stability  has  been  damaged,  and  ive  have  the 
potentiality  to  do  it. 

I  suggest  that  you  do  two  things  in  respect  to  our  Children's  Homes  work.  FIRST; 
IN  ORDER  TO  KEEP  ABREAST  OF  THE  WORK  AND  INFORMED  OF  ITS 
NEEDS  AND  ADVANCES,  YOU  SHOULD  HAVE  A  BUNDLE  OF  CHARITY  AND 
CHILDREN  IN  YOUR  CHURCH.  Editor  Marse  Grant  in  Thomasville  will  handle 
the  request  for  a  club  in  your  church,,  and  if  you  are  a  pastor  or  Sunday  School 
Superintendent  you  may  receive  free  copies  merely  by  sending  him  your  name  and 
address.  SECOND;  PRAY  FOR  THIS  WORK.  The  administration  and  staff  need 
your  prayers  as  well  as  your  encouragement  and  material  support. 

AS  YOU  KNOW,  OUR  WORK  IS  SUPPORTED  AND  CARRIED  ON  BY  IN- 
COME FROM  TWO  SOURCES,  NAMELY:  (1)  A  combination  of  the  Once-A-Month 
Offering  and  the  Cooperative  Program.  By  thisi  method  we  receive  a  fixed  amount 
which  can  be  changed  only  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention.  (2)  The  Thanksgiving 
Offering.  All  that  you  give  in  this  special  offering  comes  directly  to  the  Homes.  Last 
year  we  asked  for  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  in  this  offering,  and  you  graciously  re- 
sponded with  a  15  per  cent  increase.  The  $31,000  thus  obtained  enabled  us  to 
support  the  Indian  work  in  Pembroke  and  also  to  expand  the  Foster  Home  Program. 
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We're  confident  that  N.  C.  Baptists  will  continue  to  generously  support  the  Children's 
Homes  through  this  special  Thanksgiving  Offering.

The  main  purpose  of  the  Brotherhood  is  to  bring  the  men  of  the  church  together 
to  discuss,  adopt,  and  project  a  program  of  activity  that  will  strengthen  every  phase 
of  the  work  of  their  church  and  denomination.  To  achieve  this  purpose  the  Brother- 
hood must  continually  seek  to  discover,  challenge,  and  utilize  men  in  the  promotion 
of  a  program  which  is  manly  in  its  appeal  and  application. 

The  Associational  Brotherhood  is  a  necessary  and  vital  unit  in  the  success  of  the 
Brotherhood  movement.  Experience  has  shown  that  where  there  is  a  fully  organized, 
well-trained,  enthusiastic  and  aggressive  associational  Brotherhood  leadership  that  the 
Brotherhoods  in  the  local  churches  increase  in  number,  enrollment,  efficiency,  evange- 
lism, and  in  enthusiasm  for  the  total  church  program. 

Therefore,  it  is  our  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  we  may  see  the  Associational 
Brotherhood  organization  brought  into  being;  and,  also,  new  Brotherhoods  organized 
and  old  ones  revitalized  and  activated  in  more  of  our  churches.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

North  Carolina  Baptists  own  and  operate  seven  colleges,  all  of  which  are  fully 
accredited  by  our  North  Carolina  College  Conference  and  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges.  They  are  basically  liberal  arts  colleges,  preparing  their  graduates  for  entering 
certain  general  professional  occupations  or  for  transferring  to  other  colleges  and  univer- 
sities for  further  study. 

Our  five  junior  and  two  senior  colleges  are  not  only  good  colleges  from  an  academic 
standpoint,  but  they  are  Christian  in  purpose  and  motivation.  We  believe  that  these 
colleges  embody  the  "Seven  Marks  of  a  Christian  College"  as  follows: 

1.  Christian  Ownership— These  seven  colleges  are  owned  by  the  844,689  Baptists  of 
North  Carolina  who  delegate  their  operation  to  trustees  elected  by  the  Baptist  State 
Convention. 

2.  Christian  Administration— The  Christian  men  and  women  who  are  elected  as 
trustees  select  others  as  administrators  who  are  dedicated  to  the  advance  of  the  King- 
dom through  the  training  of  young  men  and  young  women  for  Christian  leadership. 
We  believe  our  seven  Baptist  Colleges  have  Christian  administrators. 

3.  A  Christian  Faculty— More  than  400  competent  Christian  men  and  women  are 
employed  as  teachers.  They  are  chosen  for  their  personal  Christian  dedication,  their 
intellectual  honesty,  their  educational  preparation,  and  their  ability  to  teach.  The 
Christian  faculty  constitutes  the  first  imperative  in  a  Baptist  College. 
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4.  Christian  Students— A  Christian  College  campus  provides  the  finest  educational 
environment  for  young  people  coming  from  a  Christian  background.  In  such  a  climate 
young  Christians  develop  more  completely  and  non-Christians  are  more  readily  helped 
educationally  and  personally. 

5.  Christian  Ideals— Christian  education  takes  total  knowledge  and  translates 
it  into  the  practical,  workable,  durable  pattern  of  personal  living  for  a  purpose: 
service  to  God  and  mankind.  This  is  no  small  ideal,  but  it  is  the  ideal  to  which 
Christian  Colleges  pay  allegiance. 

6.  Christian  Teachings— The  basic  interpretation  that  flows  from  Christian  truth 
enhances  every  subject  taught  in  our  seven  Baptist  Colleges.  The  content  of  these 
academic  subjects  is  alike  in  all  good  colleges.  The  basic  differences  lie  in  the  appli- 
cation of  the  dynamic  faith  of  the  Christian  religion;  thereby,  adding  new  light  and 
new  truth  to  the  mind  of  the  student. 

7.  Christian  Service— The  end  product  of  a  Christian  College  will  be  found  in 
Christians  at  work  for  the  Kingdom  as  teachers,  preachers,  missionaries,  housewives, 
business  and  professional  people,  politics,  etc.  Completing  their  studies,  these  gradu- 
ates of  our  Christian  Colleges  go  out  with  a  fresh  breadth  and  wholesome  outlook  of 
Christian  faith  in  whatever  they  may  do. 

Believing  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  seven  colleges  working  to  make  these 
seven  marks  of  a  Christian  College  effective  in  all  respects,  let's  take  a  look  at  some 
interesting  statistical  and  financial  materials  as  follows: 

Six  of  our  seven  Baptist  colleges  are  coeducational  (for  both  men  and  women)  ; 
Meredith  is  for  women  only. 

All  of  our  colleges  major  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences.  Liberal  arts  credits  from 
the  junior  colleges  are  all  acceptable  at  the  senior  colleges. 

The  junior  colleges  (and  the  senior  colleges  in  selected  fields  only)  provide  terminal 
courses  in  vocational  areas  (secretarial,  et  cerera)  .  Chowan  also  offers  training  in  the 
graphic  arts    (printing) . 

Teachers  in  all  the  colleges  meet  frequently  to  discuss  common  problems  and  the 
improvement  of  their  work  in  all  subjects. 

The  Council  on  Christian  Education  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North 
Carolina  is  the  correlating  agency  for  all  our  seven  Baptist  colleges. 

All  of  our  colleges  are  fully  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools,  and  are  members  of  recognized  educational  associations. 

One-eighth  (7,634)  of  all  students  in  North  Carolina's  61  colleges  and  universities 
are  enrolled  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges. 

Beginning  in  1957  Father's  Day  has  been  designated  for  our  Christian  Education 
Emphasis  in  our  State  Convention,  with  a  special  offering  for  providing  financial 
assistance  for  hundreds  of  fine  students  unable  to  attend  college  without  such  help. 
The  Baptist  Council  on  Christian  Education  has  expressed  the  hope  that  through 
increased  assistance  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  this  special  Father's  Day 
Offering  it  will  be  possible  for  these  colleges  to  maintain  their  high  standards  of  train- 
ing without  increased  costs  to  students.  The  cost  of  education  on  the  college  level  has 
doubled  in  recent  years  and  will  continue  to  rise;  but  N.  C.  Baptists  must  find  ways 
whereby  these  climbing  costs  can  be  met  without  making  higher  education  impossible 
for  our  fine  Baptist  young  people  who'  are  not  always  among  higher  income  citizens. 

The  number  of  young  people  seeking  to  enter  colleges  is  rising  and  will  continue  to 
rise.  Thus  many  more  of  our  Baptist  young  people  will  be  seeking  admission  to  our 
Baptist  colleges.  We  as  N.  C.  Baptists)  must  be  awake  to  our  responsibility  to  pro- 
vide for  their  desire  for  Christian  Education.  And  meeting  this  responsibility  will 
come  in  unselfish  giving,  concerned  praying,  and  dedicated  laboring  for  the  cause  of 
Christian  education.

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THE  CHRISTIAN  LIFE   COMMISSION 

The  Christian  Life  Commission  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  been  a 
part  of  the  Convention  since  1913.  The  Commission  is  composed  of  one  member 
from  each  State  plus  ten  members  from  the  area  in  which  its  office  is  located. 

The  work  of  this  agency  centers  on  social  relations  and  responsibilities  of  the  fol- 
lowers of  Christ.  The  special  emphasis  in  its  work  as  assigned  by  the  Convention  is 
in  the  areas  of  marriage  and  the  family,  crime  and  juvenile  delinquency,  industrial 
relations,  race  relations,  Christian  citizenship  and  such  other  moral  issues  as  should 
be  met  by  the  Christian  conscience. 

The  Christian's  treatment  of  his  brother  in  business,  industry,  politics,  race,  or  any 
other  relationship  cannot  be  passed  off  as  a  social  matter  for  which  he  has  no  respon- 
sibility.    Therefore  the  Commission  seeks: 

(1)  A  fuller  understanding  among  our  people  of  the  spirit  and  meaning  of  the 
Christian  life. 

(2)  A  re-examination  of  scriptural  teaching  on  the  Christian's  responsibility  in 
human  affairs  as  in  economic  life,  industrial  relations,  racial  understanding, 
citizenship,  world  affairs,  and  other  vital  issues. 

(3)  To  help  inform  and  mobilize  our  Christian  forces  against  the  destructive  forces 
of  beverage  alcohol,  obscene  literature,  gambling,  juvenile  crime,  the  traffic 
in  narcotics,  and  a  host  of  other  satanic  inventions. 

In  carrying  out  these  objectives  the  Commission  seeks  to  emphasize  the  nature  and 
extent  of  our  Christian  responsibilities;  to  provide  factual  and  authentic  information 
that  will  help  us  to  understand  the  issues  of  our  day  in  terms  of  Christian  faith  and 
practice;  and  to  suggest  and  formulate  appropriate  plans  for  both  positive  and  nega- 
tive action. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  development  and  distribution  of  informational 
and  interpretive  literature,  by  summer  conferences  at  state  and  Southern  Baptist  As- 
semblies and  at  conferences  in  the  churches,  and  finally  by  cooperation  with  state 
and  associational  committees  on  this  type  of  work. 

The  Commission  has  now  published  a  total  of  27  tracts  and  booklets  on  II  dif- 
ferent subjects:  the  aged,  alcohol,  citizenship,  daily  work,  family  life,  gambling, 
juvenile  delinquency,  moral  problems,  race  relations  and  salacious  literature.  In 
1957  nearly  a  million  copies  of  this  literature  was  distributed.  The  Christian  Life 
Bulletin  is  published  on  a  bi-monthly  basis  and  is  sent  to  all  active  Southern  Baptist 
Pastors  and  to  all  who  request  it. 

The  Christian  Life  Commission  can  help  us  greatly  to  understand  the  application 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the  complex  problems  which  exist  in  our  world  today.  It 
can  help  us  to  better  know  how  to  be  the  "salt  of  the  earth"  and/  the  "light  of  the 
world."

CHURCH-COMMUNITY  SURVEY  REPORT 

Luke  in  his  account  of  the  Great  Commission  says,  "Ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me 
both  in  Jerusalem  .  .  ."  which  set  the  pattern  for  the  disciples  witnessing,  they  were  to 
begin  at  home.  Of  course  the  commission  does  not  stop  at  Jerusalem,  it  goes  on  to 
all  Judea  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  As  New  Testa- 
ment Baptists  we  want  our  witnessing  to  reach  out  to  the  whole  world.  If  we  are 
going  to  have  a  part  in  world-wide  missions,  we  must  take  our  scripture  theme  for 
today  "Strengthen  Our  Stakes"  and  strengthen  our  stakes  in  the  Association  and  in 
our  local  churches,  in  other  words  we  must  seek  every  means  possible  to  strengthen 
^he  home  base  for  world-wide  witnessing.    This  calls  for  us  to  reach  every  man,  woman. 
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boy  and  girl,  in  every  home  and  in  every  community  with  the  message  of  God's  love 
for  the  lost  world.  We  must  teach  and  train  every  Christian  at  home  to  go  forth  as 
witnesses  for  the  Master  at  home  and  throughout  the  whole  world. 

To  do  this  task:  Baptists  must  use  every  means  at  their  command,  through  the 
Sunday  School,  through  theTraining  Union,  through  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
and  through  the  Brotherhood  to  reach  every  lost  person  for  Christ.  Throughout  the 
years  our  churches  have  used  these  organizations  in  a  wonderful  way,  but  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  rate  of  growth  in  the  population  of  our  counties  and  the  shifting 
of  people  and  families  in  the  industrial  plants,  we  must  find  better  means  of  keeping 
up  with  the  people.  The  organization  of  our  churches  can  do  a  better  job  of  reaching 
people  for  Christ,  if  they  know  where  the  people  are  and  how  many  the  church  must 
care  for  to  reach  them  with  the  Gospel  in  and  through  the  church.  This  task  can  be 
aided  by  every  church  having  and  maintaining  a  "Church  Community  Potential 
Survey." 

A  Church-Community  Potential  Survey  has  three  basic  objectives:  1.  to  find  the 
church  potential  in  the  number  of  people,  the  lost,  the  unaffiliated  Baptist,  the 
church's  own  members  and  other  prospects  in  the  church  community,  2.  then  to 
examine  the  church  program  and  building  in  the  light  of  its  potential,  and  3.  to 
make  plans  and  set  goals  for  reaching  the  church's  total  potential. 

Making  the  survey  to  find  the  potential  of  a  church  community  has  seven  (7) 
steps  in  getting  the  work  done.  1.  Make  a  map  of  the  entire  church  community. 
2.  Divide  the  community  into  zones.  3.  Select  a  zone  captain  for  each  zone.  4.  Assign 
to  each  zone  captain  a  surveyor  for  each  ten  homes  in  the  zone.  5.  Instruct  the  zone 
captains  and  surveyors  in  a  joint  meeting,  how  to  get  the  information  needed  on  the 
card.  6.  Get  the  information  on  a  set  Sunday  afternoon.  7.  Process  the  cards  and 
tabulate  the  information  for  study  and  future  use  by  the  church  organizations. 

While  processing  is  being  done;  all  the  people  of  the  church  will  meet  nightly 
to  examine  the  work  of  all  the  organizations  and  the  capability  of  the  present  build- 
ing in  light  of  the  total  possibilities  of  the  church  as  revealed  in  the  survey. 

When  all  the  work  is  done  and  facts  are  before  the  people,  the  church  should 
set  up  goals  to  reach  its  total  potential  in  the;  shortest  possible  time.  These  goals 
should  include  the  church  program,  the  community  and  the  mission  program  for  the 
whole  wide  world  as  the  church  reaches  its  total  potential. 

A  Church-Community  Potential  Survey  can  help  any  church  become  better  wit- 
nesses at  home  and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.

CHURCH  MUSIC  REPORT 

Martin  Luther  who  became  generally  known  as  the  father  of  congregational  sing- 
ing once  said:  "Music  stands  nearest  to  Divinity;  I  would  not  give  what  little  I 
know  for  all  the  treasurers  in  the  world.  It  is  my  shield  in  struggles  and  adversity, 
my  friend  and  companion  in  moments  of  joy,  my  comfort  and  refuge  in  despondency 
and  solitude." 

I  think  we  all  agree  with  these  words  of  Luther  as  being  so  true  in  that  music 
answers  the  needs  of  the  many  people  who  worship  from  week  to  week  whether  the 
church  be  large  or  small  or  the  choir  equally  so. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  seen  the  need  of  bringing  good  church  music 
into  the  lives  of  every  church  member.  Thus  they  have  given  us  an  organization  just 
as  we  have  other  organizations  in  the  church  such  as  the  Training  Union,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union,  Sunday  School,  and  Brotherhood.  As  churches  it  is  up  to  us  to 
follow  their  plan  in  so  far  as  possible  so  that  our  music  programs  will  be  strengthened. 
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As  a  result  of  this  program  our  music  ministry  is  growing,  throughout  our  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  and  in  our  own  state,  through  efforts  of  a  full  time  personnel 
in  Nashville  and  our  state  music  secretary  in  Raleigh  whom  you  will  hear  later.  Our 
music  department  is  furnishing  us  with  a  monthly  publication  entitled  The  Church 
Musician  ^vhich  consists  of  timely  reading  material,  helps  and  a  section  of  music 
which  can  be  used  with  all  choirs  in  your  church.  They  have  published  many  study 
books  on  various  mtisical  phases  ^vhich  are  most  helpful  and  can  be  secured  from  your 
Baptist  book  stores.  Periodicals  appear  in  our  various  publications  from  time  to  time 
on  church  music.  A  week  of  training  is  provided  in  the  summer  at  Ridgecrest  and 
Caswell  respectfully  where  music  activities  are  emphasized  as  related  to  the  various 
churches.  Associational  church  music  clinics  are  encouraged  and  our  Hymn  Festivals 
are  given  a  proper  emphasis  in  the  spring.  All  of  this  is  concentrated  preparation 
which  enables  us  to  have  steady  growth  in  our  music  programs,  and  we  need  all  of  these 
things  so  that  we  may  have  a  better  appreciation  of  music  and  a  deeper  understanding 
of  what  it  should  mean  in  our  worship  services. 

Shall  we  ask  ourselves  the  question:  What  is  the  purpose  or  test  for  good  church 
music  in  a  service? 

I  think  that  the  purpose  is  t^vo-foldt  1.  That  of  producing  a  need  that  will  bring 
the  greatest  spiritual  result  and  continuous  growth  within  a  given  situation  and  2. 
That  of  leading  the  lost  to  Christ  or  bringing  a  worshiper  into  a  closer  walk  with  God. 
If  our  music  fails  to  meet  these  two  purposes  then  perhaps  it  has  not  been  too  satis- 
factory. 

May  we  ask  another  question:  How  can  Ave  best  encourage  good  music  participa- 
tion in  all  of  our  churches?  I  shall  give  you  three  ways  in  which  I  think  they  can 
be  encouraged  and  I  believe  these  can  be  applied  to  the  smallest  membership  as  well 
as  the  largest. 

1.  CONGREGATIONAL  SINGING-Maximum  participation  occurs  in  the  service 
when  the  worshipping  people  have  an  opportunity  for  self-expression,  thus  the  par- 
ticipation of  each  individual  in  the  singing  of  congregational  hymns  lifts  hearts  into 
a  unity  which  leads  up  to  the  message  by  the  minister.  I'm  sure  you  have  heard,  as 
I  have,  "so  goes  the  music  so  goes  the  message."  May  I  add  this  word  for  the  sake 
of  the  instrumentalists.  The  worship  service  begins  with  your  prelude  and  from  there 
it  is  a  thread  that  is  woven  throughout  your  service  and  as  the  benediction  is  given 
you  find  a  beautiful  design.  ^Ve  have  a  quotation  on  our  bulletin  which  I  like  very 
much  "if  you  must  whisper,  whisper  a  prayer." 

2.  GRADED  CHOIR  PROGRAM-So  many  feel  that  the  Adult  Choir  is  all  that 
is  necessary  in  your  worship  service.  Have  you  surveyed  your  talent  among  your 
youth?  Begin  with  the  smallest  age  possible  and  work  into  age  grotips  with  the  best 
leadership  possible.  You  will  find  a  wealth  of  talent  you  didn't  know  you  had  and 
if  you  give  them  a  general  knowledge  of  music  in  a  graded  choir  program  you  wall  be 
training  leadership  for  further  use  in  your  music  program. 

3.  SPECIAL  CHOIR  PARTICIPATION-Make  an  effort  to  prepare  your  Sunday 
to  Sunday  music  well  whether  it  be  an  anthem,  quartet,  trio,  duet,  or  solo  so  they  will 
carry  a  real  message  to  the  waiting  congregation.  This  is  their  valuable  contribution 
to  the  religious  life  of  your  church. 

The  benefits  reaped  from  such  a  program  will  be  advantageous  to  all  in  that  the 
bessings  and  joys  of  the  music  ministry  will  become  real  to  the  people.  They  will 
learn  that  music  is  not  for  a  few  in  choirs  but  for  all  who  attend  the  worship  services, 
prayer-meetings,  revivals,  evangelistic  services  and  any  other  services  that  will  be  on 
your  yearly  church  program.  Let's  concentrate  on  good  hymns,  meaningful  gospel 
songs  with  a  message  this  year  and  tise  every  facility  that  we  have  available  for  wor- 
shipping God  through  music. 
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Paul  in  Hebrews  says  "I  will  declare  Thy  name  unto  my  brethren  in  the  midst  of 
the  church  will  I  sing  praise  unto  Thee."

Previous  to  the  annual  meeting  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee on  Committees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  nominate  for  election  by  the  Associa- 
tion all  of  the  following  Standing  Committees: 

1.  Order  of  Business. 

2.  Ordinations. 

3.  Constitutional  Changes. 

4.  Nominations:  This  committee  shall  consist  of  fifteen  (15)  members  from  the 
entire  Association,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  nominate  all  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

It  is  understood  that  all  such  nominations  shall  be  subject  to  nominations  from 
the  floor.

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

Your  Associational  Executive  Committee  was  active  in  promoting  the  work  of  the 
Association  this  year,  holding  meetings  in  November,  January,  February,  April,  July, 
and  October. 

At  the  November  meeting  the  committee  approved  requests  from  two  churches  for 
pastoral  aid  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  and  an  application  for  aid  for  a  church 
which  was  moving  to  a  new  location.  It  organized  itself  into  committees  for  proper 
functioning.  It  was  moved  that  we  agree  on  the  term  "Associational  Board"  for 
this  group.  The  Board  empowered  the  finance  and  missions  committees  to  take  option 
on  property  they  feel  the  Association  should  purchase  for  church  sites,  the  option  to 
be  subject  to  later  action  by  the  committee. 

When  the  Committee  met  in  January  it  received  a  resignation  from  Mr.  Pridgen, 
our  missionary,  which  was  unanimously  rejected.  The  committee  granted  him  a  leave 
for  thirty  days  with  pay,  with  the  prayerful  hope  that  he  could  regain  his  health.  The 
clerk  was  authorized  to  provide  necessary  interim  secretarial  help  as  it  was  needed. 
Reports  were  received  from  the  Calendar  Committee,  Committee  on  Evangelism,  and 
Seminary  Extension  work. 

A  called  meeting  in  February  saw  the  Board  accept  with  deep  regret  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  Pridgen  as  missionary.  Other  details  about  his  resignation  were  worked 
out.  W.  A.  Poole  was  appointed  to  serve  as  chairman  of  the  Missions  committee,  re- 
placing Tom  Freeman.  Mr.  E.  D.  Paylor  was  named  a  member  of  that  committee.  It 
also  endorsed  the  week  of  January  23-30,  1959  as  a  week  of  Church-Community  Po- 
tential Survey  in  our  churches.  The  Administration  committee  of  the  Board  was 
authorized  to  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  full  committee  a  new  Associational 
missionary. 

In  the  meeting  of  the  committee  in  April  the  group  voted  that  our  Association 
participate  in  the  Simultaneous  Crusade,  April  12-26,  1959,  voted  to  invite  our  Negro 
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brethren  in  the  area  to  participate.  A  Steering  Committee  for  the  crusade  was 
accepted.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Administrative  committee,  G.  Leland 
Royster  was  called  as  our  new  associational  missionary.  Charles  Nanney  resigned  as 
clerk  of  the  association,  and  Jack  Clark  was  named  interim  clerk.  It  authorized  needed 
repairs  on  the  missionary's  home. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  Committee  endorsed  an  application  for  ministerial  aid 
at  Furman  University  for  Ronnie  Lackey,  Carrboro.  Henry  Stokes  was  named  to  re- 
place the  vacancy  on  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Changes.  Two  members, 
Clark  Wiseman  and  Bruce  Cressom,  were  named  to  vacancies  on  Seminary  Extension 
Committee. 

In  October  the  principal  action  of  the  Committee  was  to  recommend  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitutional  Changes  that  an  amendment  be  made  to  clarify  Article  17 
of  the  Constitution.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  attached  to  this  report. 
The  budget  for  this  year  was  adopted  and  is  recommended  to  the  association.  It 
was  decided  to  have  a  clinic  in  May  on  the  Forward  Program  of  Church  Finance,  to 
be  worked  out  by  the  associational  missionary.  Also  at  the  meeting  a  recommendation 
from  the  Evangelism  Steering  Committee  was  passed,  suggesting  that  the  churches 
take  an  offering  preferably  in  January,  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals  which  are  to  be 
held  in  April.    A  goal  for  the  offering  was  set  at  10^  per  resident  member. 

The  recommendations  that  your  Executive  Committee  bring  to  the  Association 
therefore  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  Rev.  G.  Leland  Royster  be  officially  called  as  our  missionary. 

2.  That  the  suggested  goal  of  10^  per  resident  member  be  adopted  and  presented 
to  the  churches  as  our  goal  for  an  offering  (preferably  in  January)  to  promote 
the  Simultaneous  Crusade  in  April.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

Evangelism  is  the  heart  of  God's  work  on  earth.  It  must  ever  be  in  the  foreground 
of  all  our  endeavors  in  the  churches  and  in  the  association  if  we  follow  the  New  Testa- 
ment pattern.  Every  Christian's  greatest  privilege  and  responsibility  is  to  let  Jesus 
Christ  work  in  and  through  us  to  evangelize  the  world.  This  is  the  great  work  that 
is  ours  to  do:  To  carry  out  the  Great  Commission.     This  is  evangelism. 

In  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention  last  year  it  took  25  church  members  a 
whole  year  to  win  one  person  to  Christ  and  his  church.  In  our  Mount  Zion  Associa- 
tion last  year  the  ratio  was  22  to  one.  We  had  in  our  association  last  year  five  churches 
who  reported  no  baptisms.  We  reported  616  baptisms  last  year.  This  year  the 
churches  reported  547  baptisms,  with  four  churches  reporting  no  baptisms.  In  the 
whole  association,  it  took  26  members  to  baptize  one. 

Next  year  we  face  an  unparalleled  opportunity  to  lead  all  the  people  in  the  churches 
to  engage  in  the  total  work  of  redemption  by  going  all  the  way  in  cooperation  in  the 
continent-wide  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Crusade.  The  dates  of  that  effort  in  our 
area  is  April  12-26,  1959.  We  urge  every  church  in  our  association  to  make  plans  to 
participate  in  this  effort  of  winning  people  to  Christ  and  keeping  them  enlisted  in 
the  total  work  of  the  church.  You  will  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  you  are 
a  part  of  a  cooperative  effort  of  seven  major  Baptist  conventions  in  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  composed  of  75,000  churches  which  have   19,000,000  members!! 

The  work  of  evangelism  is  an  individual  responsibility.  You  are  urged  to  partici- 
pate in  Soul-winning  Study  Courses  through  your  local  church,  and  also  through  the 
associational  Clinic  on  Evangelism.  The  real  need  in  this  work  of  evangelism  is  for 
more  personal  soul-winners,  who  will  witness  for  Christ  wherever  they  may  be.  A 
Christian  grows  only  as  he  participates  in  witnessing  for  Christ. 
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God  bless  the  labor  of  pastor  and  layman  alike  during  this  coming  year.  If  we 
will  be  faithful  to  God  during  the  months  ahead,  every  church  in  our  association  will 
be  able  to  report  baptisms  next  year,  and  every  church  will  report  an  increase  in 
baptisms  over  this  year.

FOREIGN  MISSION 

Active  missionaries  in  service  under  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  December  31,  1957, 
numbered  1,186,  a  gain  of  73  during  the  year.    Missionaries  live  in  39  countries. 

An  Orient  Missions  Conference  was  held  in  Hong  Kong  in  July,  bringing  together 
representatives  of  all  the  Southern  Baptist  missions  in  East  Asia. 

The  mission  in  Southern  Rhodesia  changed  its  name  to  Baptist  Mission  of  Central 
Africa  and  will  include  missionaries  to  be  sent  to  Nyasaland  and  Northern  Rhodesia 
when  recruits  are  available. 

Churches  affiliated  with  the  missions  number  2,938.    They  reported  25,078  baptisms. 

Central  Baptist  Church  in  Nassau  was  organized  in  March  to  meet  in  the  new 
building  under  construction  for  the  Bahamas  Bible  Institute. 

An  association  of  the  Chinese  Baptist  churches  in  the  Philippines  was  organized. 

Encampment  facilities  are  being  built  in  Southern  Rhodesia  near  the  seminary 
in  Gwelo. 

Theological  schools  are  maintained  in  28  countries.  The  32  institutions  for  men 
and  women  enrolled  1,373  students.  Seminaries  in  Colombia,  Korea,  and  Malaya 
graduated  their  first  students. 

A  new  administration  building  was  completed  for  the  Korean  Seminary;  a 
new  building  was  opened  on  the  seminary  campus  at  Barcelona,  Spain;  an  apartment 
building  for  married  students  was  begun  for  the  South  Brazil  Seminary;  a  building 
for  the  seminary  in  Guatemala  was  begun  on  property  on  the  outskirts  of  the  capital; 
Hong  Kong  Seminary  moved  into  new  quarters;  a  new  location  on  the  outskirts  of 
Taipei  was  purchased  for  the  Formosa  seminary. 

Medical  centers  are  operated  by  missions  in  19  countries,  with  hospitals  in  10  of 
them.    The  other  9  have  clinics  or  dispensaries. 

The  first  Southern  Baptist  hospital  in  Mexico  was  under  construction  in  Guadala- 
jara; construction  was  begun  in  the  northern  city  of  Nalerigu  on  the  first  in  Ghana. 
The  hospital  in  Kediri,  Indonesia,  was  officially  opened  in  February;  the  main  build- 
ing of  the  hospital  in  Mali,  Philippines,  was  completed. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  staff  in  Richmond  gained  three  new  members.  In 
April,  Cornell  Goerner  was  elected  Secretary  for  Africa,  Europe,  and  the  Near  East. 
George  W.  Sadler,  the  retiring  secretary,  became  the  Board's  European  representative. 
Floyd  North  joined  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education  and  Promotion  February 
1  as  assistant  secretary  for  promotion.  James  G.  Stertz  joined  the  Department  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  June  1  as  assistant  secretary. 

Circulation  for  The  Commission  for  December  was  132,759. 

Receipts  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  totaled  $14,353,009.

HISTORIAN'S  REPORT 

History  of  Bethel  Church 
When  the  old  Sandy  Creek  Association  met  in  1823  at  Fall  Creek  Baptist  Church 
in  Chatham  County,  the  first  recorded  mention  was  made  of  what  is  now  known  as 
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Bethel  Baptist  Church.  The  associational  minutes  for  1823  show  that  the  church  was 
received  into  the  Association  that  year,  with  Elders  R.  F.  Daniel  and  E.  Trice  report- 
ing they  had  constituted  a  church  which  they  called  "Sandy  Field."  The  following 
year  the  church  was  represented  at  the  Sandy  Creek  Association  with  Mr.  Trice, 
Stephen  Justice  and  George  Oldham  as  delegates. 

In  1827  there  were  30  members  reported  when  the  church  was  represented  at 
the  Association  by  Mr.  Levi  Andrews  and  Henry  Andrews.  At  that  time,  Levi  Andrews 
was  a  licensed  preacher.  A  steady  growth  in  membership  is  noted  in  the  church 
history  was  49  members  in  1833;  79  in  1838;  90  members  in  1841. 

Bethel  Church  with  its  record  of  accomplishments  for  the  Lord  dates  back  1823. 
Yet,  because  it  was  not  called  "Bethel"  until  1851,  the  100th  anniversary  was  cele- 
brated there  on  August  5,  1951.  Hers  has  been  a  history  of  trial  and  efforts  highlighted 
by  patience  and  Christian  zeal. 

In  1851,  a  new  church  building  was  erected  at  the  present  location  which  is  about 
a  mile  from  the  old  Sandy  Field  church.  The  land  on  which  the  church  was  erected 
(4  acres)  was  given  by  Hastings  Poe.  During  the  year,  the  Association  met  with  this 
church  on  Oct.  3  (1851)  for  the  first  time,  and  Elder  Noah  Richardson  did  the  preach- 
ing that  day.  On  this  date  the  membership  numbered  100.  Years  later  in  1870, 
Bethel  withdrew  from  the  Sandy  Creek  Association  and  joined  our  Mt.  Zion  Asso- 
ciation. 

When  the  Association  met  on  Sept.  23,  1870  at  the  Mt.  Moriah  Church,  Bethel 
entered  as  one  of  the  13  charter  churches  to  form  the  nucleus  of  our  Mt.  Zion  Asso- 
ciation. Minutes  show  that  delegates  this  year  were:  M.  M.  Brewer,  J.  T.  Loyd  and 
William  Andrews.  Bethel's  pastor  then  was  Elder  J.  B.  Mason  and  S.  C.  Durham 
was  clerk.  Even  then  the  missionary  motive  was  implanted  in  the  hearts  of  her 
early  members,  for  a  contribution  of  $2  was  paid  to  the  cause  of  Associational  missions. 
Other  early  pastors  included:  Elder  Jesse  Howell,  N.  B.  Cobb,  J.  C.  Hocutt  (who 
later  took  up  mission  work  in  Burlington)  ;  J.  W.  Watson.  It  was  under  his  pastor- 
ship that  the  old  church  house  was  torn  away  and  the  new  Bethel  built  in  1898.  It  is 
said  that  the  locks  and  key  from  the  old  structure  which  today  are  heirlooms  of  the 
W.  V.  Andrews  family,  originally  came  from  England.  They  were  contributed  to  the 
building  by  a  member  of  the  Andrews  family. 

Other  pastors  who  came  to  this  church  were  A.  C.  Hamby  in  1906;  Rev.  J.  F. 
McDuffie,  1907-1911;  also  1920-24;  the  influence  of  his  fine  teaching  abilities  left  its 
mark  on  this  section  of  Orange  County,  for  his  interest  and  activity  were  known  in 
the  school  first  called  "Andrews  Academy."  It  was  later  changed  to  "Calvander." 
After  Brother  McDuffie's  years  of  service.  Bethel  called  J.  R.  Greene  of  Cherokee 
County  in  1916;  O.  L.  Riggs  in  1917-18;  John  Couch  in  1919;  Rev.  H.  G.  Dorsett  in 
1924,  who  is  remembered  as  introducing  the  budget  system;  Z.  B.  Teal  from  1925- 
1936;  Brother  George  N.  Harward  from  1936-41;  Rev.  P.  P.  Hartsell  in  1942  and  from 
1945-48;  Dr.  George  V.  Tilley  from  1943-44;  Rev.  Will  H.  Rittenhouse  in  1947-48; 
Rev.  Leon  C.  Cheek  in  1950. 

The  first  official  record  of  Sunday  School  at  Bethel  was  recorded  in  1879  with  C.  W. 
Lloyd  as  Superintendent.  Here  at  historic  Bethel,  in  1888,  the  W.  M.  Society  had 
its  beginning  in  a  grove  of  trees  in  an  old  log  school  house  that  stood  on  the  church 
grounds.  Strong  women  leaders,  inspired  women  they  were  who  took  hold  of  the  torch 
of  mission  and  through  the  years  handed  it  down  to  other  leaders.  Mrs.  Zoa  Pickett 
Haywood  assisted  in  organizing  the  Society  and  Miss  Dora  Andrews  served  as  the  first 
president  in  its  initial  stages,  also  remaining  active  as  an  officer  from  1912-1927.  Other 
leaders  who  have  been  inspirational  in  mission  work  are  Mrs.  Jennie  Gate,  Mrs. 
Florence  Hogan,  Mrs.  Delia  Stroud,  Miss  Grace  Loyd,  Mrs.  Reldue  Lloyd,  Mrs.  J.  F. 
McDuffie,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Garrett,  Miss  Annie  Stroud,  Mrs.  Nettie  Neville,  Mrs.  Ola  Cheek, 
Mrs.  Lilly  Cheek,  Mrs.  Annie  Lee  Butler  and  Mrs.  George  N.  Harward  whose  untiring 
efforts  have  been  a  bulwark  of  strength  at  Bethel. 
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Probably  the  first  Junior  organization  in  the  church  was  the  Sunbeam  Band  of 
18  members  in  1929,  led  by  Miss  Annie  Stroud.  The  W.  M.  U.  has  been  active  in  sup- 
porting and  initiating  the  activities  of  the  Church  program,  always  endeavoring  to 
pilot  her  through  her  time  of  stress. 

Like  a  huge  stream,  the  history  of  Bethel  winds  down  through  the  years,  brightened 
by  loyal  leaders  and  faithful  members  who  have  caught  a  vision  of  the  Lord  and  His 
work  that  is  left  to  do  here.

REPORT  ON  HOMES  FOR  AGING 

The  Homes  for  Aging  are  now  in  their  eighth  year  of  operation— Resthaven  opened 
March  16,  1951;  the  Albemarle  Home,  December  7,  1953;  and  the  Administration 
Building,  Winston-Salem,  June  13,  1957.  The  three  Homes  have  facilities  for  119— 
counting  residents  and  helpers.     The  average  number  of  residents  will  exceeded  100. 

Efforts  were  launched  in  June  to  raise  $100,000  to  match  a  gift  of  Mr.  Don  G. 
Matthews,  Sr.,  of  $50,000  and  land  on  which  to  build  a  fourth  Home  for  the  Aging 
to  be  located  at  Hamilton,  Martin  County.  It  is  expected  that  the  campaign  will  be 
successfully  completed  this  year,  and  the  construction  of  the  new  Home  will  then 
begin.  This  Home  will  provide  facilities  for  approximately  forty  residents,  giving  a 
total  capacity  for  all  three  Homes  of  150  persons. 

The  Homes  have  had  a  good  year  financially.  The  auditor's  report  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1957  showed  that  the  income  was  $268,924.58.  When  the  new 
Administration  Building  was  finished,  $103,000  was  borrowed  to  finish  paying  for 
construction  and  equipment.  All  of  this  has  been  repaid  except  $20,000.  Funds 
received  from  the  Special  Day  Offering  and  the  Cooperative  Program  have  helped  to 
meet  the  current  cost  of  operation.  The  Homes  have  also  received  help  from  individual 
and  corporation  gifts.    The  largest  individual  gift  for  the  year  was  $40,000. 

A,  large  number  of  the  residents  have  been  aided  financially.  Less  than  ten  per 
cent  of  the  residents  have  given  to  the  Homes  assets  sufficient  to  pay  their  cost  of 
keep  for  life.  Thirteen  residents  have  paid  the  monthly  rate,  which  is  less  than  the 
actual  cost  to  the  Homes.  Most  of  the  residents  are  paying  one-third  to  one-half  of 
their  cost  of  keep.  This  means,  therefore,  that  the  difference  in  cost  is  taken  from 
funds  received  from  denominational  channels  and  special  gifts  by  individuals  and 
corporations. 

Our  program  of  ministering  to  the  aging  presents  a  great  challenge  to  the  850,000 
Baptists  of  our  state.  We  think,  first,  of  the  ever-increasing  number  of  aging  friends 
needing  larger  dormitory  facilities;  and,  secondly,  of  doubling  the  capacity  of  out 
infirmary  in  the  Administration  Building.  It  now  accommodates  fifteen  patients, 
but  we  should  have  space  for  at  least  thirty.  It  is  estimated  that  elderly  people  will 
become  invalids  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent  annually.  There  have  been  times  when 
we  did  not  have  sufficient  room  for  those  who  needed  to  be  in  the  infirmary.  Our 
aging  friends  must  look  to  our  Baptist  constituency  to  meet  these  pressing  needs. 

With  gratitude  to  all  who  have  made  our  present  Homes  possible— churches,  in- 
dividuals and  corporations— and  with  confidence  that  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina 
will  continue  to  care  for  these  "old  soldiers"  of  Christ  in  a  deserving  way,  we  look  to 
the  future  with  great  hope. 

NOTE:  The  Rev.  Charles  P.  Burchette,  Jr.,  began  working  with  the  Baptist  Homes 
for  Aging  in  May,  and  is  living  at  the  Albemarle  Baptist  Home.  He  will  devote  his 
efforts  in  the  field  of  promotion  and  public  relations,  and  will  be  ready  to  answer 
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invitations  to  speak  at  churches  and  group  meetings  as  the  opportunities  are  given 
to  him.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

It  is  with  grateful  hearts  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for  His  blessings  and  continued 
guidance,  and  thanks  to  the  many  friends  and  churches  for  their  support  and  prayers 
in  behalf  of  Home  Missions  that  we  make  this  report. 

The  number  of  missionaries  under  appointment  as  of  July  1,  is  1,314.  This  in- 
cludes only  the  number  under  regular  appointment  and  approved  by  the  Board  and 
serving  in  cooperative  Home  Mission  work.  There  were  447  summer  student  workers 
during  the  summer  just  closed.  In  addition  we  have  401  chaplains  in  active  duty  and 
621  that  are  in  reserve. 

The  total  Budget  for  our  Home  Mission  program  in  1958  is  $3,600,000.00.  This 
includes  operation,  loan  fund,  capital  needs,  contingent  fund  and  reserve  fund.  The 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  the  Annie  Armstrong  Offering  is  a  matter  of  vital  concern 
to  all  who  have  an  interest  in  Home  Missions.  This  reflects  in  part  the  financial  sit- 
uation in  our  Convention  Territory  so  keenly  felt  at  the  time  the  offering  Avas  being 
taken  in  March  of  this  year.  We  are  grateful  for  the  prospect  of  additional  funds 
for  church  loans  from  the  Capital  Needs  section  of  the  Cooperative  Program  of  1959- 
1964.  The  Southern  Convention  has  pledged  $4,000,000.00  during  these  years  for  the 
church  loan  funds.  This  is  for  the  building  and  development  of  new  churches  in  the 
Western  and  Pioneer  areas  of  the  Convention. 

The  History  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  by  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  Emeritus  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board,  has  been  published  by  Broadman  Press.  Dr.  Lawrence  has  rendered 
a  splendid  service  in  preparing  and  writing  this  history.  This  volume  has  received 
many  favorable  comments  and  is  most  helpful  in  understanding  our  Home  Mission 
work  of  our  denomination. 

Some  suggestions  are  made  concerning  our  Convention-wide  Pattern  of  Mission 
Work  as  to  characteristics  and  program: 

1.  It  is  a  Program  to  meet  recognized  and  revealed  needs  in  and  through  coopera- 
tive efforts  of  State  Conventions  and  Churches. 

2.  It  is  a  Program  that  is  Bible  centered  and  is  motivated  by  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  Christ  and  by  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  Bible  is  our  rule  of  faith 
and  practice  as  Baptists. 

3.  The  Work  is  based  on  voluntary  cooperation  of  various  groups  in  the  Con- 
vention and  is  adaptable  to  meet  the  needs,  and  combining  the  best  contributions  that 
each  agency  and  group  can  make  for  the  welfare  of  the  total  program  of  missions  in 
our  churches. 

4.  The  Program  of  Missions  provides  ample  channels  and  plans  for  education  and 
publicity.  The  means,  methods  and  motive  for  obtaining  and  training  new  leadership 
calls  for  prayer  in  all  of  our  churches.  The  Holy  Spirit  of  God  calls  unto  our  young 
people  to  become  workers  in  His  vineyard. 

5.  The  Mission  Program  contributes  to  the  total  evangelistic  and  mission  advance 
of  Southern  Baptists  and  helps  every  denominational  board  and  agency  to  do  a  better 
job  in  carrying  out  the  command  and  commission  of  our  Lord  "to  go  into  all  the 
world."

REPORT  OF  MISSIONARY 

A  little  less  than  four  months  ago  I  became  your  Missionary,  feeling  that  the 
Lord  had  led  in  bringing  about  this  decision. 

We  had  expected  that  the  life  of  an  associational  missionary  was  a  busy  one, 
and  at  this  point  I  can  say  that  we  have  not  been  disappointed.  We  do  not  have  a 
complete  record  of  all  that  we  have  done,  but  the  following  information  is  given  that 
you  may  know  something  of  our  stewardship: 

Preached  38,  times,  including  one  Revival. 
Spoke  three  times. 
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Participated  in  10  Committee  meetings. 
Participated  in  nine  group  conferences. 
Had  19  personal  conferences   (many  more  not  recorded) . 
Taught  in  one  Training  School. 
Special  service  rendered  on  four  occasions. 

Attended  Conference  for  Associational  Missionaries  at  Caswell. 
Attended  Sunday  School  Conference  at  Ridgecrest. 
Attended  Public  Relations  Conference  at  Ridgecrest. 
Rendered  service  in  23  churches  of  the  Association. 

Traveled  over  all  known  areas  where  there  seems  to  be  a  need  for  mission  Sun- 
day Schools  or  churches  to  be  established. 
Traveled  a  total  of  4,280  miles  in  associational  work. 
Mailed  approximately  1,650  bulletins  and  letters. 

After  these  brief  months  of  experience  as  your  Missionary  there  are  some  needs 
which  stand  out  before  us.    They  are: 

1.  A  complete  associational  organization  in  Sunday  School,  Training  Union, 
Brotherhood,  and  Music  Departments.  Through  these  organizations  the  Asso- 
ciation can  lend  a  helping  hand,  which  will  result  in  strengthening  the  program 
of  work  in  the  local  churches. 

2.  An  associational  Program  of  Training  designed  to  benefit  every  church  in  the 
Association.  Training  is  essential  to  progress.  What  ever  we  want,  we  must 
train  for  it. 

3.  A  thorough  survey  of  the  fields  that  are  white  unto  harvest.  We  can  be  certain 
that  the  need  is  great  when  the  population  has  increased  much  more  rapidly 
than  the  membership  of  our  churches.  For  example,  while  the  population  of 
Burlington  was  increasing  100%  the  resident  membership  of  our  Baptist 
churches  increased  28%.  Surely  the  time  has  come  when  we  can  hear  our  Lord 
saying  unto  us,  "Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields;  for  they  are  white 
already  to  harvest." 

4.  A  Program  of  Advance  that  will  reach  into  areas  of  need  and  opportunity. 

We  know  that  our  Lord's  heart  is  touched  as  He  sees  the  needs  of  the  un- 
reached multitudes  throughout  our  Association.  The  task  is  great,  but  not  too 
great  when  we  realize  the  promise  of  our  Lord  when  He  said,  "Go  .  .  .  and,  lo,  I 
am  with  you  always."    With  Christ  we  cannot  fail. 

5.  A  greater  emphasis  on  Evangelism  and  personal  soul-winning. 

In  view  of  a  12%  drop  in  baptisms  during  the  past  year,  we  should  begin 
making  plans  to  participate  in  the  Simultaneous  Crusade  during  next  April 
12-26.    It  is  still  true  that  "In  unity  there  is  strength." 

The  road  ahead  is  bright  and  challenging.  Let's  face  it  with  faith  and  deter- 
mination, giving  the  best  we  have  that  the  cause  of  Christ  might  prosper  in  our 
midst.

REPORT  OF  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 

Your  Associational  Missions  Committee  is  keenly  aware  of  the  great  challenge  that 
confronts  us  in  our  Association  in  the  areas  of  primary  missions. 

The  various  areas  of  opportunity  which  have  come  to  our  attention  have  been 
viewed  carefully  by  the  eye.  Our  Associational  Missionary,  Brother  Leland  Royster, 
has  visited  personally,  and  has  taken  a  number  of  pictures  of  these  areas  where  it  is 
likely  that  new  work  can  be  commenced.  It  is  the  hope  that  each  of  these  areas  will 
be   surveyed   as   quickly   as  possible   to   determine   the   possibilities,   and   that   a   new 
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work  can  be  started  in  each  of  the  localities  if  the  results  of  the  survey  are  justifiable. 

Much  thought  has  been  given  to  each  of  these  missions  opportunities  by  successive 
missions  committees,  and  the  same  conclusion  has  been  reached. 

After  prayerfully  and  carefully  reviewing  the  various  possibilities  that  challenge 
us  at  this  time,  your  present  missions  committee  is  of  the  conviction  that  there  is  no 
area  of  opportunity  greater  than  the  Alamance  Hills  and  Town  and  Country  section 
of  our  Association. 

Therefore,  we  bring  the  following  recommendation  to  this  section  of  our  Associa- 
tion for  your  consideration:  That  we  proceed  immediately  with  a  survey  of  the  Ala- 
mance Hills  section  of  our  Association,  including  the  Town  and  Country  Area,  and 
that,  if  the  survey  reveals  the  need  for  a  Baptist  church,  the  Missions  Committee  be 
authorized  to  obtain  an  option  on  any  suitable  location  within  the  area  for  a  church 
site;  that  it  be  understood  that  the  findings  of  the  survey  and  any  final  decisions  that 
should  be  made  concerning  this  particular  missions  project  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Association,  or  the  Executive  Committee  between  the  sessions  of  the 
Association. 

It  is  our  prayer,  and  our  hope,  that  we  may  go  forward  in  what  appears  to  be  our 
finest  missions  opportunity  at  the  present.     To  that  end  we  would  dedicate  ourselves. 

We  pledge  ourselves  to  Christ,  to  the  lost  and  un-enlisted  people  in  our  midst, 
and  the  program  of  Baptist  Jubilee  Advance  which  seeks  to  establish  30,000  new 
churches  and  missions  by  1964! 

Let  us  pray  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  send  us  forth  into  the  abundant 
harvest  which  is  so  evident  around  us  as  speedily  as  possible!

REPORT  ON  PUBLICATIONS 

The  contacts,  impressions  and  surroundings  of  a  person  largely  make  up  his  mind, 
habits  and  actions.  Even  a  worm  takes  on  the  color  of  the  plant  or  leaf  on  which  it 
feeds.  Human  beings  take  on  the  color  and  nature  of  what  they  read.  Never  before 
has  there  been  so  much  to  read.  Publishers  have  dressed  up  their  wares  in  rainbow 
colors  and  used  every  style,  trick  and  art  of  printing  to  make  their  publications  look 
tempting  to  the  eyes  of  young  and  old.  Much  of  this  popular  literature  is  bad.  It 
pours  like  a  stream  of  poison  from  the  presses  of  profit-hungry  publishers.  It  loads 
down  the  news  stands,  and  clogs  the  mail-boxes  of  all  who  will  buy  and  receive  it. 
Much  of  this  unclean  reading  matter  gets  into  Baptist  homes.  This  should  never  be, 
for  no  other  denomination  has  so  wide  a  variety  of  good  Christian  literature  as 
Baptists  have,  to  meet  the  spiritual  interests  and  needs  of  every  member  of  the  family. 

How  much  sound,  clean  Christian  literature  comes  into  your  home  each  week  to 
lift  up,  inspire,  and  enrich  the  minds  and  hearts  of  your  family?  Is  your  Baptist 
state  paper  coming  by  mail  into  your  home  each  week? 

When  North  Carolina  Baptists  organized  themselves  in  1830,  Thomas  Meredith, 
appointed  by  the  body  to  send  out  a  letter  stating  its  purpose,  said:  "The  Convention 
was  organized  for  the  purpose  primarily,  of  giving  the  Gospel  to  North  Carolina,  and 
then  to  all  the  world."  The  Constitution  of  the  Convention  soon  afterward  stated 
that  its  main  purpose  was  "The  promotion  of  missions.  Christian  education,  social 
service,  and  the  distribution  of  sound  Christian  literature."  The  Biblical  Recorder  was 
founded  in  1833,  to  help  carry  out  these  noble  aims.  For  125  years,  it  has  borne  the 
Baptist  message  in  North  Carolina.     It  now  has  a  circulation  of  approximately  61,000. 
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The  Recorder  has  three  subscription  plans:  Single  subscription  is  $2.50  a  year.  The 
Club  Plan,  with  four  or  more  subscriptions,  is  $2.00  a  year.  The  Every-Family  Plan 
is  only  $1.50  a  year.    The  Baptist  paper  ought  to  go  into  every  Baptist  home. 

Another  excellent  publication  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  is  Charity  and  Children, 
published  weekly  at  Thomasville,  N.  C.  Through  this  publication,  we  are  kept  close 
to  the  heart-beat  of  Baptist  life  here  in  our  own  state  and  to  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

The  periodicals  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  of  our  mission  boards,  and  our  mis- 
sionary organizations  are  also  available  to  us  for  our  inspiration  and  information, 
bringing  to  us  the  very  finest  Christian  literature.  The  Home  Life  Magazine  with  its 
help  to  parents,  The  Braille  Baptist  for  those  who  cannot  see,  special  Sunday  School 
and  Training  Union  materials  for  the  deaf,  and  many,  many  other  publications— all 
majoring  on  the  greatest  publication  of  all,  the  Bible. 

May  the  year  ahead  find  us  better  Christians  because  we  have  chosen  to  read  our 
Baptist  publications.

1.  Since  the  residents  of  Alamance  and  Orange  Counties  are  faced  with  a  coming 
liquor  referendum,  the  Eighty-Ninth  Session  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Associa- 
tion of  N.  C.  Baptists  goes  on  record  as  being  wholeheartedly  opposed  to  the 
sale  of  alcoholic  beverage  in  any  form,  with  special  reference  to  the  forthcoming 
liquor  referendum. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  the  Moderator  call  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Association  together  at  his  earliest  convenience  to  organize  the  people  of 
the  churches  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association,  seek  the  cooperation  of 
Christians  of  other  denominations,  and  all  other  like-minded  citizens  to  rally 
all  the  people  of  Alamance  and  Orange  Counties  to  cast  their  vote  against  the 
establishment  of  ABC  stores. 

Furthermore,  the  committee  feels  that,  should  the  Executive  Board  need  funds 
to  do  the  above  task,  the  churches  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  contributions. 

2.  On  the  occasion  of  the  eighty-ninth  meeting  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Associa- 
tion of  North  Carolina,  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  moves  that  we  express  our 
appreciation  to  the  three  churches— Glen  Hope,  Northside,  and  West  Hill— for 
the  hospitable  spirit  in  which  they  were  hosts  to  this  association. 

Furthermore,  appreciation  is  hereby  expressed  to  our  Moderator,  Dr.  Carlton 
S.  Prickett,  for  his  leadership,  and  to  Brother  Robert  Councilman  and  his  com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  for  a  job  well  done. 

Grateful  appreciation  is  also  expressed  to  our  new  Associational  Missionary,  Rev. 
G.  Leland  Royster,  for  the  splendid  work  he  has  done  since  assuming  this  position;  to 
everyone  who  had  a  part  on  the  program,  and  to  each  messenger  and  attendant  for 
the  warm  Christian  spirit  which  prevailed  throughout  all  the  sessions  of  our  association.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 
STATE  MISSIONS  is  the  missionary  effort  on  the  part  of  North  Carolina  Baptists 
to  reach  the  unsaved  for  Christ  and  teach,  enlist,  and  train  the  saved  in  giving,  living, 
and  serving  through  the  churches  and  throughout  the  world. 
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(1)  There  are  4,500,000  people  in  the  State.  About  2,100,000  of  these  above  the 
age  of  eight  years  are  affiliated  with  some  kind  of  church.  About  2,000,000 
above  the  age  of  eight  years  are  unchurched.  Perhaps  25  per  cent  of  the 
affiliated  church  members  are  unsaved;  then  more  than  60  per  cent  of  the 
people  of  North  Carolina,  above  the  age  of  eight  years,  are  lost.  North  Caro- 
lina, therefore,  is  not  half  Christian. 

(2)  We  have  over  846,000  Baptist  church  members  in  North  Carolina.  Perhaps  40 
percent  of  these  are  enlisted  and  are  being  taught  and  trained  in  Christian 
giving,  living,  and  serving.  This  means  that  60  percent  of  our  church  constit- 
uency is  not  dedicated  in  the  Christian  profession.  In  this  undeveloped  area, 
the  churches  have  their  primary  challenge. 

In  order  to  carry  forth  its  purpose.  State  Missions  encourages  or  sponsors  through 
its  State  offices  the  following: 

(1)  A  better  program  of  teaching  and  training  for  our  people  through  our  regular 
organizations. 

(2)  A  greater  evangelistic  effort  in  our  individual  communities. 

(3)  New  and  stronger  churches  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  growing  population. 

(4)  Better  training  for  our  pastors  through  pastors'  schools  and  summer  refresher 
courses  at  our  colleges. 

(5)  Better  leadership  training  for  our  colored  brethren. 

Will  you  as  an  individual  through  your  Sunday  School,  W.  M.  U.,  and  church  do 
your  part,  so  that  the  first  part  of  The  Great  Commission  might  be  obeyed— and  that 
these  rich  ministries  might  be  continued  to  the  extent  that  next  year  North  Carolina 
and  the  world  might  have  many  more  Christians  and  be  more  Christian.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

This  is  my  first  report  to  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  on  the  activities  of 
the  Sunday  School  work.  I  will  always  be  grateful  to  the  Mount  Zion  Baptists  for  the 
wonderful  privilege  of  having  a  part  in  this  annual  session. 

In  the  outset  I  want  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the  officers  and  teachers  of 
this  association  for  their  faithful  service  this  past  year. 

One  of  the  world's  foremost  evangelists,  said  of  the  Sunday  School:  "I  am  convinced 
that  the  Sunday  School  is  the  greatest  single  agency  for  teaching  God's  word,  as 
well  as  a  tremendous  evangelistic  one  in  its  own  right,  I  want  to  say  to  every  Sunday 
School  teacher  that  he  is  just  as  much  called  of  God  as  a  missionary  is  to  the  heart 
of  Africa.  He  needs  to  labor  just  as  earnestly— as  if  he  were  carrying  the  gospel  to 
the  remote  spot  of  the  globe."  Our  44  Sunday  Schools  with  some  13,000  enrolled  are 
seeking  to  reach  people  in  order  to  teach  them  God's  word  that  they  might  win  them 
to  Christian  salvation  and  discipleship.  Jesus  has  commanded  us,  "Go  .  .  .  and  teach 
all  nations  ...  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you.  .  .  ."  Thus 
the  continuing  purpose  of  our  Sunday  Schools  is  four-fold:  Reaching,  teaching,  win- 
ning, and  enlisting. 

Let's  look  back  for  a  moment  over  the  past  five  (5)  years.  We  are  certainly  not 
proud  of  the  progress  we  have  made  in  the  average  attendance  in  our  Sunday  Schools.

(1)  Move  up  the  pattern— from  class  to  department  and  from  single  departments 

to  multiple  ones. 

(2)  One  worker  for  every  ten  possibilities  as  a  minimum. 

(3)  Seek  to  have  every  worker  qualified  for  the  Sunday  School  worker's  Diploma. 

(4)  Offer  adequate  training  opportunities  during  the  year. 

(5)  Have  a  Cradle  Roll  and  Extension  department  in  every  Sunday  School. 

(6)  Seek  to  attain  the  Standard  of  Excellence  for  Class,  Department,  and  School. 

(7)  Emphasize  missions  through  visitation,  evangelism,  stewardship,  and  training. 

(8)  Enroll    125    Sunday   School   members   for   every    100    church    members.      This 
would  increase  our  Sunday  School  enrollment  by  approximately  3,000  members.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

Our  associational  Training  Union  work,  like  many  other  areas  of  work  on  the  asso- 
ciational  level,  has  suffered  during  the  past  year  from  lack  of  an  associational  mission- 
ary during  much  of  the  time.  We  observed  "M"  Night  in  December  in  the  First 
Baptist  Church,  Graham,  and  had  one  additional  meeting  in  the  spring.  Our  asso- 
ciational clerk's  reports  indicate  that  we  have  30  churches  with  Training  Unions  in 
our  association  of  44  churches.  There  has  been  no  functioning  organization  of  associa- 
tional officers  during  the  year. 

With!  the  help  of  our  associational  missionary  and  our  incoming  associational  di- 
rector, we  believe  that  Mt.  Zion  has  a  wonderful  future  in  its  training  program.  So 
rather  than  tell  you  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  past,  our  report  must  be,  instead 
a  challenge  for  the  future.  During  1959  the  theme  in  our  Training  Unions  will  be 
"Thou  Art  the  Christ,"  and  the  year's  materials  have  been  planned  with  the  aim  to 
help  us  to  acknowledge  more  fully  the  lordship  of  Christ  in  every  area  of  our  lives. 

Who  should  attend  Training  Union  to  receive  the  blessings  in  store?  And  in 
turn,  serve  Christ?  The  children  and  young  people?  Yes,  we  want  the  youth  of  our 
churches  in  Training  Union.  But  we  also  need  the  deacons,  and  Sunday  School 
officers  and  teachers,  the  W,  M.  U.  members,  and  all  who  lead  in  the  life  of  our 
church.  This  makes  Training  Union  a  family  affair.  In  it  there  is  a  place  for  every 
member  of  the  family.  It  is  our  prayer  that  the  church  families  in  the  Mt.  Zion 
association  will  bind  themselves  together  this  year  in  the  strongest  Training  Union 
program  we  have  ever  known.  In  doing  so,  we  will  be  better  trained  church  members, 
recognizing  our  place  of  service  in  Christ's  Church,  and  we  will  be  ready  to  say  as  did 
Simon  Peter,  "Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God."

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REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S   MISSIONARY   UNION 

Miss  Kathleen  Mallory  said^  "It  was  God's  plan  for  the  redemption  of  the  world 
Jhat  His  Son  should  become  flesh  and  dwell  among  men.  To  accomplish  this  purpose, 
God  needed  a  woman.  This  should  be  placed  as  the  first  great  service  of  New  Testa- 
ment women  to  Christianity^  for,  as  she  was  honored  by  God,  she  was  true  to  the 
responsibility  placed  on  her."  So  down  through  the  ages,  as  women  come  to  know 
Christ,  they  are  called  upon  for  service  for  the  Master. 

This  has  been  true  of  the  women  in  our  Association.  Many  answered  the  call  to 
service  and  so  we  would  give  God  the  glory  for  an  enriched  year  of  service— a  year 
in  which  members  of  Mt.  Zion  Associational  W.  M.  U.  have  had  a  part  in  spiritual 
and  numerical  growth  in  our  W.  M.  U.  plan  of  work.  With  deep  humility,  as  we  take 
a  look  at  factual  records  of  achievements,  we  must  determine  to  meet  the  challege  of 
the  new  year,  and  strengthen  those  phases  that  show  a  lapse  of  attainment.  We  are 
grateful  for  every  increase,  but  deeply  aware  that  we  must  take  stock  of  the  many 
opportunities  in  our  midst,  those  opportunities  that  challenge,  the  eight  churches  (out 
of  44)  that  have  no  W.  M.  U.  organization,  the  weaker  organized  societies  that  look 
,for  inspiration  and  help. 

If  women  are  to  fill  their  places  in  world  missions,  they  must  be  faithful  in  mis- 
sionary praying.  Every  society  needs  to  magnify  the  experiences  of  the  three  seasons 
of  prayer.  While  more  societies  observed  the  Weeks  of  Prayer  this  past  year  and 
observed  more  days  during  the  weeks,  there  were  still  some  who  are  missing  the  joy 
of  sharing  in  this  definite  way  in  missionary  advance. 

Knowledge  of  needs  deepens  the  desire  to  have  a  part  in  meeting  those  needs. 
Close  at  hand  are  the  opportunities  of  Community  Missions.  Being  aware  that 
activity  can  never  be  an  acceptable  substitute  for  spiritual  power,  and  that  "going 
about"  will  be  of  no  avail  unless  done  in  the  spirit  of  Christ,  we  have  sought  to  help 
the  women  of  the  local  churches  to  see  that  spiritually  "Planned  Community  Missions" 
is  imperative  to  good  work. 

Reports  have  shown  an  increase  in  this  phase  of  better  planning  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  community.  We  are  grateful  for  the  earnest  and  prayerful  support  of  those 
who  helped  us  to  accomplish  this  end. 

"Vision  does  not  come  by  inspiration.  It  comes  from  knowledge  intelligently 
cultivated."  Evaluate  this  statement  from  Quote.  Then  turn  to  the  Word  of  God  and 
read:  "Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people  perish."  Pro.  29:18. 

In  the  light  of  world  needs,  how  wide  and  how  far  reachingi  is  our  vision  of  mis- 
sions? Some  of  us  have  a  blurred  vision;  some  of  us  have  no  missionary  knowledge  to 
cultivate.  The  program  of  Mission  Study  provides  a  challenging  means  for  an  en- 
lightened vision:  it  provided  books  and  materials  and  offers  suggestions  for  the  use 
of  them. 

W^e  are  happy  to  report  a  good  increase  in  the  number  of  Mission  Study  classes 
among  our  women  and  young  people  during  this  past  year— but  do  want  to  urge  the 
reading  of  missionary  books. 

One  objective  of  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  to  learn  to  be  better  stewards  in 
order  to  support  world  missions.  We  are  only  vaguely  aware  of  world  needs  and 
our  stewardship  of  the  gospel.     Therefore,  we  want  to  emphasize 

1.  Continuous  Scriptural  study  of  stewardship.  This  will  help  us  understand  our 
Christian  partnership  and  enlist  more  tithers.  We  are  stewards  of  the  use  of 
money  as  well  as  of  giving  it. 

2.  World  NEEDS  and  PRAYER  for  the  objects  supported  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  As  we  are  led  to  see  that  through  the  Cooperative  Program  every 
Christian  can  meet  his  world  obligation,  our  offerings  will  increase. 

3.  The  joy  and  importance  of  the  quarterly  love  offerings— we  call  "specials." 
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World  Missions  depends  on  us  for  support  as  well  as  recruits.  Indeed  we  are 
"Laborers  together  with  God,"  We  have  striven  to  challenge  our  youth  to  give  them- 
selves into  mission  service— to  listen  for  the  call. 

"Every  20  years,"  said  Martin  Luther,  "God  has  to  raise  Him  up  a  new  church 
out  of  a  new  generation."  As  we  pause  to  take  inventory  of  the  past  year's  work  with 
the  young  people  of  our  Association,  accomplished  through  our  program  of  Missionary 
Education  for  Young  People,  we  are  reminded  of  the  deep  significance  of  that  truth. 
For  we  see  mirrored  in  the  trends  indicated  statistically,  a  picture  of  what  the  new 
church  is  becoming,  as  the  leaders  of  tomorrow  respond  to  the  influences  which  are 
being  poured  into  their  lives  today. 

It  is  heartening  to  see  that  increasingly,  the  men  and  women  of  our  denomination  are 
realizing  the  imperative  need  of  enlisting  young  people  in  a  definite  program  of  mis- 
sionary education,  that  through  such  channel  they  may  experience  a  growing  con- 
sciousness of  world  needs  and  of  Christian  responsibility.  During  the  past  year  new 
organizations  were  reported. 

We  are  grateful  for  137  young  people's  organizations  through  which  1,301  members 
are  being  trained  up  into  tomorrow's  mission  minded  leaders. 

Through  programs,  mission  study  and  missionary  readying  and  the  accompanying 
gaining  of  knowledge  concerning  the  needs  of  our  world,  the  sensitive,  responsive 
hearts  of  numbers  of  our  fine  young  people  have  responded  to  the  "Torment  of  light." 
Many  have  been  faithful  in  their  praying  daily  for  our  missionaries  and  their  work,  as 
they  have  followed  the  calendar  of  prayer  in  their  magazines  and  as  they  have  observed 
the  special  seasons  of  prayer. 

Hearts  which  have  been  led  to  care,  have  been  touched  to  give  tangible  evidence  of 
their  concern  as  579  young  people  have  given  regularly  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  and  to  our  four  special  offerings  for  missions.  Through  stewardship  classes 
and  through  the  faithful  usage  of  the  stewardship  education  plans,  as  included  in 
the  magazines  young  people  have  been  brought  under  the  positive  teachings  of  Bible 
stewardship.  Much  is  yet  to  be  hoped  for,  however,  in  our  efforts  to  lead  our  young 
people  into  the  grace  of  tithing  and  a  proper  concept  of  the  stewardship  of  all  life. 

As  we  review  the  activities  of  the  year,  it  is  our  concern  that  our  young  people 
should  have  experienced  a  growing  realization  of  the  necessity  of  applying  all  of  the 
principles  of  missionary  education  at  home  as  missionary  concern  is  expressed  on  the 
local  level  through  community  missions. 

We  have  had  good  attendance  at  our  four  Executive  meetings  during  the  year- 
Mission  Study  Institutes  were  held  with  much  interest  being  shown.  The  Leader- 
ship Conference  was  well  attended.  Our  B.  W.  C.  have  had  two  meetings  with  good 
programs  and  large  attendance,  Mrs.  Earl  Davis  is  the  Chairman. 

Our  annual  meeting  in  the  beautiful  sanctuary  of  the  Northside  Baptist  Church  was 
a  great  inspiration  to  all  who  attended  to  '"Attempt  great  things  for  God,  expect 
great  things  of  God."

Historical  Sketches  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches 


Brief  histories  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches  are  recorded  in  the  Minutes  of  the  years  as 
herewith  listed.  The  Association  Historian  suggests  that  every  church  in  the  As- 
sociation have  copies  of  the  Associational  Minutes  bound  every  ten  years  and  keep 
them  in  the  local  church  libraries.  This  will  make  the  Minutes  of  the  years  available 
to  all  the  churches,  and  those  bound  volumes  will  grow  more  valuable  with  each 
passing  year. 

Although  our  Association  has  had  Historians  almost  from  the  date  of  its  organiza- 
tion still  the  Clerk  was  not  able  to  find  the  history  of  any  church  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  unitil  1921.  Just  why  the  sketches  of  other  years  were  not  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  is  inexplicable. 

At  the  1874  session  of  the  Association  it  was  decided  to  elect  a  Historian  annually. 
The  Minutes  of  1875  record  that  "The  report  of  the  historian  was  adopted  and  ordered 
to  be  recorded  in  the  'Book  of  Records  of  the  Association.'  "  No  trace  of  this  book 
exists.

Walter  Williams  was  born  in 
Liberty  on  March  1,  1891,  the  son 
of  Joel  P.  and  Mrs.  Flora  A.  S])oon 
Williams.  Born  into  circumstances 
which  made  education  difficult,  never- 
theless, Walter  Williams,  largely  by 
his  own  effort  was  able  to  graduate 
from  night  schools,  to  take  corre- 
spondence courses  and  to  graduate 
from  Kinsi's  Business  College  in 
Raleigh. 

Mr.  Williams'  early  hardships  did 
not  make  him  bitter  or  selfish.  On 
the  contrary  it  seemed  to  have  filled 
him  with  a  deep  sympathy  and  under- 
standing for  his  fellowmen. 

He  was  an  active  leader  in  his 
chinch.  For  twenty  years  he  was 
Sunday  School  Superintendent  and 
chairman  of  Deacons  at  the  Hocutt 
Memorial  Baptist  Church  in  Burling- 
ton, and  later  held  these  same  offices  in  the  Swepsonville  Baptist  Church 
to  which  he  belonged  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  also  moderator 
of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association,  a  trustee  of  Southeastern  Baptist 
Theological  Seminary  and  Wake  Forest  College.  He  had  served  as  a 
trustee  of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  and  was  a  frequent  messenger  to  the 
Baptist  State  Convention. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Walter  Williams  was  a  director  in  several 
corporations,  and  very  active  in  civic  affairs,  his  church  always  came  first. 
At  his  side  giving  encouragement  and  wisdom  through  the  years  was 
his  faithfid  wife,  Flonie  Cooper  Williams.

Constitution 

Adopted  October   17,   1946 
Revised   October  22,    1958 

Name 
Art.    1.     This   body   shall   be  known   as   the   Mount   Zion   Baptist   Association   of 
North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  Baptist  Churches  within 
the  bounds  of  the  present  Association  and  any  other  Baptist  Churches  which  may 
hereafter  be  admitted  as  herein  provided. 

Art.  3.  Each  church  shall  elect  annually  one  messenger  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Association  for  each  100  members  of  the  church,  provided  each  church  shall  have  not 
less  than  three  or  more  than  ten  messengers. 

Objects 
Art.  4.  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures 
for  increasing  the  harmony  and  spiritual  power  of  the  member  churches,  to  develop 
and  direct  their  energies,  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom, 
and  to  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  religious, 
education,  mission,  Sunday  School  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Meetings 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  after 
the  third  Sunday  in  October;  and  also  on  Tuesday  night,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  It  may  meet  at  dilTerent  churches  on  each  day  and  a  different 
one  at  night. 

Art.  6.  Special  meetings  may  be  convened  on  motion  of  the  Executive  Committee 
upon  two  weeks'  notice  to  the  member  churches. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  7.  The  Association,  when  convened  in  meeting,  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council 
and  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  member 
churches;  it  may  advise  with  the  member  churches  and  recommend  measures  of  use- 
fulness for  their  adoption  and  claim  for  itself,  its  objects  and  recommendations  the 
highest  consideration. 

Art.  8.  On  recommendation  of  the  Association  Executive  Committee  the  Associa- 
tion shall  have  power  to  hear  grievances  of  any  members  of  any  church  which  is  a 
member  of  the  Association  and  advise  or  aid  them  in  any  manner  within  the  power 
of  the  Association. 

Rights  of  Churches 
Art.  9.  On  application  of  any  Baptist  church  for  admission  to  this  Association 
it  shall  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  evidences  of  its  faith  and 
order  and  willingness  to  cooperate  with  the  work  of  this  Association;  which  application 
shall  be  immediately  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association;  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  the  said  church  may  be  received  into 
associate  membership.  At  an  annual  session  of  the  Association,  and  upon  favorable 
recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  said  church  may  be  received  into 
full  membership  and  its  ordained  ministers  and  messengers  seated  in  the  Association. 
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Art.  10.  The  Association  shall  have  power  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  withdraw  membership  from  any  church  that  shall  wilfully  depart  from 
the  orthodox  principles  of  religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible  or  by  Baptist  tenets  or  for 
other  causes. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  11.  The  member  churches  shall  elect  the  required  number  of  messengers 
within  a  reasonable  time  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  who  shall  serve  as  messengers 
for  one  year,  and  who  together  with  the  ordained  ministers  of  the  member  church, 
shall  represent  the  member  church  in  the  Association. 

Art.  12.  Each  church  shall  send  annually  to  the  Association  meeting  a  letter  which 
shall  show: 

1.  The  location  of  the  church. 

2.  Names  of  pastors,  ordained  ministers  in  its  membership,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  addresses. 

3.  Sundays  of  regular  worship. 

4.  Church  statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dis- 
missed by  letter,  deaths,  dropped  for  cause  or  otherwise,  and  the  total  membership  of 
the  church. 

5.  Financial  statements  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  Association  year. 

6.  Sunday  school  and  other  organizational  statistics. 

7.  Names  and  addresses  of  messengers  and  alternates. 

8.  Any  other  information  required  by  the  Association  on  blanks  furnished  for  that 
purpose. 

Officers  and   Organization 

Art.  13.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  Chorister,  three  Trustees,  and  an  Executive 
Committee  and  such  other  committees  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Association. 

Art.  14.  The  officers  and  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  session 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  and  shall  assume  the  duties  of  their  offices  at 
the  close  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Art.  15.  Any  officer  may  be  elected  to  succeed  himself,  except  the  Moderator  shall 
not  serve  for  more  than  two  years  in  succession. 

Art.  16.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  pastors  of  the  churches 
making  up  the  Association,  and  one  member  from  each  church  making  up  the 
Association.     Each  church  shall  appoint  its  own  member  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Unless  already  on  the  Committee  as  a  Pastor,  or  elected  as  a  member  by  a  church, 
the  following  officers  of  the  Association  shall  serve  as  ex-officio  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee: Moderator,  Vice-Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Chorister,  Chairman  of  Trustees, 
Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Brotherhood 
President,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  President. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  and  organize  with  proper  officers  and  committees  to  best  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Association,  including  a  Finance  Committee,  a  Missions  Committee, 
and  such  other  committees  as  it  deems  proper. 

Art.  17.  Previous  to  the  annual  meeting  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  Committee 
on  Committees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  nominate  for  election  by  the  Association  all 
of  the  following  Standing  Committees: 

1.  Order  of  Business. 

2.  Ordinations. 

3.  Constitutional  Changes. 

4.  Nominations:    This  committee   shall    consist   of   fifteen    (15)   members  from    the 


12  Ninetieth  Annual  Session 

entire  Association,  and  whose  duty  shall  be  to  nominate  all  of  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 

It  is  understood  that  all  such  nominations  shall  be  subject  to  nominations  from 
the  floor. 

Art.  18.  The  Moderator  shall  open  punctually  and  preside  over  the  annual  meet- 
ings of  the  Association  and  all  sessions  thereof,  appoint  such  committees  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  Constitution,  Rules  of  Order,  or  by  the  Association,  enforce  the 
rules,  preserve  order,  and  exercise  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according 
to  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  19.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his 
absence. 

Art.  20.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association; 
superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  minutes;  keep  on  file  the  printed 
minutes  and  other  important  papers  of  the  Association;  and  shall  serve  as  Secretary 
of  the  Executive  Committee;  for  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $125.00 
annually. 

Art.  21.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  contributed  to  the  Association  by 
the  member  churches,  shall  make  disbursements  as  authorized  by  the  Association  or 
the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  22.  The  Auditor  shall  audit  the  Treasurer's  books  and  attest  his  annual  re- 
port to  the  Association. 

Art.  23.  The  Historian  shall  collect  facts  of  interest  of  the  Association  and  the 
member  churches  and  shall  make  a  report  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association: 
for  his  services  he  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of  $25.00  annually. 

Art,  24.  The  Chorister  shall  be  responsible  for  the  arrangement  and  conducting  of 
all  music  at  the  annual  sessions,  and  any  special  session,  of  the  Association. 

Art.  25.  The  Trustees  shall  hold  title  to  the  property  of  the  Association  and  con- 
vey and  use  the  same  as  directed  by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Committee.  They 
shall  have  the  powers  granted  to  trustees  of  religious  societies  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina,  subject  to  the  will  of  the  Association.  When  authorized 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  they  shall  execute  notes  secured  by 
mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  in  the  purchase  of  church  sites  and  other  property. 
The  trustees  in  all  acts  with  respect  to  property  purchased  or  sold  shall  be  controlled 
and  directed  by  the  Association  through  its  Executive  Committee.  They  shall  make 
full  and  detailed  reports  to  each  annual  session  of  the  Association.  They  shall  elect 
their  own  chairman  and  secretary.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  their  membership 
between  sessions  of  the  Association  shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  26.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  cooperate  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Convention  in  its  program  for  the  furtherance  of  the  work  fostered  by  that  body 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association;  it  shall  have  regular  quarterly 
meetings;  and  it  shall  act  for  the  Association  on  any  matters  requiring  attention  be- 
tween the  annual  meetings  of  the  Association;  it  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies 
on  the  Committee  during  the  year. 

Amendments 

Art.  27.  The  provisions  of  this  Constitution  shall  not  be  waived  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Association,  except  as  herein  provided  for  Amendments  thereof. 

Art.  28.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the 
Association  upon  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voting  members  present,  provided 
that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Moderator  at  least  10 
days  prior  to  the  meeting  and  submitted  to  the  Constitution  Committee  for  its 
report  and  recommendation;  it  must  be  presented  to  the  Association  on  the  first  day 
and  voted  upon  by  the  Association  on  the  second  day,  by  a  standing  vote. 


Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Tuesday  after  the  third  Sunday 
in  October  and  continue  for  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on 
Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session  shall 
preside  until  the  end  of  the  session  at  which  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of 
his  absense,  the  incumbent  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside, 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to  be 
conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  toward  the  officers  and  each  other  that  courtesy 
which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer.  He 
shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without  special 
permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  presiding  officer,  or,  at  his 
request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion,  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall  be 
received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone 
to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  in  which 
they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be  admitted 
to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Committee  on 
Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as  soon  as  feasible 
after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When  adopted,  their  report 
shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be  changed  except  by  vote  of 
the  Association  as  provided  in  section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  dicided  by  rules  of  some 
recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or  Kerfoot's.

The  goal  of  all  church  endeavors  is  to  reach  more  people  effectively  with  the 
Gospel  of  Christ.  Audio  visual  aids  are  God-given  tools  with  great  power  for  reach- 
ing people  with  God's  message. 

Audio  visual  education  is  the  effort  to  help  people  learn  through  hearing  and 
seeing.  The  purpose  is  that  people  may  learn  faster  and  more  effectively  that  which 
is  taught.  These  aids  are  to  be  used  as  instruments  to  help  attain  delinite  objectives 
in  the  teaching  process. 

The  Department  of  Audio  Visual  Aids  has  no  program  to  offer  the  churches. 
It  seeks  only  to  undergird  and  strengthen  the  existing  church  programs  already  set 
in  motion.  The  Department  promotes  the  use  of  both  non-projected  and  projected 
visual  aids. 

Our  ministry,  a  division  of  Promotion,  is  divided  as  follows: 

1.  We  seek  to  provide  an  adequate  library  of  both  3r)mm  filmstrips  and  16mm 
sound  motion  pictures  in  support  of  the  total  Baptist  program.  All  films  in  the 
library  are  free  rental  to  all  the  churches  in  the  Convention.  A  large  number  of 
teaching  and  promotional  films  are  added  to  the  library  each  year.  There  are  film 
titles  to  cover  every  area  of  Baptist  work.  Included  are  fihns  on  the  work  of  the 
Simday  school,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Children's 
activities,  Christian  life.  Evangelism  and  Stewardship.  Approximately  5,000  films  are 
booked  every  year. 

2.  The  Department  produces  each  year  several  35mm  filmstrips  and  motion 
pictures  on  special  areas  of  Baptist  work  in  the  state.  This  year  we  have  produced 
a  35mm  filmstrip  in  color  titled  "Adding  Life  to  Years,"  depicting  the  ministry  of 
the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  in  North  Carolina.  Also,  a  new  35nnn  fihiistrip 
in  color  titled  "Missions  In  Action,"  depicting  the  varied  ministries  of  State  Missions. 
To  be  released  soon  will  be  two  16mm  titles  in  color  on  the  Cooperative  Program, 
"A  Channel  of  Blessing";  and  a  dramatic  story  of  the  ministry  of  Chowan  College, 
"Opportunity-Unlimited."  These  films  are  also  free  rental  to  all  the  churches  when 
booked  through  the  Department  of  Audio  Visual  Aids.  Other  films  are  in  produc- 
tion for  the  coming  year  on  agencies  and  institutions  of  the  Convention. 

3.  Another  ministry  of  the  Department  is  the  audio  visual  aid  workshops  planned 
each  year  upon  the  request  from  associations.  Complete  exhibits  and  demonstra- 
tions are  the  heart  of  this  service.  These  workshops  may  be  sponsored  by  any 
organization  of  the  association.  They  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  church 
leader  and  pastor.  This  year,  workshops  were  sponsored  by  the  Burnt  Swamp,  Dan 
Valley,  Neuse  and  Johnston  Associations.  These  meetings  are  scheduled  for  one  eve- 
ning only  with  double  periods. 

4.  Our  services  extend  into  many  related  fields.  We  counsel  with  pastors  and 
committees  throughout  the  year  concerning  the  right  types  of  equipment  to  purchase 
in  carrying  out  the  church  program.  We  work  closely  with  the  Department  of 
Church  Architecture  in  designing  audio  visual  installations  which  should  be  in- 
corporated into  the  building  program.  These  installations  include  taping  facilities, 
projection  systems,  enforced  sound,  translucent  baptistry  systems,  radio  loops  and 
television  installations  both  for  station  and  closed  circuit  use.  More  than  100  churches 
are  aided  each  year  in  these  areas. 

5.  Special  tape  recorded  messages  as  presented  at  the  amuial  Convention  and  the 
Conference  on  Evangelism  are  made  available  on  a  cost  basis  to  the  churches  of  the 
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Convention  each  year.  Each  year  almost  100  churches  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 
Taped  recorded  radio  programs  are  distributed  each  year  to  the  stations  participating 
in  the  Baptist  Network.  Some  twenty-five  to  forty  radio  stations  join  the  network  each 
year  for  these  programs.  The  Department  prepares  and  presents  each  week  a  church- 
centered  telecast  over  one  of  the  major  TV  stations  in  North  Carolina.  Through  these 
channels,  the  Baptists  receive  each  year  many  thousands  of  dollars'  worth  of  news 
coverage.  Many  times  during  the  year,  special  news  releases  are  forwarded  to  all 
news  outlets. 

6.  In  support  of  the  total  Baptist  program,  the  Department  of  Audio  Visual 
Aids  assists  all  departments  and  special  committees  with  lay-outs  and  related  pictures 
for  programs,  brochures  and  posters.  We  have  provided  many  of  the  pictures  ap- 
pearing in  the  Biblical  Recorder  to  give  emphasis  to  the  Baptist  program.  Charts 
and  diagrams  have  been  prepared  for  several  departments  for  special  presentations 
at  Clinics,  Conventions  and  campaigns.  The  chart  and  bulletin  insert  on  the  Co- 
operative Program  have  been  prepared  and  made  available  through  the  Promotion 
Department  on  a  free  basis  to  the  churches.  Graphic  arts  is  one  of  the  major 
services  of  our  staff. 

7.  Finally,  we  seek  to  cooperate  with  every  Agency  and  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  We  promote  the  major  emphases  of  each  group  at  the  time 
scheduled  on  the  Baptist  calendar  during  the  year.  It  is  our  desire  to  assist  every 
association  and  every  church  in  winning  and  developing  people  in  the  likeness  of 
Christ.  We  covet  your  prayers  as  we  labor  in  the  Lord's  work  as  a  Department  in 
the  Division  of  Promotion  of  our  Convention.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  CHILDREN'S  HOMES  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

North  Carolina  Baptists  operate  three  homes  for  the  care  of  dependent  children: 
Mills  Home,  Thomasville,  with  285;  Kennedy  Home  at  Kinston  with  163,  and  Odom 
Home  at  Pembroke  with  16  children.  In  addition  to  this  number  receiving  institu- 
tional care  there  are  155  in  foster  homes  and  40  children  in  the  homes  of  their 
morthers  with  both  groups  receiving  financial  assistance  from  the  Children's  Homes. 
In  1958  a  total  of  793  children  were  cared  for  in  our  child  care  program.  Resource- 
ful case  workers  helped  more  than  300  others  find  a  place  to  live.  During  any  given 
year  more  than  1000  dependent  children  are  served  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

The  multiple  service  child  care  program  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  as  carried  on 
through  the  Children's  Homes  requires  steady  and  liberal  financial  support.  Primary 
sources  of  income  are:  The  Cooperative  Program,  the  Thanksgiving  Offering,  Once- 
A-Month  Offerings,  special  gifts  and  bequests. 

The  people  in  our  churches  are  kept  informed  about  the  work  that  the  Homes  are 
doing  through  "Charity  and  Children."  Each  church  should  secure  a  bundle  of 
these  for  distribution  each  week  through  the  church. 

The  General  Superintendent  of  the  homes  is  W.  R.  Wagoner,  who  has  been  since 
July  1,  1958. 

Attention  must  be  given  to  new  types  of  programs  to  help  children  who  are  not 
being  adequately  cared  for  in  other  ways.  At  the  same  time,  all  Christian  forces 
must   mobilize    to   attack    the   causes  of   child   neglect   and   dependency.     With   your 
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prayers    and    material    support,    the    Baptist    Children's    Homes    of    North    Carolina 
will  continue  their  Christ-ordained  ministry  to  dependent  children.

BROTHERHOOD  REPORT 

It  is  most  difficult  for  me,  a  newcomer  to  the  Mount  Zion  Association,  to  present 
an  accurate  report  on  the  Brotherhood  activity  within  our  association  during  the  past 
year.  From  a  statistical  standpoint  I  can  only  quote  from  the  1958  minutes  of  the  as- 
sociation. You  will,  of  course,  realize  that  there  were  possible  changes  during  the 
past  year  which  will  be  reflected  in  the  1959  minutes. 

At  the  beginning  of  October  1958  there  were  19  church  Brotherhoods  with  a 
total  enrollment  of  592  men.  There  were  25  churches  which  reported  no  Brother- 
hood. 21  churches  reported  22  Junior  R.A.  chapters  and  9  Intermediate  R.A, 
chapters  with  a  total  enrollment  of  282  members.  Therefore,  the  combined  enroll- 
ment of  874  represents  approximately  8%  of  the  resident  church  enrollment.  It 
would  appear  that  there  is  a  vast  resource  of  untapped  manpower  within  our  churches 
that  could  be  enlisted  in  the  Brotherhood  movement. 

But  why  is  the  Baptist  Brotherhood  so  important!  I  believe  that  Professor  G.  S. 
Dobbins,  of  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  gives  us  a  wonderful  insight 
of  this  importance  in  his  introduction  to  George  W.  Schroeder's  Brotherhood  Guide- 
book. (Quote)  "One  of  the  most  encouraging  signs  of  our  day  is  the  rediscovery  of 
laymen  by  our  Baptist  churches.  We  have  all  along  realized  our  deep  need  of  an 
agency  that  would  attract  and  hold  men,  challenging  them  to  loyalty  to  Christ  and 
the  church  and  utlizing  them  in  essential  Christian  activities.  We  know  that  the 
Baptist  Brotherhood  furnishes  our  churches  with  just  such  an  agency  and  implements 
the  new  call  of  men  to  Christian  service  by  furnishing  a  simple,  practical  organization 
that  appeals  to  men,  holds  them  together  and  harnesses  them  to  worthy  tasks.  The 
Brotherhood  is  not  just  another  organization;  it  represents  all  the  men  of  the  church 
working  at  all  the  tasks  of  the  church  and  seeking  to  bring  men  to  Christ  and  into 
all  the  work  of  the  church.  It  follows  the  divine  plan  of  going  "from  Jerusalem  .  .  . 
unto  the  uttermost  part."    (unquote) 

Why  is  there  such  a  need  for  an  associational  Brotherhood?  The  associational 
Brotherhood  is  an  invaluable  unit  of  regular  association  work.  Its  purposes  are  as 
follows: 

1.  To  provide  an  opportunity  for  Christian  fellowship  among  the  pastors  and  lay- 
men of  the  churches. 

2.  To  create  and  stimulate  interest  in  the  Brotherhood  movement  by  acquainting 
the  men  with  the  work  of  the  organization  and  the  benefits  that  can  be  realized 
for  Christ  through  an  enlisted  and  properly  directed  Christian  manpower  working 
through   their  churches. 

3.  Find  and  utilize  the  executive  abilities  of  the  lay  membership  of  the  churches. 

4.  Quicken  the  interest  of  the  men  of  the  churches  in  all  affairs  of  the  churches 
and  denomination. 

5.  Strengthen  the  Brotherhoods  within  the  churches  of  the  association  by  con- 
tinually acquainting  the  men  of  the  organization  of  the  objectives  of  the  Brotherhood. 

6.  Deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the  men  by  causing  them,  through  informative 
programs  and  practical  promotional  activity,  to  have  wider  visions  of  the  work 
of  the  Master  and  how  its  successful  promotion  will  ultimately  depend  upon  them 
and  their  personal  efforts. 

7.  To  stimulate  through  an  aggressive  program  of  promotional  effort  a  deeper 
sense  of  the  need  of  developing  mission-minded  men  of  tomorrow  through  the  Royal 
Ambassador  chapters  in  the  churches  of  the  association. 
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8.  Promote,  efficiently  and  effectively,  all  practical  projects  as  recommended  and 
sponsored  by  the  churches,  association  and  denomination  that,  in  turn,  every  phase  of 
the  work  of  Christ  may  be  enlarged  and  strengthened. 

It  is  readily  seen  from  this  statement  of  purpose  that  the  main  work  of  the  Associa- 
tional  Brotherhood  is  the  development  of  the  men  of  all  the  churches  in  the  knowl- 
edge of  and  participation  in  all  church  and  denominational  affairs  and  activities. 
Such  a  program  of  work  if  properly  carried  out  is  large  enough  to  interest,  challenge 
and  enlist  for  Christ  every  man  of  every  church  within  the  association. 

I  believe  that  one  of  the  greatest  opportunities  that  we,  as  an  association,  have 
today,  is  to  provide  leadership  through  a  dedicated  Associational  Brotherhood  that 
will  assist  in  training  and  directing  the  manpower  of  our  churches  in  an  endless 
effort  to  introduce  the  peace  found  only  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  to  the 
individual  hearts  of  all  men. 

I  challenge  you  now  to  prayerfully  accept  this  opportunity.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

In  this  report  we  are  considering  Christian  Education  in  terms  of  our  seven 
Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina.  In  its  broader  meaning,  the  term  includes  many 
other  educational  and  training  activities  in  our  local  churches. 

It  should  be  noted  that  progress  in  our  State  program  of  higher  education  has  not 
been  in  the  number  of  institutions,  but  in  the  changes  made  within  these  colleges 
for  more  than  a  half  century.  Fortunately,  the  geographical  distribution  of  these 
colleges  makes  one  of  them  fairly  close  to  all  our  Baptist  young  people.  Space  does 
not  permit  a  review  of  each  of  these  colleges,  but  observe  this:  As  a  group  they  now 
constitute  a  program  of  higher  education  second  only  to  Texas  in  our  Southern  Baptist 
Convention.  In  these  colleges  are  enrolled  each  year  nearly  8,000  students,  or  more 
than  one-eighth  of  all  college  students  in  North  Carolina.  The  annual  operating 
budgets  total  more  than  $10,000,000,  of  which  our  Baptist  people,  through  church 
offerings,  provide  approximately  5%.  Students  pay  approximately  60%  and  the 
remaining  35%  comes  from  endowment  and  gifts.  If  it  were  possible  for  the  colleges 
to  apply  the  total  of  approximately  $1,000,000  given  through  our  churches  to  their 
operating  costs,  the  present  5%  would  become  10%  of  the  operating  costs.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  possible  in  the  near  future  through  some  long-range  Con- 
vention plan  for  meeting  the  capital  needs  of  all  institutions  and  agencies,  thereby 
leaving  income  from  Cooperative  Program  and  special  offerings  for  current  operating 
needs. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  development  in  the  work  of  our  colleges  in  this  present 
year  is  the  action  of  our  Baptist  people  in  adopting  the  report  of  the  Convention 
Committee  of  25  as  it  relates  not  only  to  the  colleges  but  to  all  other  Baptist  institu- 
tions and  agencies.  We  would  urge  all  our  people  to  read  this  report  carefully  as  it 
relates  to  these  colleges.  It  does  not  recommend  the  addition  of  any  new  college 
at  the  present,  but  it  emphasizes  the  necessity  for  our  recognizing  the  increasing  de- 
mands upon  these  colleges  which  can  be  met  only  through  growth  in  all  respects. 
The  Committee  recommends  that  consideration  be  given  to  the  possibility  of  chang- 
ing the  status  of  some  of  the  two-year  colleges  to  four-year  colleges,  and  already 
progress  is  being  made  in  this  respect. 

As  Baptists,  we  must  love  our  colleges  to  the  point  of  understanding  them  and 
their  importance  in  all  departments  of  our  work.  If  we  love  them  and  believe  in 
them,  we  shall  see  that  they  are  given  sufficient  money  to  become  the  kind  of  colleges 
that  will  attract  our  young  people.  We  can't  force  young  people  to  go  unless  they 
want   to   go.     We   must  join  hands  with  administration   and  faculty  to  make   these 
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colleges  so  attractive  that  they  will  be  selected  by  our  young  people.  As  a  denomina- 
tion, our  future  will  depend  largely  on  the  type  of  leadership  we  educate  in  our 
colleges! 

The  response  to  the  Father's  Day  Christian  Education  offering  on  June  21  was 
most  encouraging.  It  is  hoped  that  our  Baptist  people  will  continue  to  understand 
the  work  and  importance  of  these  colleges  and  support  this  annual  effort.  Effort 
must  be  made  to  keep  charges  to  students  as  low  as  possible  because  many  of  our 
finest  young  pepole  are  among  our  lower  income  families  and  find  it  difficult  to  meet 
the  costs  of  a  college  education. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  our  N.  C.  Baptist  Council  on  Christian  Education  that 
we  as  pastors,  parents,  and  church  leaders  be  alert  in  our  church  and  face  the  facts 
and  problems  involved  in  Christian  Education,  and  lead  our  people  in  meeting  our 
great  but  not  impossible  challenge.

REPORT  OF  CHRISTIAN  LIFE  COMMITTEE 

The  Christian  Life  Committee  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  wishes 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

Sometimes  we  are  prone  to  feel  that  the  great  tragedies  of  life,  the  laxity  of  the 
Christain  faith,  degeneracy  of  morals,  etc.,  are  things  that  happen  somewhere  else. 
A  bomber  never  blows  up  here  within  our  own  boundaries;  the  hurricanes  for  years 
never  touched  the  shores  and  inland  regions  of  North  Carolina;  inhuman  treatments 
never  occur  in  our  community.  But,  are  we  justified  in  such  thinking?  Your  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Life  believes  that  we  are  not,  and  wishes  here  to  set  forth  some 
moral  conditions  which  should  be  constantly  before  us  that  as  Christians  we  may  be 
up  in  action  wherever  possible  against  them.  One  does  not  ordinarily  fight  a  disease 
of  which  he  is  unaware.  Therefore,  we  would  seek  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
Association  a  few  of  those  problems  affecting  our  morals  to  which  all  of  us  should  be 
keenly  alert. 

First,  while  Alamance  County  voted  to  keep  our  territory  free  from  the  open 
sale  of  liquor,  the  battle  against  strong  drink  has  by  no  means  been  won.  You  will 
recall  quickly  the  attempts  cf  neighboring  territories  to  place  on  the  borders  of 
our  own  county  the  stores  which  furnish  a  ready  outlet  to  our  people.  Bootlegging 
operations  have  by  no  means  been  stamped  out,  and  the  flow  of  beverage  alcohol  is 
still  with  us.  Those  who  are  in  charge  of  clean-up  operations  tell  us  freely  that 
one  of  the  difficulties  they  encounter  is  the  lack  of  willingness  on  the  part  of  the 
general  public  to  cooperate  with  them  in  the  discovery  of  the  sources  of  this  flow, 
and  the  lack  of  support  from  the  general  public  in  efforts  to  properly  prosecute  those 
who  are  responsible  for  its  demand  and  flow.  While  this  committee  heartily  indorses 
every  move  possible  to  legally  stamp  out  the  sale  and  use  of  alcoholic  drinks  as  a 
beverage,  we  believe  that  the  problem  is  better  handled  when  those  who  are  so  engaged 
are  faced  with  the  Gospel  of  Christ  Jesus,  and  are  led  to  personal  acceptance  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord  of  life.  We  commend  the  Baptists  of  this  Association 
for  their  firmness  in  taking  a  stand  against  the  open  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  but 
go  on  record  as  warning  our  people  against  the  possibility  of  becoming  unmindful 
of  further  guard  against  the  poison  in  our  midst. 

Secondly,  we  would  join  the  forces  of  our  government  and  civic  groups  who  are 
at  present  warning  the  public  against  pornography.  One  of  our  post-office  posters 
reads:  "The  Post-Office  Department  urges  the  public  to  assist  in  its  campaign  against 
mailers  of  obscenity  into  American  homes.  This  is  how  you  can  help.  Report 
the  matter  immediately  to  the  local  postmaster  and  turn  the  materials  over  to  him, 
either  in  person  or  by  mail."     Churches  are  being  warned  constantly   through  our 
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publications;  and  the  public  is  called  to  an  alert  through  some  of  the  leading  maga- 
zines with  regard  to  the  subject.  Our  young  people  are  receiving  obscene  literature, 
carrying  pictures  of  nude  girls,  and  filled  with  sex  suggestiveness;  the  mailers  of 
such  materials  get  by  with  their  racket  under  the  name  of  "art."  This  problem  is 
present  with  us.  Only  last  Spring,  one  of  our  public  school  teachers  called  to  enlist 
a  local  pastor's  assistance  in  working  with  a  youngster  in  her  classroom.  That  youngster, 
it  turned  out,  had  brought  with  him  into  the  classroom  pictures  of  nude  girls, 
and  was  laughingly  engaged  in  passing  them  from  desk  to  desk.  The  11  year  old 
son  of  our  substitute  clerks  at  the  Chapel  Hill  post-office  received  sex  literature 
through  the  mails,  which  had  not  been  ordered  by  the  boy.  We  would  appeal  to 
parents  to  be  on  guard  against  such  "trash"  sent  to  lessen  the  appreciation  of  boys 
and  girls  for  the   deeper   and  better  values  of  life. 

Thirdly,  we  have  with  us  the  problem  common  to  every  section  of  the  country, 
that  of  the  broken  home  and  Juvenile  Delinquency.  During  the  year  of  1958,  here 
in  Alamance  County,  there  were  531  marriages.  During  the  same  period  of  time, 
there  were  119  divorces  granted  by  the  County  Superior  Court.  Comparing  these 
figures,  we  see  that  the  ratio  of  broken  homes  to  those  established;  runs  one  to  a 
little  more  than  four.  This,  of  course,  is  about  the  average  over  the  whole  country, 
according  to  most  information  now  put  out.  A  corollary  to  the  broken  home  is  the 
child  delinquency  problem.  In  Burlington  alone,  during  1958  there  were  seventy- 
three  petitions  filed  in  juvenile  court,  of  which  forty-six  were  settled  cases;  this 
left,  however,  twenty-seven  cases  not  disposed  of,  or  carried  over  for  ooe  reason  or 
another.  More  than  one  hundred  thousands  of  dollars  was  handled  last  year  in 
the  county  for  alimony  and  cases  of  non-support. 

We  are  being  told  today  that  by  1975,  our  population  will  increase  by  at  least 
53%.  One  cannot  help  wondering  w^hat  kind  of  society  will  furnish  the  atmosphere 
for  that  generation. 

Fourthly,  we  are  faced  with  the  problem  arising  from  the  field  of  audio- visual 
aids.  During  the  past  year,  out  of  all  motion-pictures,  film  strips,  and  other  audio- 
visual media,  only  1/5  was  produced  primarily  for  church  and  church-school  purposes. 
One  needs  merely  to  consult  his  daily  paper,  or  to  flip  the  switch  of  television  to  see 
something  of  the  value  and  type  of  these  eye-catchers.  We  are  constantly  reminded 
of  the  fact  that  the  producers  are  putting  out  what  the  public  dem'ands.  If  that 
be  the  case,  is  it  unthinkable  to  ask  what  part  of  that  demanding  public  is  Christian? 
A  mother,  through  one  of  our  local  church  papers  recently  threw  out  the  challenge 
to  our  parents  to  censor  the  type  of  program  viewed  from  the  television  screen. 
Can  we  not  change  the  public  demand  by  negatively  forsaking  the  patronage  of  those 
things  which  are  questionable,  and  by  calling  positively  for  those  thngs  that  are 
character  building. 

Having  seen  some  of  the  problems  that  face  us  as  Christians,  some  of  the  social 
factors  so  positively  affecting  the  morality  of  our  community,  let  us  make  some  possible 
suggestions  relative  to  the  handling  of  these  problems.  Certainly,  Christian  people 
cannot  afford  to  be  indifferent  to  them,  or  to  ignore  them.  Such  attitudes  only  give 
opportunity  for  their  growth  and  strengthening. 

We  believe  that  the  best  answer  to  all  these  problems  is  the  "Christian  Life." 
We  would  call  upon  Christians  to  be  Christian  in  every  area  of  life.  Consistency  in 
Christian  living  always  makes  its  mark.  Our  greatest  witness  is  not  what  we  say,  but 
how  we  act;  the  greatest  power  lies  not  within  the  great  speeches  that  are  made,  but  in 
the  great  living  that  is  done.  When,  as  Christians,  we  take  a  stand  to  live  positive, 
affirmative,  progressive  Christian  lives,  we'll  make  progress  in  combatting  these  moral 
evils  with  which  we  are  contending.  Christian  people  must  not  patronize  those  who 
traffic  in  intoxicants;  we  must  not  knowingly  be  ready  recipients  of  demoralizing 
literature;  we  must  not  knowingly  be  accomplices  in  broken  homes,  or  shelters  for 
those   who   would    be    delinquents,    nor    can    we    demand    those    motion   pictures   or 
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TV  shows  depicting  only  the  cheaper  degenerate  level  of  life.  Believing  as  all  of  us 
do  that  we  are  new  creatures  in  Christ,  we  believe  that  Christian  lives  must  be 
different,  and  urge  that  our  Christian  faith  overcome  our  fear  of  such  a  life. 

We  urge  a  stronger  program  of  perennial  evangelism,  believing  that  Christ  Jesus 
saves  the  whole  man.  We  believe  that  when  the  "bootlegger"  becomes  Christian, 
that  source  of  liquor  is  done  away  with. 

We  urge  a  more  rigorous  program  of  enlistment,  a  greater  effort  to  bring  our 
people  into  the  religious  education  program  of  our  churches.  Believing  that  much  of 
the  so-called  delinquency  is  not  primarily  "juvenile,"  but  parental,  we  urge  a  more 
positive  emphasis  on  premarital  training,  or  stronger  emphasis  on  the  counselling  of 
those  who  are  making  ready  for  marriage  and  family  life.  Someone  has  recently  said 
that  while  the  national  ratio  of  divorce  to  marriage  is  about  one  to  four,  among  those 
who  attend  church  services  together,  the  ratio  is  about  one  to  fifty-seven;  and  among 
those  who  habitually  read  the  Bible  and  pray  together  in  the  home,  the  ratio  is 
about  one  to  five  hundred.  If  this  be  the  case,  are  we  not  obligated  to  do  our  best 
to  enlist  our  people  in  the  program  of  religious  education,  and  still  further  in  the 
establishment  of  the  Family  Altar? 

We  urge  the  people  of  the  Association  to  be  discreet  in  the  choice  of  the  motion 
pictures  they  would  see,  to  exercise  much  care  in  their  selection  of  TV  shows  both 
for  themselves  and  for  their  children.  Too,  we  would  suggest  a  greater  use  of 
pictures,  strips,  and  slides  within  the  church,  giving  the  people  a  chance  to  see  the 
effectiveness  of  the  finest  aids  to  education  and  to  evangelism. 

Finally,  we  urge  the  people  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association  to  be  "doers  of  the 
Word."  Thus  furnishing  to  those  about  us  what  Paul  called  "an  example  in  speech 
and  conduct,  in  love,  in  faith,  in  purity."—}  Timothy  4:12.

REPORT   ON   "THE   COOPERATIVE   PROGRAM" 

Twenty-six  hundred  years  ago  the  fable  was  told  by  Aesop  about  the  two  crows 
that  were  starving  during  a  terrible  drouth.  In  a  dried  up  orchard  they  found  a 
jug  half  filled  with  water.  The  neck  of  the  jug  was  too  small  for  them  to  get  their 
bills  into  to  reach  the  water.  However,  they  tried  for  hours,  all  in  vain,  to  get  a 
drink  of  water  from  the  jug.  One  crow  finally  flew  away  in  disgust.  The  other  began 
to  pick  up  small  pebbles  and  drop  them  one  at  a  time  into  the  jug.  It  was  a  hard 
and  tiring  task  but  at  last  the  water  rose  to  a  level  allowing  the  patient  crow  to  refresh 
himself  with  the  water.  He  flew  away  happy,  contented  and  refreshed  with  the 
life  giving  water. 

The  Cooperative  Program  is  such  a  "jug"  for  us.  None  of  us  are  able  to  carry 
out  all  of  the  commands  of  Christ  alone.  But  as  we  see  our  adults  and  children 
dropping  into  the  Sunday  School  Baskets  and  the  offering  plates  their  envelopes 
and  their  money  week  after  week  we  have  the  wonderful  feeling  that  together  we 
are  doing  what  our  Christ  has  commanded  us  to  do.  Each  bit  helps  the  level  to 
rise  to  the  point  that  all  of  the  world  can  come  to  know  the  refreshing  power  of 
the  Gospeal  of  Christ. 

Through  our  Cooperative  Program  each  of  us  can  become  a  missionary.  Some 
of  us  may  not  be  physically  able  to  "Go  into  all  the  world"  indeed  all  of  us  are  not 
called  into  "far  away"  places.  But  in  the  place  that  God  has  called  us— and  in  his 
will— we  can  be  missionaries.     Through  the  Cooperative  Program  we  become  Medical 
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Doctors  on  Mondays  with  an  Arab  patient  in  Ajlun  or  a  mountain  child  in  Winston- 
Salem;  On  Tuesdays  we  are  transformed  into  a  Seminary  Professor  in  Chile  or  a 
Director  of  a  Good-Will  center  in  Miami;  Wednesday  may  find  us  preaching  in  a 
little  mission  station  along  the  Amazon  or  to  the  Indians  of  Cherokee.  On  Thursday 
we  buy  a  lot  for  a  new  mission  station  in  the  Canyons  of  Commerce  of  New  York 
or  clothe  the  muddy  children  of  Korea.  All  of  this  we  can  do— through  our  Coopera- 
tive Program— even  though  God  sees  fit  for  us  to  live  in  Mt.  Zion  Association  in 
North  Carolina.  Literally,  though,  we  carry  out  the  command  of  Christ  to  "Go  .  .  . 
into  the  world  .  .  ." 

This  mighty  plan,  so  blessed  by  our  God  since  its  beginning  in  1925  is  worthy 
of  the  support  of  all  who  call  themselves  "Baptists."  It  is  not  perfect— nor  will  it 
ever  be  as  long  as  human  beings  have  to  do  with  it  but  it  does  have  the  blessings 
of  God.  We  are  thrilled  by  the  possibility  of  30,000  Churches  with  more  than  eight 
million  members  all  dropping  in  their  little  share  in  this  plan  to  redeem  humanity. 
We  urge  others  who  work  without  this  cooperative  effort  to  share  v/ith  us  in  this 
plan  that  God  is  so  blessing.

EXECUTIVE  BOARD'S  REPORT 

Your  Associational  Executive  Board  was  active  in  promoting  the  work  of  the 
association  this  year,  holding  meetings  in  November,  January,  July,  August  and 
October. 

At  the  November  meeting  the  Board  approved  an  application  for  aid  on  the 
Missionary's  salary  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  It  organized  itself  into 
committees  for  proper  functioning.  A  committee  from  the  Board  was  elected  to 
work  with  the  other  groups  in  the  county  to  defeat  the  liquor  stores  being  established 
in  both  Alamance  and  Orange  Counties. 

When  the  committee  met  in  January  it  accepted  a  Calendar  of  Activities,  prepared 
by  the  Calendar  Committee.  Much  of  this  meeting  was  given  to  a  discussion  of  the 
forth-coming  liquor  referendum.  Three  new  pastors  were  recognized:  Bob  Gray, 
Fairview;  G.  B.  Vaughan,  West  Hill;  Paul  Kesterson,  Swepsonville. 

At  the  July  meeting,  a  new  pastor  in  the  association  was  recognized:  Ben  Cox, 
Hocutt  Memorial.  The  Board  voted  to  participate  in  a  Eorward  Program  of  Church 
Finance  Clinic,  April  11-12,  1960;  also  a  projected  Simultaneous  Schools  of  Missions 
in  1961.  The  moderator  appointed  Paul  Kesterson  as  chairman  of  the  Calendar 
Committee  to  replace  Earl  Pym,  resigned.  The  report  of  the  Missions  Committee 
was  presented,  recommending  that  the  association  sponsor  work  in  the  Alamance 
Hills— Town  and  Country  Area,  location  Sellars  Mill  Road,  betAveen  Hyde  Street 
and  McKinney  Street,  inviting  Burlington  First  to  give  guidance  in  the  initial  stages 
of  the  work.  A  substitute  motion  was  made  on  the  report,  and  adopted,  extending 
the  option  on  the  property  for  30  days,  and  giving  the  churches  an  opportunity  to 
express  an  opinion  on  the  matter  in  a  special  meeting  in  August. 

In  the  called  meeting  in  August  a  request  was  received  and  granted  concerning  the 
voluntary  withdrawal  of  Efland  Church  from  the  felloAvship  of  the  association.  The 
matter  of  the  Alamance  Hills  project  was  again  discussed.  A  motion  prevailed  in- 
structing the  Missions  Committee  to  seek  another  site  for  the  mission  and  to  report 
back  to  the  Board  or  the  Association. 

At  the  October  meeting  the  Board  received  the  annual  report  of  the  treasurer, 
adopted  a  proposed  budget  to  present  to  the  annual  session,  and  was  notified  of  the 
intent  of  the  Carrboro  Church  to  transfer  to  Yates  Association  after  this  annual 
meeting.

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REPORT   OF   EVANGELISM 

Jesus'  command  to  us  is,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway, 
even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  Matthew  28:19-20.  Here  Jesus  summed  up  God's 
purpose  in  the  world  and  the  objective  toward  which  God's  people  must  ever  move 
in  full  dedication  if  they  are  to  be  in  His  will. 

In  the  Great  Commission  Jesus  said,  "Go,"  "teach"  with  the  purpose  of  making 
disciples,  "baptize"  and  "teach"  them  to  be  obedient  to  Christ  in  all  things.  The 
only  imperative  in  all  these  mighty  words  of  action  is  "to  make  disciples"  or  to  teach 
with  the  purpose  of  making  disciples.  Thus  Jesus  put  soul-winning  first  in  His  total 
program  with  a  definite  command.  In  every  church  or  associational  program,  soul- 
winning  must  be  in  the  forefront  of  its  total  program  to  be  in  the  will  of  Christ. 
This  order  is  the  divine  imperative.  Any  indivdual  or  church  that  changes  this 
order  is  disobedient  to  Christ,  and  therefore  cannot  expect  His  empowering  and 
blessing  upon  the  efforts  put  forth. 

During  the  years  1959-1964,  in  the  Jubilee  Advance,  Baptists  of  North  America 
are  making  an  effort  to  be  obedient  to  the  Great  Commission  by  putting  soul- 
winning  in  the  foreground  of  thier  respective  programs.  In  1959  it  appears  that  real 
progress  has  been  made  in  this  direction.  Reports  received  in  the  office  of  Evangelism 
in  Raleigh  indicate  that  the  Simultaneous  Evangelistic  Crusades  over  the  State  were 
the  most  fruitful  ever.  With  one  exception,  every  association  in  the  State  participated. 
Most  of  them  did  more  praying,  planning,  and  working  to  win  all  the  people  to  a 
full  committal  to  Christ  than  ever  before.  Figures  in  the  Raleigh  office  for  the  State 
show  about  15,000  baptisms,  20,000  total  additions,  and  that  more  than  2,000  young 
people  offered  their  lives  for  full-time  Christian  vocations. 

In  the  Mount  Zion  Association  reports  on  the  1959  Crusade  reveal  the  following: 
91  Baptisms;  22  by  transfer  of  membership;  253  rededications,  and  1  surrender  to  full- 
time  Christian  service.  Additions  to  the  churches  for  the  year  in  the  association 
were:  baptisms  609.     This  is  an  increase  over  1958  of  63  in  baptisms. 

The  ratio  of  baptisms  to  church  members  is  1:22  for  Southern  Baptists  and 
1:25  for  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Our  association's  ratio  for  1957  was  1:22;  (see 
pages  84-85  in  digest  sent  to  all  pastors  from  Dept.  of  Evangelism  recently  for 
figures).  It  was  1:26  in  1958,  and  this  year  it  is  1:23.  The  goal  of  Southern  Baptists 
in  ratio  of  baptisms  to  church  members  is  1:8.  This  constitutes  our  greatest 
challenge.  Only  as  we  get  soul-winning  in  the  forefront  of  our  total  program 
can  we  become  obedient  servants  of  Christ.  In  an  effort  to  achieve  this  objective, 
therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  adopt  the  following 
goals: 

1.  To  conduct  an  annual  clinic  devoting  two  sessions  exclusively  to  evangelism 
striving  to  have  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  churches  and  pastors  participating. 

2.  To  conduct  an  annual  Simultaneous  Revival  Crusade  with  at  least  eighty  per 
cent  of  the  churches  participating. 

3.  To  endeavor  to  have  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  churches  using  the 
church  council  and  sustaining  perennial  programs  of  evangelism  with  soul-winning 
in  the  forefront  of  the  total  program  in  every  church.

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REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 

History  Mars  Hill  Baptist  Church 
Hillsboro,  N.  C,  Route  1 

At  the  200th  annual  session  of  Sandy  Creek  Association  in  1958,  C.  W.  Bazemore 
remarked  in  his  address:  "We  have  honor  for  the  past;  we  have  God's  unfailing  help 
for  the  present;  and  we  have  bright  hope  for  the  future."  Such  is  the  sentiment  of 
our  pen  today  as  we  record  the  colorful  and  interesting  history  of  Mars  Hill  Baptist 
Church  that  dates  back  to  1834  when  it  was  first  organized.  Her  present  pattern  has 
been  set  by  those  who  have  labored  before  us  in  carrying  out  His  will  through  mis- 
sions, education,  evangelism  and  world-wide  Christian  benevolences. 

Small  groups  of  dedicated  worshipers  first  gathered  in  homes  to  hold  simple  serv- 
ices as  the  traveling  (or  "strolling"  preachers  as  they  were  called  at  that  time) 
preachers,  enroute  to  their  churches  many  miles  from  their  homes,  stopped  enroute 
to  spend  the  night.  Traveling  was  slow  and  so  as  they  spent  the  night  in  homes, 
they  came  to  deliver  messages.  But  the  gospel  has  power  to  move  men's  thoughts 
and  direct  their  actions  into  broader  fields. 

Instrumental  in  the  actual  organization  was  Elder  Stephen  Pleasants,  an  original 
member  of  a  church  in  Person  County  and  pastor  of  Cane  Creek  Church.  In  1828 
the  primitive  element  of  his  church  broke  away  in  ruling  force  from  the  missionary 
interpretation,  but  because  of  his  deep-rooted  convictions,  he  could  not  follow  their 
line  of  dictrine.  He  found  the  nearest  missionary  church,  Cane  Creek,  which  he 
later  served  as  pastor.  As  he  traveled  the  40  miles  from  his  home  in  Person  County 
to  the  church  in  Orange  County,  he  often  stopped  overnight  in  the  Mars  Hill 
section.  It  didn't  take  long  for  him  to  vision  the  need  for  a  church  that  could  be 
carved  out  of  this  section  of  sparsely  populated  farmfolk,  who  for  the  most  part  were 
receptive  of  the  gospel  he  preached. 

With  help  from  Cane  Creek,  two  deacons,  Stephen  Justice  and  John  Reaves, 
came  to  help  lay  the  foundation  for  the  work  with  the  cooperation  of  Thomas  D. 
Watts  who  purchased  two  acres  of  land  from  John  Freeland  for  $20,  land  located 
where  the  present  church  stands.  In  this  year,  1830,  a  small  log  cabin— "The  Meeting 
House"— was  built  and  used  as  a  place  of  worship  until  1834  when  the  church  was 
organized. 

In  June  1834  ten  charter  members  (4  males  and  6  females)  constituted  the  Mars 
Hill  Baptist  Church  with  Stephen  Pleasants  and  Levi  Andrews  who  kept  their 
membership  at  Cane  Creek  church.  Thus,  the  first  membership  was  made  up  of 
unaffiliated  Baptists  in  the  community.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Stephen 
Pleasants,  called  as  the  first  pastor,  preached  here  on  the  4th  Saturday  of  each  month 
and  on  the  1st  and  3d  Saturdays  at  Cane  Creek  Church.  This  arrangement  was  used 
for  nearly  16  years,  and  during  the  six  years  that  Pleasants  served  as  pastor,  Mars 
Hill  paid  him  $15.00  in  salary. 

First  church  members  were:  Henry  and  Agnes  Parrish;  John  and  Margaret 
Redding;  Alvis  and  Susan  Durham;  Rebecca  Faucette;  Ann  McKendall;  Elizabeth 
Redding  and  John  Mitchell.  The  first  officers  were:  John  Mitchell,  Clerk;  H.  G. 
Parrish  and  John  Redding,  deacons.  Alvis  Durham,  along  with  the  two  deacons, 
attended  the  Beulah  Association  as  Mars  Hill's  first  messengers.  During  the  six  years 
that  Pleasants  was  pastor,  the  congregation  grew  slowly,  but  one  by  one  converts 
were  brought  into  church  fellowship  until  in  1840,  the  membership  had  reached 
29.     Seed  had  been  sown;   the  soil  was  receptive;  and  God  was  to  give  the  increase. 

From  1840-1850  George  W.  Purefoy  received  $5  a  year  as  pastor,  and  during  this 
ten-year  period,  revival  meetings  were  conducted  plus  the  regular  meetings,  and  as  a 
result  the  evangelism  flame  helped  to  bring  78  members  into  the  church.  The 
history  of  this  fact  is  colorful  in  that  slaves  were  brought  into  the  love  of  Christ  as 
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49  of  these  members  were  converted  slaves  of  local  owners.  They  were  baptized  along 
with  the  white  converts. 

About  this  time  a  frame  building  replaced  the  rectangular  Log  House  built  with 
a  separate  door  for  men  and  women.  One  end  was  cut  off  by  a  long  wooden 
bench  behind  which  was  an  entrance  and  benches  used  only  by  the  colored  members 
who  came  to  the  meetings. 

God-called  preachers  with  several  short  pastorates  followed  until  1857  when  Frank 
M.  Jordan  became  pastor.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  1853  God  used  15  of  the  Mars 
Hill  members,  who  were  granted  letters,  to  form  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hillsboro. 
Later,  in  1857,  the  missionary  zeal  and  vision  had  broadened,  and  at  the  church 
conference  in  November,  15  new  converts  from  a  revival  conducted  at  Green  Springs 
by  Rev.  Jordan,  were  granted  letters  to  form  the  Green  Springs  Baptist  Church. 

But  the  efforts  of  Frank  Jordan,  an  outstanding  pastor  and  evangelistic  missionary, 
were  not  confined  to  this  area  but  branched  out  as  he  conducted  revivals  and  built 
churches  in  other  communities.  It  was  during  this  time  that  he  traveled  over  to 
Winston-Salem  and  organized  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  that  city.  How  proud, 
and  justly  so,  should  the  people  of  Mars  Hill  be  today  that  their  heritage  is  so 
deep-rooted  in  Baptist  work  that  flourishes  over  our  state  today! 

The  church,  without  a  pastor  from  November  1882  until  August  1886,  held 
monthly  preaching  and  annual  revivals.  Many  members  moved  their  memberships 
into  town,  and  with  new  churches  springing  up  as  the  population  grew,  members 
found  churches  that  were  nearer   their  homes. 

Always  at  Mars  Hill  there  have  been  indications  of  spiritual  life  and  progress. 
When  there  was  no  money  available  to  pay  the  pastor's  salary,  members  collected 
and  hauled  grain  to  him  for  pay.  Prior  to  the  Civil  War  the  pastor  and  several 
members  attended  the  State  Baptist  Convention.  Even  as  early  as  1841,  collections 
were  gathered  among  the  membership  and  sent  for  missions,  and  in  1869,  in  the  post 
Civil  War  era  when  money  and  commodities  were  so  scarce,  the  church  adopted  its 
first  systematic  New  Testament  plan  of  giving. 

Mars  Hill  began  its  worship  with  a  quarter  time  program,  a  plan  it  followed  until 
1897.  From  that  date  until  1953,  two  services  per  month  were  held,  but  under  the 
new  plan,  four  Sundays  each  month  were  designated  for  services.  In  April  1959,  the 
church  started  services  on  the  5th  Sunday  and  later  voted  to  have  Sunday  evening 
services  also. 

On  June  28,  1959,  Mars  Hill  held  its  125th  anniversary,  annual  homecoming  and 
dedicatory  service  of  the  parsonage— more  than  a  century  of  golden  years  dedicated 
to  Christian  witnessing  and  teaching  in  a  rural  community.  It  was  a  good  time  to 
look  back,  to  survey  what  its  people  had  been  able  to  lay  at  God's  feet— for  from  a 
membership  of  ten  people  in  a  sparsely  populated  area  in  1834,  the  church  has  grown 
to  a  membership  of  204  with  several  organizations  in  service. 

In  1871  the  members  visioned  the  need  of  Sunday  School,  and  this  part  of  the 
church  was  organized,  and  34  persons  were  enrolled  in  1897.  The  first  Baptist  Young 
People's  Union  was  organized  in  1928,  with  the  WMU  organizing  in  1934.  In  1945 
still  other  progress  in  youth  organizations  was  noted  when  the  GA  and  RA  groups 
were  started.  Five  years  later,  in  1950,  the  YWA  was  organized.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  as  early  as  1897,  the  church  had  a  very  good  library  with  more  than  100 
volumes  in  its  collection. 

During  the  125  years  of  its  existence  and  service,  Mars  Hill  has  been  shepherded 
by  33  different  pastors,  many  of  whom  are  readily  recognized  as  outstanding  men 
of  God.  Among  the  most  famous  were  George  Purefoy,  pastor  and  noted  Baptist 
historian;  Charles  E.  Maddry,  outstanding  pastor  and  Executive  Secretary  of  our 
Southern  Baptist  Mission  Board  for  several  years;  and  Frank  Jordan,  well-known 
missionary,  pastor  and  evangelist.  Others  who  have  served  are  Stephen  Pleasants,  A.  D. 
Blackwell,  Aaron  Jones,  B.  G.  Hackney,  F.  H.  Jones,  John  H.  Vernon,  W.  L.  Wright, 
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J.  W.  Watson,  R.  A.  Moore,  A.  W.  Crabtree,  A.  J.  Taylor,  J.  C.  Hocutt,  N.  B. 
Cobb,  J.  F.  McDuffie,  Wade  Bostic,  A.  C.  Hamby,  J.  A.  Hackney,  Ira  E.  D.  Andrews, 
R.  E.  Clark,  J.  R.  Green,  S.  W.  Oldham,  W.  R.  Beach,  J.  R.  Cantrell,  C.  A.  Caldwell, 
A.  K.  Cheek,  W.  T.  Smith,  W.  H.  Rittenhouse,  William  Eaton,  Clyde  P.  Person  and 
H.  J.  Melvin.    All  made  an  imprint  in  the  history  of  Baptist  work  in  N.  C. 

The  present  frame  building,  located  on  the  site  of  the  original  building,  was  con- 
structed in  1904  to  replace  the  rectangular  structure  of  the  1840's.  However,  the 
simple  boxed  plan  of  the  building  has  been  modified  and  remodeled  with  Sunday 
School  rooms,  a  vestibule  and  rest  rooms  added.  Stainless  glass  windows  replaced  the 
plain  one  in  1956  to  add  beauty  and  emphasis  to  the  structure.  In  1954  a  parsonage 
was  completed.  Since  H.  J.  Melvin  was  called  as  pastor  in  April,  1959,  he  has  led  the 
church  to  nominate  a  building  and  planning  committee  to  plan  for  future  building 
needs. 

From  1834  until  1876  the  church  was  a  member  of  the  Beulah  Association  but 
in  1876,  it  joined  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  for  the  convenience  of  its  messengers. 

"Hitherto  Hath  The  Lord  Helped  Us"  was  the  message  topic  when  Dr.  Charles 
Maddry  spoke  at  the  125th  anniversary  on  June  28,  1959.  How  wise  he  was  in  his 
church  leadership  many  years  ago  as  their  pastor;  how  well  chosen  were  his  thoughts 
on  that  day  as  he  led  the  people  to  be  thankful  for  the  good  things  the  Lord  had  given 
them  and  allowed  them  to  accomplish  in  God's  name.  The  Lord's  purpose  in  mis- 
sions, evangelism  and  the  training  of  new  converts  has  been  unfolded  at  Mars  Hill 
Baptist  Church  by  people  who  believed  in  the  New  Testament  pattern  and  mani- 
fested the  needed  supply  of  faith  to  put  that  belief  into  action  in  the  lives  of  mankind.

REPORT  ON  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

What  does  the  average  church  do  for  the  minister  when  he  can  no  longer  minister 
to  his  members?  What  do  they  do  for  themselves?  The  answer  to  both  questions  can 
partly  be  found  in  this  report: 

There  are  three  plants  now  functioning  as  Baptist  Homes  for  the  aging.  The 
oldest  was  named  Rest  Haven  and  is  located  on  Kentucky  Avenue,  Winston-Salem, 
N.  C.  Resthaven  began  its  ministry  in  March,  1951,  and  has  a  capacity  of  21 
rooms.  Next  in  line  of  age  is  the  Albemarle  Home  in  the  city  of  that  name  and 
cares  for  46  people.  This  plant  opened  in  December,  1953,  with  a  staff  building  and 
one  dormitory.  Our  finest  to  date  is  the  Administration,  staff,  and  dormitory  building 
on  Reynolda  Park  Road,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  This  is  a  beautiful  place,  opening 
in  1956,  and  able  to  house  56  folks. 

Plans  for  the  future  include,  first  of  all,  a  4th  home  at  the  town  of  Hamilton, 
N.  C,  not  too  far  from  Williamston  and  Tarboro  in  Martin  County.  A  worthy  layman 
in  that  neighborhood,  Mr.  Don  G.  Matthews,  has  already  deeded  the  land  and 
donated  $50,000  to  be  matched  by  $100,000  by  us  Baptists.  This  home  will  care 
for  60  more.  A  second  improvement  calls  for  the  Administration  Building  at  Winston- 
Salem  to  be  expanded  to  care  for  28  infirmary  rooms.  Thirdly,  a  limited  number 
of  cottages  are  to  be  orected  on  a  35-acre  tract  of  land  on  the  Reynolda  Park  Road, 
near  Winston-Salem. 

How  can  one  enter  one  of  these  homes?  There  are  financial  and  physical  require- 
ments. If  one  can  dress  one's  self,  walk  to  his  meals,  and  is  reasonably  clear  as  to 
mental  facilities,  one  can  be  admitted,  provided  the  financial  requirement  is  met. 
If  a  person  has  no  money,  property,  or  income,  he  can  obtain  an  old  age  pension  and 
apply  this  to  his  monthly  expense,  and  if  he  has  no  relative  to  aid  him,  the  Home 
will  do  the  remainder.  Secondly,  if  a  person  has  property,  he  can  make  a  deal  with 
the  Admissions  Committee  to  deed  this  to  the  home  for  his  upkeep  the  rest  of  his 
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life.  Finally,  if  an  elderly  Baptist  has  no  land  but  does  have  an  income,  he  can  apply 
this  wholly  or  in  part  as  is  needed  monthly  to  care  for  himself. 

So  far  as  this  Annual  Meeting  is  concerned,  we  should  be  more  concerned  about 
what  we  can  do  to  strengthen  the  hands  of  those  who  are  engaged  in  this  very 
worthwhile  work  which  is  making  so  many  people  really  happy  in  their  old  age.  This 
we  do  by  our  giving,  by  our  praying,  by  our  visitation,  and  by  our  moral  support.

REPORT  ON  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  seeks  to  serve  our  people  with  a  complete  program  of 
specialized  medical  care  for  all  who  need  it.  Our  people  go  in  great  numbers,  with 
all  types  of  serious  illness,  from  all  walks  of  life,  and  in  all  financial  circumstances, 
to  receive  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  medical  center.  A  constant  effort  is  made  to 
keep  it  personal  and  Christian  in  its  care  of  sick  people. 

Last  year  Service  Patients  from  95  counties  of  the  State  made  over  66,000  visits  to 
the  31  clinics  of  the  Out-Patient  Department,  which  is  open  to  families  not  able  to 
pay  the  full  cost  of  their  medical  care.  About  the  same  number  of  office  visits  was 
made  by  Private  or  full-pay  patients.  More  than  16,000  sick  persons  were  hospitalized 
for  132,000  days  of  bed  care. 

Forty  per  cent  of  the  hospital  service  is  rendered  the  patients  who  go  to  the 
Out-Patient  Clinics  or  who  enter  the  hospital  through  the  Out-Patient  Department. 
The  services  of  the  physicians  are  free  to  all  these  patients,  but  the  hospital  charges 
must  be  paid  unless  other  arrangements  are  made  by  the  family. 

Last  year  the  hospital  spent  well  over  one  million  dollars  in  the  care  of  these 
Service  Patients.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund,  along  with  the  welfare  funds  and  assistance 
from  other  agencies  and  foundations,  enables  the  hospital  to  provide  more  than  half 
of  this  service  free  for  our  very  poor  people.  The  Mother's  Day  Fund  alone,  how- 
ever, has  not  covered  the  full  cost  of  the  care  of  even  the  most  needy. 

We  need  to  lay  upon  the  hearts  of  our  members  the  necessity  of  the  Mother's 
Day  Fund,  if  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  to  provide  this  important  service  for  our  poorer 
people.

The  Missions  Committee  as  directed  by  the  Association  following  its  last  annual 
session  planned  and  executed  a  religious  census  in  the  Alamance  Hills— Town  and 
Country  area  of  Burlington  in  February,  1959.  Various  churches  within  the  Associa- 
tion assisted  with  the  census,  and  the  results  revealed  a  definite  need  for  a  Baptist 
church  in  this  area. 

The  Missions  Committee  then  recommended  to  the  Associational  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  the  Association  sponsor  a  work  in  the  area,  that  a  lot  on  Sellars  Mill 
Road,  between  Hyde  and  McKinney  Streets  of  Burlington,  be  purchased  for  this 
purpose.  This  recommendation  was  presented  before  the  Associational  Executive 
Committee  on  two  different  occasions,  and  the  final  decision  was  that  the  Missions 
Committee  be  directed  to  give  further  study  to  the  matter  of  the  location  of  the 
proposed  new  work. 

Following  this  decision,  the  Glenhope  Baptist  Church  asked  for  permission  to 
sponsor  the  work  and  to  make  plans  to  purchase  the  lot  at  the  Sellars  Mill  Road 
location.  This  seemed  to  be  a  very  satisfactory  conclusion  to  this  particular  missions 
opportunity. 

The  Missions  Committee  is  grateful  for  the  part  that  it  has  had  in  pointing  up 
this  particular  opportunity  and  commends  the  Glenhope  Church  for  its  faith  and 
willingness  to  go  forward  with  what  appears  at  the  moment  to  be  one  of  the  most 
promising  fields   for   new  work  within   the  Association.

REPORT    ON    PUBLICATIONS 

"Give  attention  to  reading,"  said  the  Apostle  Paul,  in  writing  to  Timothy.  In 
that  day,  the  people  had  no  newspapers,  no  magazines,  no  printing  presses.  But  they 
had  to  read  to  find  truth.  Never  before  has  there  been  so  much  to  read,  as  we  have 
today.  Much  of  this  flood  of  reading  matter  is  bad;  so  Christian  people  must  con- 
tinually cast  aside  the  evil  and  turn  to  that  which  is  good.  The  Bible  of  course 
occupies  first  place  always  as  we  read  in  search  for  truth.  All  Christian  literature 
must  forever  be  dedicated  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  or  it  fails  in  its  noble 
purpose. 
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The  flood  of  obscene,  degrading  literature  has  become  so  heavy  on  news-stands 
and  in  the  mails,  that  the  U.  S.  Post  Office  Department  has  cracked  down  in  its 
nation-wide  efforts  to  break  it  up.  The  printed  page  has  great  power  for  good, 
and  also  great  power  for  evil.  Money-hungry  publishers  without  Christian  motives 
are  pouring  out  obscene  printed  matter  like  a  stream  of  poison  to  capture  the  minds 
of  all  who  will  stop,  look  and  read.  Baptists  have  no  need  to  buy  or  read  such 
literature,  for  they  have  an  immense  volume  of  clean,  uplifting  Christian  literature 
coming  from  Baptist  presses  and  other  sources  to  suit  every  age  and  need. 

To  meet  this  evil  flood  of  bad  literature  we  have  a  marvelous  array  of  well 
printed,  sound  Baptist  periodicals,  Sunday  School  and  other  Christian  publications 
for  every  age,  spiritual  interest  and  need.  Perhaps  no  denomination  in  America 
has  so  fine  a  selection  of  Christian  literature  as  Southern  Baptists  have  today.  Let 
us  urge  our  people  to  read  our  denominational  literature  along  with  the  Bible  in 
order  that  they  might  be  well-informed.  The  Charity  and  Children,  the  Home  Life 
Magazine^  the  Biblical  Recorder,  and  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  Magazines, 
are  exceptionally  good  literature  to  enlighten  our  people  and  give  them  a  mission 
vision.  The  aim  of  it  all  is  to  inform,  enlist,  indoctrinate,  unify  and  inspire  our 
people  for  faithful  service  in  our  Lord's  name.  Our  Christian  literature  must  be 
magnified  and  promoted  in  all  churches  if  God's  work  is  to  go  forward. 

Each  Christian  is  a  mirror  reflecting  in  his  life,  Jesus  Christ,  by  his  speech 
habits,  actions  and  his  deeds.  One  of  the  best  ways  to  do  this  is  by  what  we  read. 
Every  Baptist  has  available  to  him  great  resources  of  literature  with  wide  sources  of 
knowledge  such  as  the  Biblical  Recorder  with  its  news  of  what  is  happening  in  our 
state,  the  Home  Life  for  the  strengthening  of  family  ties  and  the  Charity  and 
Children  along  with  Mission  Magazine  drawing  us  closer  to  the  needs  of  others. 
May  we  be  God's  help  destroy  all  evil  reading  material  and  put  in  its  place  Christian 
literature  with  Christ  at  the  center.

7.  An  Associational  Clinic  for  Church  Officers  and  Committees.

Union  minded  pastors  and  their  Training  Union  directors,  sharing  with  them  in 
the  development  of  the  Training  Union  program  of  the  local  church  wherever 
necessary  and  possible.

It  is  our  objective  NOT  to  take  you  from  the  local  church  into 
an  excessive  number  of  mass  meetings,  but  to  put  into  the  local  unit  additional  in- 
formation and  determination  to  "see  it  through,"  that  the  great  purposes  of  God 
may  be  carried  out  by  this  unit  of  the  church  which  He  brought  into  being.

REPORT    OF    THE   WOMAN'S    MISSIONARY    UNION 

The  Bible  tells  us  that  Jacob  served  seven  years  for  Rachel  and  they  seemed  unto 
him  but  a  few  days  for  the  love  he  had  for  her.  As  I  come  to  write  my  sixth  report 
as  President  of  the  Associational  W.M.U.  in  many  ways  my  six  years  seem  but  a  few 
days  because  of  my  love  for  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

Between  the  year  just  passed  and  the  year  insuing,  one  stands  but  for  a  moment 
appraising  what  has  been  accomplished  in  the  past,  and  then  quickly  turning  to 
face  the  future,  with  all  its  hope,  its  challenge,  and  its  opportunities.    Our  Associa- 
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tion  in  many  respects,  had  one  of  its  most  successful  years;  yet,  these  achievements 
seem  to  emphasize  the  possibilities  that  lie  ahead  as  we  enter  the  coming  year. 

The  Presidents  of  our  societies  have  led  their  women  and  young  people  in  a 
splendid  way.  There  are  36  churches  in  our  Association  with  Societies  and  109 
young  people's  organizations  with  a  membership  of  3,586—15  churches  have  graded 
unions.  We  are  happy  to  report  the  following  W.M.U.'s  having  attained  the  recogni- 
tion of  Advanced  this  year:   Antioch-Burlington  First-Calvary  and  Hocutt  Memorial. 

A  glance  at  these  achievements  is  gratifying,  and  yet  we  are  aware  of  the 
tremendous  challenge  presented  by  the  churches  that  have  no  missionary  organiza- 
tion and  the  number  of  our  membership  that  make  no  claim  as  tithers,  and  the 
churches  that  have  no  young  people's  work. 

Prayer:  We  can  never  put  in  words  the  results  of  the  efforts  of  the  Prayer 
chairman.  The  number  of  societies  observing  the  weeks  of  Prayer  can  be  calculated, 
the  use  of  the  Prayer  Calendar  in  some  manner  appraised.  But  who  can  measure  the 
effect  of  our  praying  on  the  growth  of  interest  in  World  Missions,  the  vitality  added 
to  mission  study  class— the  increase  in  gifts  through  our  offerings;  the  eagerness  to 
witness  to  those  near  by;  the  consecration  of  well  trained  young  people  in  our 
Master's  service?  How  many  families  have  found  strength  in  family  worship;  how 
many  members  have  had  their  spiritual  lives  strengthened?  The  answers  cannot  be 
known. 

Who  can  estimate  how  much  more  could  have  been  accomplished  and  can  be 
accomplished  in  the  coming  year  should  we  give  ourselves  more  wholeheartedly  to 
prayer— individual  and  united? 

"Not  only  for  ourselves,  but  for  others,  for  the  Church,  for  the  world,  it  is  to 
prayer  that  God  has  given  the  right  to  take  hold  of  Him  and  of  His  strength. 
It  is  on  prayer  that  the  promises  wait  for  fulfillment,  the  Kingdom  for  its  coming, 
the  glory  of  God  for  its  full  revelation."— Andrew  Murray 

Womans  Missionary  Union  has  a  vital  part  in  helping  to  build  a  Christian  world 
tomorrow.  Members  of  missionary  societies  and  young  peoples'  organizations  work 
through  Community  Missions  to  help  accomplish  this  task. 

Because  Community  Missions  is  a  social  service  with  the  Gospel  as  its  motive,  and 
conversion  as  its  aim,  many  lasting  results  have  been  brought  about  thru  Community 
Missions  activities  of  members  of  societies  and  Youth  organizations.  Souls  have  been 
won  to  the  saving  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ  and  have  come  to  take  Him  as  the  Lord 
of  their  lives.  Unenlisted  Christians  have  become  active  in  church  membership, 
aged,  sick,  shut-ins  and  needy  have  felt  the  touch  of  the  Master's  Hand  thru 
Christian  friends  who  cared.  Young  people  have  had  renewed  faith  and  courage  to 
face  the  temptations  of  modern  society. 

With  all  the  teaching  and  stressing  of  Stewardship  the  task  is  far  from  finished. 
We  must  go  on  with  our  program  of  stewardship  teaching,  remembering  that  mission- 
ary progress  waits  on  property,  missionary  conquest  waits  on  collections,  missionary 
triumph  waits  on  tithing  and  God's  plan  for  salvation  of  a  lost  world  depends  on 
the  faithful  stewardship  of  individual  Christians.  We  have  1356  tithers  reported 
and  2,329  members  giving  through  the  Co-Operative  Program.  $9,984.71  was  con- 
tributed to  our  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering  for  Foreign  Missions— ,13,712.78  to 
Annie  W.  Armstrong  Offering  for  Home  Missions— $1,012.15  to  Heck -Jones  Memorial 
-$2,420.12  to  State  Missions  and  $45.00  to  Burney  Fund.    A  total  of  $17,129.76. 

Missions  is  the  heart  of  the  Bible,  the  purpose  of  the  Christian,  the  reason  for  the 
missionary,  the  glory  of  Christendom.  The  study  of  missions  is  a  privilege,  a  duty,  a 
responsibility;  it  is  an  adventure,  an  intellectual  prod,  a  soul  awakener.  Mission 
literature  brings  the  world  to  your  heart  and  takes  your  heart  into  the  world. 

Study  is  necessary  for  all  Christians  who  want  to  know  the  world  in  which  they 
live.  Mission  study  gives  them  a  world  view  with  a  Christian  interpretation.  It  places 
on  them  a  feeling  of  responsibility  for  the  salvation  of  lost  nations.    It  increases  their 
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gifts  to  missions.  It  lends  wings  to  their  prayers.  The  women  and  young  people 
in  our  W.M.U.  Association  have  shown  that  they  believe  in  study— They  report 
148  classes  for  the  year, 

"The  sky  is  full  of  things,"  said  an  officer  connected  with  the  flying  saucer  project. 
So  are  books.  They  are  filled  with  politics,  business,  art  and  music;  with  the  most 
beautiful  and  interesting  places  on  the  globe;  with  its  dirtiest  and  most  revolting  spots. 
They  are  filled  with  tensions,  problems,  wars  and  conflicts.  They  are  filled  with 
strange  people  and  customs  strange  because  they  are  different  from  ours.  They  are 
filled  with  heroes  and  heroines  of  the  cross  of  Jesus  Christ,  little  known  and 
unsung;  with  the  trail  blazers  and  steady  plodders,  translators,  preachers,  teachers, 
doctors,  nurses,  all  of  whom  are  eager  to  make  known  to  millions  a  better  way  of  life. 
A  way  that  is  not  any  nation's  but  the  way  of  Christ. 

There  were  1146  women  who  read  one  or  more  books.  The  distribution  of  mis- 
sionary information  is  a  major  purpose  of  our  organization  and  mission  study  is 
its  heart. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  for  the  progress  that  our  Young  people  have  made 
during  the  year.  The  Associational  Directors  of  our  youth  organizations  have  each 
held  meetings  during  the  year.  The  Y.W.A.  banquet  was  held  at  the  Colonial  Inn 
at  Hillsboro  with  125  present.  The  Girl's  Auxiliary  had  a  covered  dish  supper 
during  their  Focus  Week  at  Carrboro  with  over  300  in  attendance.  The  first  Day 
Camp  for  Sunbeams  was  held  at  Bethel  Church  during  their  Focus  Week  with  150 
present.  Last  November  we  had  a  Leadership  Course  taught  for  the  Youth  Directors 
and  Counselors  with  a  good  attendance  resulting  in  many  receiving  cards  of  accredita- 
tion. 

Glen  Hope  Y.W.A. s  reached  the  attainment  of  Honor— this  is  the  highest  attain- 
ment and  they  are  the  first  Y.W.A  to  receive  any  recognition— we  are  proud  of  them. 
Miss  Sherrill  Stratton  of  Glen  Hope  Y.W.A.  received  the  award  of  Citation. 

Grove  Park  has  both  of  their  Sunbeam  Bands  receiving  recognition  as  Approved. 

Glen  Hope  has  4  G.A.  organizations  receiving  recognition  as  Honor,  Burlington 
First  had  one  and   Hillsboro  First  had  one. 

The  following  G.A.  received  recognition  as  Advanced;  2  from  Glen  Hope,  2  from 
Burlington   First— one  each  from  Tabernacle  Mebane— Grove   Park  and  Mars  Hill. 

The  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Mebane  Church  with  over  300  present.  Four 
Executive  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year— also  2  Mission  Study  Institutes 
and  two  Leadership  Conference. 

May  we  remember  these  words  that  Miss  Annie  Armstrong  said  not  long  before 
her  death.  "I  have  always  found  that  if  one  will  'go  forward'  in  faith,  she  will 
find  the  stone  rolled  away."  It  is  my  prayer  that  with  clarity  of  mind,  breadth  of 
vision  and  adventurous  faith  Womans  Missionary  Union  of  Mt.  Zion  will  seek,  and 
find  power  for  advance. 

"I  do  believe  the  world  is  swinging  toward  the  light." 
So  spoke  a  soul  on  fire  with  holy  flame. 
Amid  the  dark  such  faith  pierced  thru  the  night. 
The  dreamers  wrought,  and   living  fruitage   came. 

Our  light  grows  dim;  the  air  is  thick  with  doom. 
And  everywhere  men's  souls  are  crushed  with  fears. 
Yet  high  above  the  carnage  and  the  gloom 
The   call   resounds   across  the   teaming  years

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WORLD-WIDE  MISSIONS 

The  command  of  Jesus  given  to  his  disciples  and  thus  to  his  followers  of  all 
ages  brought  the  greatest  response  from  Southern  Baptists  this  past  year  that  Baptists 
have  ever  made.  We  have  found  his  command,  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all 
nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you: 
and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  (Matthew  28:19-20). 
filling  with  new  life  and  power  his  people  this  past  year. 

World-wide  missions  is  missions  beginning  at  home  and  going  out  to  encompass 
the  globe.  We  shall  report  on  State  Missions,  Home  Missions,  and  Foreign  Missions 
a  parts  of  world-wide  missions. 

Foreign  Missions 

This  past  year  brought  Southern  Baptists  to  the  time  in  history  when  we  have 
mission  work  going  in  forty  countries  of  the  world.  In  April  of  this  year  a  mis- 
sionary couple  was  appointed  to  Vietnam.  This  was  the  first  time  for  Southern 
Baptists  to  have  work  in  this  country.  The  total  number  of  Foreign  Mission  Board 
appointments  now  serving  is  1,365  in  October,  1959. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  reported  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  May 
of  this  year:  "A  greater  degree  of  support  than  ever  before  has  been  provided  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering.  It  should  be 
remembered,  however,  that  many  needs  are  still  unmet  on  mission  fields  because 
funds  are  not  available."  It  is  the  plan  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  have  under 
appointment  no  less  than  2,000  missionaries  by  1964.  Dr.  Cauthen  has  said  there 
is  a  need  for  each  of  them,  and  if  they  were  ready  and  available  every  one  could  be 
placed  immediately. 

Missionaries  are  most  urgently  needed  now  more  than  ever.  The  world  population 
is  increasing  faster  than  we  are  making  preparations  to  minister  to  the  people.  The 
Foreign  Mission  Board  in  the  face  of  this  fact  is  laying  more  stress  this  year  upon 
evangelism. 

Total  income  for  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  1958  was  $15,549,177.20.  This 
amount  included  $6,095,197.92  from  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering. 

For  years  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  been  housed  in  two  dwelling  houses  in 
Richmond,  Virginia.  At  the  end  of  1958  the  Board  was  able  to  move  into  a  new 
building  at  3806  Monument  Avenue,  Richmond,  Virginia. 

Home  Missions 

The  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  also  experienced 
a  year  of  unprecedented  growth.  A  new  plan  of  organization  to  enable  the  Board  to 
greater  service  was  implemented  January  1,  1959.  The  Board  was  organized  into 
five  divisions.    They  are: 

I.  Division  of  Evangelism,  Leonard  Sanderson,  Director 
II.  Division  of  Missions,  Arthur  B.  Rutledge,  Director 

III.  Division  of  Education  and  Promotion,  L.  O.  Griffith,  Director 

IV.  Division  of  Chaplaincy,  Alfred  Carpenter,  Director 

V.  Division  of  Church  Loans,  G.  Frank  Garrison,  Director 

The  work  in  Cuba  was  hindered  a  great  deal  by  the  revolution  there  in  1958  and 
early  1959.  More  and  more  the  churches  of  Cuba  are  assuming  much  of  the  financial 
responsibility  for  the  work  in  that  country.  In  Panama  also  the  churches  are 
making  progress  in  the  matter  of  providing  more  local  support  for  the  work  there. 

The  main  emphasis  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  in  1959  has  been  given  to  evange- 
lism. Simultaneous  Revivals  were  promoted  over  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  this 
year  by  the  Home  Mission  Board.    Plans  are  being  made  to  cooperate  with  the  Sunday 
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School  Board  and  other  agencies  in  1960  with  special  emphasis  upon  education  in 
the  churches. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  also  cooperating  with  other  agencies  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  promotion  of  the  30,000  Movement.  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren  is 
heading  this  work. 

Last  year  the  Home  Board  had  1729  workers.  This  number  included  447  Summer 
Students.  This  represented  a  gain  of  11  in  missionary  personnel.  There  were  564 
new  missions  started.  The  number  of  new  churches  constituted  reached  399.  In 
addition  to  the  1729  workers  reported  above  there  were  382  Southern  Baptists 
Chaplains  serving  with  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

State  Missions 

State  Missions  serve  not  only  to  reach  the  countless  lost  people  of  our  state. 
State  Missions  strengthen  the  home  base  in  order  that  we  might  have  a  world-wide 
missionary  program.  Dr.  E.  L.  Spivey  continues  to  lead  North  Carolina  Baptist  work 
through  State  Missions.  He  has  estimated  that  one  half  of  those  living  in  North 
Carolina  are  unsaved.  This  means  perhaps  two  million  people  in  our  state  to  be 
reached  for  Christ. 

The  work  of  State  Missions  reach  out  over  North  Carolina  through  an  educational 
ministry  through  our  colleges,  through  Sunday  school  and  Training  Union  promotion, 
through  assistance  with  new  work  and  pastor's  salary,  through  the  assemblies  at  South- 
port  and  Fruitland,  the  Department  of  Evangelism,  Audio  Visuals,  Church  Develop- 
ment, Church  Planning,  Department  of  Church  Music,  and  the  Brotherhood. 

Total  income  for  the  State  Missions  department  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist 
State  Convention  last  year  was  $499,565.28. 

State  Missions  is  part  of  the  world-wide  missionary  program  of  Jesus.  It  must  be 
our  program.  "Go  ye,"  said  Jesus.  State  Missions  is  an  effort  to  go  throughout 
North  Carolina  and  into  the  whole  world.

Historical  Sketches  of  Mt.  Zioii  Churches 


Brief  histories  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches  are  recorded  in  the  Minutes  of  the  years  as 
herewith  listed.  The  Association  Historian  suggests  that  every  church  in  the  As- 
sociation have  copies  of  the  Associational  Minutes  bound  every  ten  years  and  keep 
them  in  the  local  church  libraries.  This  will  make  the  Minutes  of  the  years  available 
to  all  the  churches,  and  those  bound  volumes  will  grow  more  valuable  with  each 
passing  year. 

Although  our  Association  has  had  Historians  almost  from  the  date  of  its  organiza- 
tion still  the  Clerk  was  not  able  to  find  the  history  of  any  church  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  until  1921.  Just  why  the  sketches  of  other  years  were  not  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  is  inexplicable. 

At  the  1874  session  of  the  Association  it  was  decided  to  elect  an  Historian  annually. 
The  Minutes  of  1875  record  that  "The  report  of  the  historian  was  adopted  and  ordered 
to  be  recorded  in  the  'Book  of  Records  of  the  Association.'  "  No  trace  of  this  book 
exists.

Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of 

The  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association 
1960 

Preamble 
We,  the  Baptist  Churches  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association,  unite  according 
to  the  plan  and  for  the  purpose  and  work  of  New  Testament  churches  in  our  world, 
and  to  this  end  to  cooperate  to  the  fullest  extent  possible  with  the  State  and  Southern 
Baptist  Conventions,  according  to  the  following  articles: 

Article  I   Name 
The  name  of  this  body  is  the  "Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association". 

Article  II  Purpose 
It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  the  Association  to  cooperate  with  the  State  and  Southern 
Baptist  Conventions  in  the  promotion  of  Christian  Missions  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
in  any  other  related  objects  such  as  evangelism.  Christian  education,  benevolent  enter- 
prises, and  social  services  which  it  may  deem  proper  and  advisable  for  the  furtherance 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Article  III   Membership 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  cooperating  Baptist  churches  in 
the  area  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive 
churches,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  Member 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  Any  church  in  the  Association  which  fails 
to  cooperate  with  the  Association  shall  be  contacted  by  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Association  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  church 
relative  to  its  continuance  in  the  Association.  The  committee  shall  report  and  bring 
appropriate  recommendations  to  the  Association. 

A  cooperating  church  shall  be  defined  as  one  which  sends  a  report  and  messengers 
to  the  annual  session,  and  contributes  to  the  financial  program  of  the  Association. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  make  a  written  re- 
quest to  the  Committee  on  Membership  of  the  Association  at  least  three  months  prior 
to  the  annual  meeting.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  and  the 
Executive  Board,  the  requirements  hereinafter  set  forth  have  been  met,  the  church  may 
be  recommended  for  membership  without  delay  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion.   In  any  other  case  a  church  may  be  received  under  watchcare. 

Article  IV   Meetings 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  meet  annually  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  after 
the  third  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  Meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator  provided  two  weeks 
notice  is  given  to  the  member  churches. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  emergency,  the  Executive  Board  shall  have  power  to  change 
the  time  and/or  place  of  meetings. 
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Section  4.  Each  church  shall  elect  annually  one  messenger  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Association  for  each  50  members  of  the  church  in  addition  to  the  pastor,  provided 
each  church  shall  have  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifteen  messengers.  These 
shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed 
in  the  minutes  shall  include  only  those  attending  and  registering  at  the  Association. 

Article  V  Authority 
While  independent  and  sovereign  in  its  own  sphere,  the  Association  does  not  claim, 
and  will  never  attempt  to  exercise,  any  authority  over  any  other  Baptist  body,  whether 
church  or  auxiliary  organization. 

Article  VI  Officers  and  Their  Election 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Music  Director,  Auditor,  Historian,  Associational  Sunday  School 
Superintendent,  Associational  Training  Union  Director,  Associational  "Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  President,  and  Associational  Brotherhood  President. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  last  day  of  the  annual  meeting  for  a 
term  of  one  year  each.  The  nominees  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Nominations    (By-Law  V,  Section  7). 

Section  3.  Officers  shall  assume  their  duties  at  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  at 
which  elected,  and  shall  serve  until  the  close  of  the  next  annual  meeting,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected. 

Section  4.  Any  person  having  served  two  terms  as  Moderator  shall  be  ineligible  for 
re-election  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

Article  VII  Trustees  and  Their  Election 
There  shall  be  three  trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  a  lawyer,  serving 
terms  of  six  years  each  on  a  rotating  basis.  On  nomination  by  the  Committee  on 
Nominations,  one  new  trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  in  each  even 
year  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  one  of  the  three;  no 
trustee  being  eligible  to  succeed  himself  until  after  the  lapse  of  two  years.  The  expira- 
tion date  of  each  trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational 
Minutes. 

Article  VIII  The  Executive  Board 
The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  associational  officers  (Art.  VI,  Sect.  1), 
the  Associational  Missionary  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  one  lay  member  chosen  by 
each  member  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual 
report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  of  the  Association.  The  Executive 
Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as 
limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  meet  quarterly,  and 
to  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Article  IX   Committees 
Section    1.     The  Association  shall   have  the  following  standing  committees,  with 
their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  through  the  following 
annual  meeting. 

A.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  elected  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting:

Article  X   Amendments 

Section  1.  The  provisions  of  this  Constitution  shall  not  be  waived  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Association,  except  as  herein  provided  for  amendments  thereof. 

Section  2.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  session  of 
the  Association  upon  an  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voting  members  present, 
provided  that  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  Moderator 
at  least  15  days  prior  to  the  meeting,  and  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
for  its  report  and  recommendation.  It  must  be  presented  to  the  Association  on  the 
first  day  and  voted  upon  by  the  Association  on  the  second  day,  by  a  standing  vote. 

By-Laws 
By-Law  I    Parliamentary  Rules 

Kerfoot's  "Parliamentary  Law"  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for 
conducting  its  deliberative  assemblies,  except  as  the  Association  prescribes  otherwise. 
By-Law  II     Associational  Year 

The  Associational  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 
By-Law  III     New  Churches 

Any  church  seeking  admission  to  the  membership  of  the  Association  shall  petition 
in  writing  the  Executive  Board  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association,  which  petition  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Membership 
for  its  study  of  the  petitioning  church's  covenant,  articles  of  faith,  history,  practices, 
cooperative  spirit,  its  relations  to  other  member  churches  of  the  Association,  and  its 
willingness  to  abide  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Association.  The  Com- 
mittee on  Membership  shall  then  report  to  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  its 
findings  and  recommendations  for  Associational  action. 

By-Law  IV    Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  appoint  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place 
and  Preacher,  Committee  on  Resolutions,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  Executive  Board,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  other  com- 
mittees. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence,  or  at  the  pleasure,  of 
the  moderator,  and  shall  be  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at 
least  a  month  before  the  Association's  annual  meeting,  distribute  at  the  annual  meeting 
mimeographed  copies  of  the  Digest  of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the 
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proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  minutes  to 
the  member  churches  within  sixty  days  after  the  annual  meeting,  keep  on  file  copies 
of  minutes,  records  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and,  also,  serve  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  bank  all  funds  of  the  Association  in  the 
name  of  the  Association;  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association, 
its  Executive  Board,  or  as  designated  in  the  Budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of 
receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at  the  annual  meeting  and  give  an 
oral  report  at  each  quarterly  Executive  Board  Meeting;  and  keep  books  available  and 
up  to  date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  Music  Director  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  music  program  of  the  As- 
sociation at  and  between  annual  meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  at  the  close  of  the  Associational  year  make  an  audit  of 
the  Treasurer's  records. 

Section  7.  The  Historian  shall  collect  and  preserve  historical  data  on  the  Associa- 
tion and  its  churches,  and  shall  make  a  written  report  to  each  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association. 

By-Law  V    Duties  of  Committees 

Section  1.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers and  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program 
for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the 
program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  annual  meeting.  It  shall  in 
the  opening  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  present  the  printed  program  for 
adoption  and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business 
become  necessary. 

Section  2.     The  Committee  on  Missions 

(1)  This  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  Associational  officers:  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  of  Enlargement  and  Evangelism,  Training  Union  Director 
of  Enlistment,  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Vice-President,  Brotherhood  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Chairman  of  Committee  on  Evangelism,  Treasurer,  and  three  additional 
members  elected  by  the  Association  to  serve  three  years  on  a  rotating  basis.  It 
shall  work  with  the  Associational  Missionary  in  promoting  the  work  in  the 
Association,  and  lead  and  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  in  beginning  new 
mission  stations. 

(2)  If  such  advice  is  sought,  it  shall  advise  any  group  seeking  to  organize  a  new 
church.  It  shall  also  seek  to  help  any  member  church  desiring  assistance  with  its 
problems. 

(3)  When  without  a  Missionary,  this  Committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to 
the  Association,  or  its  Executive  Board,  for  election  a  new  Missionary  according 
to  By-Law  VII,  Section  1. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  pro- 
mote the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in  cooperation  with  the  Association  and 
the  State  Department  of  Evangelism.  All  plans  and  programs  to  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  five  members  and  the  Treasurer, 
shall  study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget 
to  the  Association  for  the  following  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of 
the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the 
annual  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordinations,  composed  of  five  members,  shall,  when 
requested  by  a  member  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a  candi- 
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date  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  Each  candidate  shall  be  examined  as  to  his  Christian 
experience,  call  to  and  preparation  for  the  ministry,  doctrinal  beliefs,  and  attitude 
toward  our  Denomination  and  its  program. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Memorials,  composed  of  three  members,  shall  bring  a 
report  at  the  annual  meeting  and  shall  lead  in  a  memorial  service  in  memory  of  those 
reported  by  the  churches  as  deceased  since  the  last  annual  meeting. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  seven  members,  shall  con- 
tact before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  the 
officers  and  trustees  of  the  Association  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Consti- 
tution, and  the  persons  to  bring  reports  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association 
the  officers  and  trustees  of  the  Association  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the 
Constitution,  and  the  persons  to  bring  reports  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion. This  Committee  shall  also  fill  vacancies  which  occur  between  annual  meetings 
of  the  Association  among  persons  to  bring  reports  to  the  annual  meeting,  which  were 
nominated  by  this  Committee. 

This  Committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  five  members  shall  be 
available  to  study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommen- 
dations as  needed  to  keep  the  Constitution  in  line  with  the  policies  and  programs  of  the 
Association. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Membership,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  per- 
form the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  (Article  III,  Section  3  and 
By-Law  III). 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Calendar  shall  be  composed  of  the  following  Associ- 
ational  officers:  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  President,  Brotherhood  President,  Music  Director,  and  two  addi- 
tional members  elected  by  the  Association.  This  Committee  shall  work  out  as  soon  as 
possible  each  year  an  Associational  Calendar  for  the  coming  year  and  present  same  to 
the  Executive  Board  for  adoption. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  seven  members,  shall  per- 
form the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  IX,  Section  1),  and  shall  assist 
the  Executive  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  other  standing  committees  occurring 
between  sessions.     This  Committee  shall  also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  five  members,  shall 
receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meeting  for  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also 
recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  for  the  annual  and  doctrinal  sermons  which 
shall  be  given  one  on  the  first  day  and  the  other  on  the  second  day  to  be  alternated 
from  year  to  year. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  draw 
up  and  present  to  the  Association  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  any  other  resolu- 
tions it  may  deem  expedient. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare 
for  and  direct  the  enrollment  of  the  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions.  Each  messenger 
shall  be  enrolled  only  once  during  the  annual  meeting.  Also,  this  Committee  shall 
be  prepared  to  report  on  enrollment  as  called  for  during  the  sessions. 

By-Law  VI     Trustees 

The  legal  title  to  all  real  and  personal  property  of  the  Association  shall  be  vested 
in  the  trustees  and  their  successors  in  such  office.  The  said  trustees  may  convey  said 
property  by  proper  legal  instruments  pursuant  to  resolutions  adopted  and  approved 
by  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.    They  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the 
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Association  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Association  or  its  Executive  Board.     See 
Article  VII  of  Constitution. 

By-Law  VII     Associational  Missionary 

Section  1.  His  selection  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mis- 
sions and  on  vote  by  the  Association  in  its  annual  meeting  or,  between  sessions  of  the 
Association,  by  its  Executive  Board.  He  shall  be  a  member  of  all  committees  and  or- 
ganizations of  the  Association  in  a  serving  and  advisory  capacity.  The  relationship  be- 
tween the  Association  and  its  Missionary  may  be  terminated  by  either  party  upon  the 
giving  of  reasonable  notice. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Missionary  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association 
and  Denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the 
Associational  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the 
Executive  Board,  and  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

By-Law  VIII     Annual  Reports 

Persons  who  are  to  bring  reports  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall 
present  the  same  to  the  Associational  Missionary,  or  Clerk,  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting  in  order  for  these  to  be  included  in  the  Book  of  Reports,  which  will 
be  given  to  all  messengers  at  the  annual  sessions. 

By-Law  IX    Amendments 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  messengers  present  and  voting.

Resolutions:  C.  S.  Prickett,  Chairman— The  report  as  adopted  is  included  in  the  Book 
of  Reports. 

Enrolment:  Jack  Clark,  Clerk,  Chairman:  It  was  reported  that  total  attendance  for 
both  days  was  390.  There  were  152  registered  messengers,  106  registered  visitors,  and 
II  nursery  children.  There  were  six  churches  not  represented,  and  three  churches 
not  sending  letters. 

51.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Changes  pre- 
sented in  writing  and  read  to  the  messengers  the  first  day,  was  adopted 
after  minor  changes.    This  gives  the  association  a  new  constitution. 

52.  The  Scripture,  Matthew  3:1-12,  was  read  by  Luther  A.  Nail, 
pastor.  Calvary,  who  also  led  in  prayer. 

53.  The  doctrinal  sermon  on  Repentance  was  brought  by  A.  C.  Star- 
ling, pastor.  New  Hope.  He  brought  a  scriptural,  informative,  and  use- 
ful message  on  repentance. 

54.  The  session  was  ended  with  the  singing  of  "Doxology."  G.  W. 
Swinney,  pastor  of  Glen  Hope,  led  the  benediction  prayer. 
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REPORT  OF  AUDIO  VISUAL  AIDS 

The  goal  of  all  church  endeavors  is  to  reach  more  people  effectively  with  the  Gospel 
of  Christ.  Audio  visual  aids  are  God-given  tools  with  great  power  for  reaching  people 
with  God's  message. 

Audio  visual  education  is  the  effort  to  help  people  learn  through  hearing  and 
seeing.  The  purpose  is  that  people  may  learn  faster  and  more  effectively  that  which 
is  taught.  These  aids  are  to  be  used  as  intruments  to  help  attain  definite  objectives 
in  the  teaching  process. 

The  Department  of  Program  Services  has  no  program  to  offer  the  churches.  It  seeks 
only  to  undergird  and  strengthen  the  existing  church  programs  already  set  in  motion. 
The  Department  promotes  the  use  of  both  nonprojected  and  projected  visual  aids. 

Our  ministry,  a  division  of  Promotion,  is  divided  as  follows: 

1.  We  seek  to  provide  an  adequate  library  of  both  35mm  filmstrips  and  16mm 
sound  motion  pictures  in  support  of  the  total  Baptist  program.  All  films  in  the  library 
are  free  rental  to  all  the  churches  in  the  Convention.  A  large  number  of  teaching 
and  promotional  films  are  added  to  the  library  each  year.  There  are  film  titles  to 
cover  every  area  of  Baptist  work.  Included  are  films  on  the  work  of  the  Sunday 
School,  Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions,  Children's  activi- 
ties, Christian  life.  Evangelism  and  Stewardship.  Approximately  7,000  films  are  booked 
every  year. 

2.  The  Department  produces  each  year  several  35mm  filmstrips  and  motion  pictures 
on  special  areas  of  Baptist  work  in  the  state.  This  year  we  have  produced  two  16mm 
motion  pictures,  HEARTS  ROAD  TO  RECOVERY  for  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  support 
of  Mother's  Day  offering  and  THE  SCHOOL  OF  GRAPHIC  ARTS  for  Chowan 
College  for  promotion  of  this  area  of  their  work.  Scheduled  for  fall  release,  the 
premiere  date  being  the  Annual  Convention,  will  be  the  new  16mm  color  sound  motion 
picture  on  missions  depicting  the  mission  needs  in  the  state  and  throughout  the 
world.  These  films  are  also  distributed  on  free  rental  basis,  as  are  all  films,  within 
the  convention. 

3.  Another  ministry  of  the  Department  is  the  workshops  planned  each  year  upon 
the  request  from  associations.  Complete  exhibits  and  demonstrations  are  the  heart 
of  this  service.  These  workshops  may  be  sponsored  by  any  organization  of  the  associa- 
tion. They  are  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  every  church  leader  and  pastor.  Work- 
shops for  the  fall  months  are  being  scheduled  at  the  present  time.  These  meetings 
are  scheduled  for  one  evening  only  with  double  periods. 

4.  Our  services  extend  into  many  related  fields.  We  counsel  with  pastors  and 
committees  throughout  the  year  concerning  the  right  types  of  equipment  to  purchase 
in  carrying  out  the  church  program.  We  work  closely  with  the  Department  of  Church 
Architecture  in  designing  "sight  and  sound"  installations  which  should  be  incorporated 
into  the  building  program.  These  installations  include  taping  faclities,  projection 
systems,  enforced  sound,  translucent  baptistry  systems,  radio  loops  and  television  in- 
stallations both  for  station  and  closed  circuit  use.  More  than  100  churches  are  aided 
each  year  in  these  areas. 

5.  Special  tape  recorded  messages  as  presented  at  the  annual  Convention  and  the 
Conference  on  Evangelism  are  made  available  on  a  cost  basis  to  the  churches  of  the 
Convention  each  year.  Each  year  almost  100  churches  avail  themselves  of  this  service. 
Taped  recorded  radio  programs  are  distributed  each  year  to  the  stations  participating 
in  the  Baptist  Network.  Some  twenty-five  to  forty  radio  stations  join  the  network 
each  year  for  these  programs.     The  Department  prepares  and  presents  each  week  a 
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church-centered  telecast  over  one  of  the  major  TV  stations  in  North  Carolina.  Through 
these  channels,  the  Baptists  receive  each  year  many  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of  news 
coverage.  Many  times  during  the  year,  special  news  releases  are  forwarded  to  more 
than  350  news  outlets,  on  the  average  of  almost  one  per  week. 

6.  In  support  of  the  total  Baptist  program,  the  Department  of  Program  Services 
assists  all  departments  and  special  committees  in  the  field  of  Graphic  Arts  with  lay- 
outs and  related  pictures  for  programs,  brochures  and  posters.  We  have  provided 
many  of  the  pictures  appearing  in  the  Biblical  Recorder  to  give  emphasis  to  the 
Baptist  program.  Charts  and  diagrams  have  been  prepared  for  several  departments 
for  special  presentations  at  Clinics,  Conventions  and  campaigns.  The  chart  and  bulle- 
tin insert  on  the  Cooperative  Program  have  been  prepared  and  made  available 
through  the  Promotion  Department  on  a  free  basis  to  the  churches.  More  than  100 
special  designs  in  this  field  have  been  prepared  during  the  year.  Graphic  arts  is 
one  of  the   major  services  of  our  staff. 

7.  Finally,  we  seek  to  cooperate  with  every  Agency  and  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  We  promote  the  major  emphases  of  each  group  at  the  time 
scheduled  on  the  Baptist  calendar  during  the  year.  It  is  our  desire  to  assist  every 
association  and  every  church  in  winning  and  developing  people  in  the  likeness  of 
Christ.  We  covet  your  prayers  as  we  labor  in  the  Lord's  work  as  a  Department  in 
the   Division   of   Promotion  of  our   Convention.

REPORT  ON  BROTHERHOOD  WORK 

The  minutes  of  the  Associational  year  ending  September  30,  1959  indicate  that 
there  were  twenty  (20)  churches  in  Mount  Zion  Association  with  an  organized 
Brotherhood  with  a  total  of  six  hundred  and  thirteen  (613)  men  enrolled.  There 
were  twenty-three  churches  that  reported  no  Brotherhood.  Twenty-one  (21)  churches 
reported  twenty-two  (22)  Junior  R.  A.  Chapters  and  eleven  (11)  Intermediate  R.  A. 
Chapters,  for  a  total  of  thirty-three  (33)  chapters  with  three  hundred  and  forty- 
seven    (347)  boys  enrolled. 

These  figures  point  up  vividly  the  vast  imtapped  resources  in  our  churches  that 
are  available  for  the  total  program  of  our  local  churches.  A  Brotherhood  provides 
learning  opportunities,  enriched  fellowship,  challenges  men  to  service,  and  uses  them 
in  advancing  the  total  church  program.  The  new  Brotherhood  Organizational  Plan 
directs  the  Brotherhood  toward  effective  Personal  Stexvardship,  Christian  Wihicss, 
World  Missions,  and   Royal  Ajnbassador  Leadership. 

Look  at  the  purpose  of  the  Associational  Brotherhood: 

1.  To  provide  a  means  of  Christian  fellowship  among  the  men  of  the  Churches. 

2.  To   provide   for    the   men   a   challenging,   informative,   and   inspiring   associa- 
tional  brotherhood  program. 

3.  To  create  and  stimulate  interest  in  and  to  provide  leadership  for  the  Royal 
ambassador  movement. 

4.  To  quicken  the  interest  of  the  men  in  the  total  activities  of  the  Church  and 
denomination. 

5.  To  deepen  the  men's  spiritual  life. 

6.  To  promote  the  total  program  of  the  churches. 
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Here  is  an  area  of  our  program  that  presents  a  challenge  to  all  of  the  churches 
in  our  Association.  Churches  that  now  have  a  Brotherhood  should  enlist  more  men; 
in  order  to  make  it  more  effective.  Churches  without  a  Brotherhood  should  make 
plans  immediately  to  organize  their  men  for  service.  Your  associational  officers  stand 
ready  to  assist  in  this  undertaking. 
Will  we  accept  the  challenge?

REPORT   ON   CHILDREN'S   HOMES 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  Incorporated,  is  a  multiple 
service  agency  providing  Christian  love  and  nurture  for  more  than  800  deserving 
boys  and  girls  annually. 

The  three  homes  are:  Mills  Home  at  Thomasville  with  311  children,  Kennedy  Home 
at  Kinston  with  165,  and  Odum  Home  at  Pembroke  with  24  children. 

There  are  160  children  in  Foster  Homes  and  40  others  who  are  assisted  by  Mother's 
Aid.     Case  work  supervision  is  afforded  30  college  students  annually. 

Children  attend  public  school  and  participate  in  all  school  activities.  Opportunities 
for  Christian  commitment  and  spiritual  growth  are  afforded  on  the  campuses,  in  the 
cottages,  and  through  the  Churches. 

Relatives,  pastors,  social  service  agencies,  and  interested  friends  make  inquiries 
about  admission  of  children  in  need  of  care.  When  applications  are  received,  well 
trained  case  workers  make  a  thorough  study  of  each  situation  to  determine  the  need 
and  the  best  possible  plan  of  care  for  the  child. 

The  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Children's  Homes  affords  case  work  services 
throughout  the  state.  Individuals,  families,  pastors,  and  Churches  are  entitled  to  this 
help  upon  request. 

The  Baptist  Child  Care  Program  is  supported  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
31.5  per  cent.  Thanksgiving  Offerings  31.1  per  cent,  Once-A-Month  Offerings  21.9  per 
cent.  Special  Gifts  and  Endowment  15.5  per  cent. 

Income  for  the  past  three  years  has  not  been  sufficient  to  meet  minimum  needs. 
Many  children  have  been  denied  a  Christian  home  whom  we  should  have  served.  An 
increased  Thanksgiving  Offering  is  imperative  this  year. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  caring  for  homeless  and  dependent  children  for 
75  years.  Appropriate  observance  of  the  75th  Anniversary  will  be  made  in  November. 
During  these  years,  more  than  8,000  children  have  been  afforded  life's  best  oppor- 
tunities. The  need  for  such  services  increases  with  the  development  of  industry,  in- 
crease in  population,  growth  of  cities,  and  the  mounting  tensions  which  accrue  to 
families  in  an  urbanized  society. 

John  E.  Roberts  became  Editor  of  Charity  and  Children,  June  1,  1960.  We  in- 
vision,  under  his  editorship,  this  paper  making  an  increasing  contribution  to  the  total 
life  of  our  Baptist  people. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  will  continue  to  love  and  serve  dependent  children.  No 
other  object  is  so  worthy  of  service  and  sacrifice.  Many  areas  of  unmet  need  confront 
us  each  day.     Your  continued  interest  and  increasing  support  will  help  us  meet  them.

REPORT  ON  EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS 

Since  its  organization  in  1943,  the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  have  looked  to  the 
Council  on  Christian  Education  as  the  correlating  agency  for  all  our  seven  Baptist 
Colleges.    In  these  seven  colleges  we  have  one-eighth  of  all  college  students  enrolled  in 
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North  Carolina.  The  Baptist  Colleges  are  following  the  practice  of  all  other  colleges 
in  promoting  a  very  vigorous  program  of  recruiting  students  with  a  definite  emphasis 
peculiar  to  Baptist  Colleges.  A  Christian  college  campus  provides  the  finest  educa- 
tional environment  for  young  people  coming  from  a  Christian  background.  It  is  in 
this  atmosphere  that  young  people  who  are  Christians  are  helped  personally,  spiritu- 
ally, and  educationally. 

Our  two  senior  colleges,  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith,  and  our  fine  Junior  Colleges, 
Campbell,  Chowan,  Wingate,  Gardner-Webb,  and  Mars  Hill,  are  all  fully  accredited 
by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  and  are  members  of 
recognized  educational  associations. 

For  four  years  now.  Father's  Day,  has  been  set  aside  for  emphasis  of  Christian 
Education.  Many  churches  promote  the  special  offering  on  that  day  for  our  colleges. 
The  churches  are  to  be  commended  for  this  practice,  and  the  procedure  is  reommended 
to  the  42  churches  of  our  association. 

We  ought  to  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  cause  of  Christian  Education  through  our 
colleges.  Our  concern  will  be  evidenced  through  our  praying,  giving,  and  promoting 
of  the  unselfish  service  of  these  institutions.

EVANGELISM  REPORT 

The  Christian's  marching  orders  are  given  to  him  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ:  "Go 
ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost  .  .  ."      (Matthew  28:19-20) 

Paul  exhorted  Timothy  to  do  the  work  of  an  evangelist:  "Watch  thou  in  all  things, 
endure  afflictions,  do  the  work  of  an  evangelist  .  .  ."  (II  Tim.  4:5).  The  ideal  evangelist 
is  one  who  has  experienced  an  awakening  in  his  own  heart  to  the  reality  of  Christian 
experience  and  who  has  his  soul  aflame  to  win  others  to  Jesus  Christ.  It  has  been 
said  of  Martin  Luther,  "Heaven  shook  a  monk  and  the  monk  shook  the  world."  It 
is  likewise  true  that  God  shook  D.  L.  Moody,  the  shoe  salesman,  and  in  turn  he  shook 
two  continents  with  his  evangelistic  fervor,  and  this  is  the  divine  way.  God,  first  of 
all,  finds  and  fashions  an  individual,  and  then  through  him  draws  the  world  to  higher 
things.  Do  you  ever  wonder  whom  God  is  going  to  use  next?  Who  knows— it  may  be 
you! 

As  an  evangelist,  to  make  full  proof  of  one's  ministry,  the  evangelist  needs  to 
approximate  to  the  ideal:  to  have  a  deep  experience  of  the  grace  of  God;  to  carry 
the  evident  mark  of  separation  from  the  world;  to  cultivate  holy  intimacy  with  heaven; 
to  be  obedient  to  the  voice  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  to  share  his  Master's  passion  for  souls; 
to  be  saved  from  ulterior  motives;  and  to  labor  in  the  light  of  eternity. 

From  a  pamphlet  from  the  Division  of  Evangelism  'of  Home  Mission  Board  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention:  I  quote,  "Evangelism  is  the  process  of  presenting  the  good 
news  of  Jesus  Christ  that  men  may  believe  in  Him  as  Saviour  and  serve  Him  as  Lord 
in  the  fellowship  of  the  church.  (I.  Cor.  15:1-4,  Rom.  10:13,  Acts  16:31).  You  are  an 
evangelist.  Preachers  (II  Tim.  4:5);  deacons  (Acts  21:8);  all  Christians  (Matt.  28:19- 
20,  Acts  8:4)." 

To  evangelize  the  lost,  we  must  use  personal  and  public  methods.  New  Testament 
examples  of  both  these  methods  of  soul-winning  are  abundant.  Each  one  is  essential 
if  the  task  is  to  succeed. 

The  Department  of  Evangelism  recommends  two  revivals  in  each  church  each  year. 
Dr.  Hopkins,  who  heads  this  department  for  North  Carolina  Baptists,  urges  strongly 
that  one  of  these  meetings  be  continued  two  weeks.  He,  with  other  men,  who  serve 
in  similar  positions,  feels  this  kind  of  emphasis  is  necessary  if  we  are  to  reach  many 
people  for  Christ  and  the  church. 
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A  glimpse  at  statistics  on  baptisms  in  the  Mount  Zion  Association  for  the  last  three 
years  reveals  clearly  the  need  for  every  person  to  put  forth  an  effort  in  his  com- 
munity if  we  are  to  reach  many  of  these  lost  people. 

We  make  our  appeal  to  you  to  do  your  best  to  win  some  of  these  lost  people  to 
Christ  and  the  church  during  the  year  ahead  of  us.

EXECUTIVE  BOARD'S  REPORT 

Your  Associational  Executive  Board  was  active  in  promoting  the  work  of  the 
association  this  year,  holding  meetings  in  November,  January,  April,  July,  and  October. 

At  the  November  meeting  a  proposed  Calendar  of  Activities  was  adopted,  and  an 
application  for  building  aid  to  the  State  Convention  was  approved  for  Glen  Hope 
Church  for  its  mission.  The  Board  organized  itself  into  committees  for  proper  func- 
tioning. 

When  the  Board  met  in  January  it  received  reports  from  the  committees,  voted  to 
participate  in  a  Simultaneous  Revival  March  25-April  1,  1962,  received  a  report  from 
the  Training  Union  about  attendance  of  "M  Night",  and  instructed  the  moderator 
to  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the  matter  of  a  proposed  camp  site. 

In  the  Board  meeting  in  April,  routine  reports  were  received  from  the  committees 
and  associational  organizations,  and  the  treasurer  gave  a  detailed  report  of  finances 
for  the  past  six  months. 

The  July  meeting  of  the  Board  saw  Rev.  Robert  Councilman  named  as  acting 
moderator,  in  place  of  Rev.  W.  A.  Poole,  who  left  the  association  to  become  Super- 
intendent of  the  N.  C.  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.  Progress  reports  were  given  by  the  chair- 
men of  the  committee  on  order  of  Business  and  Calendar  Committee. 

At  the  meeting  in  October  the  Calendar  of  Activities  for  1961  was  presented  and 
adopted,  and  received  as  information  a  proposed  Order  of  Business  for  the  annual 
sessions.  C.  W.  Oakes  presented  the  proposed  budget  for  1960-1961  from  the  Finance 
Committee.     It  was  adopted  for  recommendation  to  the  annual  meeting.

REPORT  OF  HISTORIAN 

History  NoRTHsmE  Baptist  Church 
OCTOBER,  1960 

One  may  say  that  history  is  the  record  of  man's  accomplishments  down  through 
the  years— his  dreams,  his  labors  and  the  fulfillment  of  plans  that  have  possessed  him 
and  his  talents. 

Churches,  like  nations  and  people  and  organizations,  have  their  histories,  but 
everything  that  is  accomplished  should  be  for  the  Master's  glory  and  not  that  of  his 
co-laborers.  Yet,  we  look  to  church  histories  to  make  our  plans  for  the  future— and 
with  the  history  behind  us  as  a  record,  we  dream  with  a  vision  and  work  with  a 
purpose  that  God's  Kingdom  may  come  on  earth  through  our  spiritual  efforts. 

Northside  Baptist  Church,  not  yet  10  years  old,  can  look  at  its  history  and  know 
the  facts  written  there  were  recorded  because  God's  purpose  has  been  worked  out  in 
the  lives  of  men  and  women  who  have  been  willing  to  dare  to  organize— to  build— to 
fill  every  element  in  the  schedule  of  a  full-time  Baptist  Church. 

Northside  Chapel  Mission,  sponsored  by  the  Burlington  First  Church,  had  its  start 
in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  local  men  and  women  many  months  before  May  6,  1951, 
when  its  first  meeting  was  held  on  that  day  in  a  small  white  building  on  Homewood 
Avenue  that  was  so  constructed  that  it  could  be  moved  easily  in  the  event  the  Chapel 
flourished.      (Even  in  the  initial  stages,  these  Baptists  built  with  a  vision  of  greater 
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things  to  come!)  Here  they  laid  their  foundation  in  a  residential  section  that  needed 
a  spiritual  center  for  worship;  here  was  a  group  of  dedicated  people  who  were  anxious 
to  see  the  Sunday  School  organized  that  day  with  19  members  and  6  visitors.  At  the 
first  worship  service  that  day,  conducted  by  Rev.  John  Lambert,  Associational  mis- 
sionary, there  were  24  persons  attending.  Rev.  Lambert  continued  to  serve  as  supply 
pastor  until  January  1952. 

A  small  beginning  it  was,  but  one  based  solely  on  the  promises  that  God  will 
supply  the  harvest  if  the  workers  are  dedicated  in  their  willingness  to  serve!  That 
summer  the  first  Vacation  Bible  School  was  held  with  a  total  enrollment  of  40  pupils 
and  19  faculty  members,  while  the  women  of  Northside  came  into  their  special  phase 
of  mission  work,  lon-^  dear  to  a  woman's  heart,  when  they  organized  a  circle  with  9 
members  under  the  Women's  Missionary  Union  of  the  fostering  church. 

Only  a  short  time  later.  Rev.  Robert  L.  Councilman,  the  present  pastor,  was  called 
in  January  1952  by  the  mother  church;  and  his  dreams  for  a  church  in  full  time 
work  for  the  Lord  materialized  when  the  Sunday  evening  worship  services  began  when 
he  came.  There  followed  the  Wednesday  evening  praise  and  prayer  meetings.  Also 
in  that  same  time,  the  Girls  Auxiliary  was  formed  with  4  members  and  the  counselor. 
Northside  had  called  a  man  who  dared  them  to  stand  on  those  promises  of  God,  a 
pastor  who  worked  with  them  and  for  them  in  this  new  church.  In  the  following 
April,  1952,  the  choir  was  organized  to  sing  praises  with  15  members,  a  pianist  and  the 
director  present. 

June  of  that  year  marked  the  first  meeting  of  the  Baptist  Training  Union  of  North- 
side  with  32  members  participating. 

The  first  year  ended;  the  first  seeds  of  interest  and  spiritual  power  in  a  new  mission 
had  been  planted  in  fertile  ground.  The  work  was  theirs  to  love  and  to  bring  into 
harvest  by  the  toils  of  their  own  hands. 

September  1952  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Sunbeam  Bands  with  10  members  and 
a  counselor,  followed  the  next  month  by  the  organization  of  the  Junior  Choir  with  20 
charter  members. 

By  the  spring  of  1953,  the  building  and  ground  committee  was  appointed,  and  the 
second  anniversary  of  the  chapel  was  commemorated  with  the  opening  of  a  church 
library  with  92  books.  Revival  services  in  October  1953  were  led  by  Rev.  E.  C.  Wilkie, 
new  associational  missionary  who  had  replaced  Rev.  Lambert.  October  of  this  year 
also  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Y.W.A.  which  had  its  start  with  six  young  ladies 
as  members  and  a  counselor  to  guide  them  in  the  formative  stages  of  this  group.  Thus 
the  October  season  brought  more  than  a  harvest  season  to  the  country  folks  of  Ala- 
mance County— it  gave  milestones  in  the  history  of  a  new  mission  dedicated  to  God! 

By  this  date,  the  members  of  Northside  were  looking  forward  to  the  time  when 
they  could  be  organized  into  a  church,  and  on  Dec.  27,  1953,  four  deacons  elected  by 
the  mother  church  were  ordained  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  and  took  office  on  January 
1  of  the  New  Year.  These  were  Ed  Nash,  S.  J.  McWatters,  C.  C.  Watson,  T.  R. 
Lackey. 

The  year  1954  is  a  memorable  date  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  Northside  people. 
On  Sept.  5  at  2:30  p.m.  the  plans  and  dreams  and  labors  of  God's  people  in  that 
location  became  a  reality  when  Northside  Baptist  Chapel  became  NORTHSIDE 
BAPTIST  CHURCH  with  73  charter  members  with  Dr.  Carlton  S.  Prickett,  pastor 
of  the  mother  institution,  presiding. 

Plans  began  immediately  to  build  a  new  wing  to  the  church,  and  the  building 
committee  was  put  to  work  with  its  phase  of  activity,  the  new  building  to  be  financed 
through  the  scriptural  plan:  all  money  received  by  the  church  treasury  in  excess  of 
|100  which  was  considered  necessary  for  operating  expenses,  and  25%  set  aside  for 
the  cause  of  missions,  to  be  credited  on  the  Building  Fund  toward  the  new  addition 
to  be  completed  for  the  sum  of  $8,000.00 
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Surely  God  was  blessing  this  church  not  only  with  men  and  women  who  were 
willing  to  show  an  unselfish  spirit  but  also  by  giving  this  church  a  pastor  who  with 
his  wife  maintained  such  a  foresight  and  vision  to  sowing  and  reaping  a  bountiful 
harvest.  October  1954  marked  the  beginning  of  that  construction  which  was  completed 
in  a  few  months,  in  January  1955— in  the  second  quarter  after  becoming  a  church  they 
were  occupying  the  new  addition  and  still  growing  to  the  extent  that  even  before  the 
building  debt  was  erased,  the  congregation  was  overflowing  the  space. 

In  January  1956  the  church  voted  to  set  aside  40%  of  the  regular  income  to  be 
added  to  the  Building  Fund,  this  to  be  financed  by  the  scriptural  plan  of  giving 
without  any  special  drive  to  solicit  pledges  in  or  outside  the  membership.  Rather 
emphasizing  the  spiritual  growth  of  the  people  are  found  faithful  in  stewardship  of 
bringing  tithes  and  offerings  into  the  Lord's  treasury.  Only  two  months  later,  March 
4,  1956,  the  pastor  announced  that  the  debt  had  been  paid  completely  with  the  burn- 
ing of  the  $8,000.00  note. 

By  1956  Northside  was  growing  with  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  251  and  169 
on  the  church  roll.  The  church  contributed  this  year  $17,356.84  for  all  purposes  and 
the  Building  Fund  had  a  total  of  $3,292.73.  Thus  with  such  a  spirit,  work  began  on 
March  1957  on  the  new  church.  The  following  day,  likewise,  marked  a  milestone  in 
church  history,  for  the  first  Coronation  service  for  the  G.A.'s  was  held  with  23  girls 
receiving  recognition.  Two  Queens  were  crowned  by  the  speaker.  Miss  Elizabeth  Hale, 
missionary  to  Malaya.    They  were  Laura  Nash  and  Bonnie  Watson. 

The  new  addition  was  completed  in  the  fall,  and  on  Sept.  22,  1957,  the  new  building 
was  occupied  with  OPEN  HOUSE  being  held  on  Sept.  29  for  members  and  friends  to 
join  in  thanksgiving  for  the  building,  equipment  and  landscaping,  all  acquired  at  a 
total  of  $88,228.34.  At  this  time  the  practice  of  issuing  the  regular  church  bulletin 
was  made  permanent. 

A  new  page  of  history  was  written  in  October  1957  when  the  Northside  Kinder- 
garten open  its  doors  with  21  children  and  one  director,  thus  filling  a  need  of  the 
community.  This  facet  of  church  activity  was  operated  on  a  non-profit  basis,  giving 
an  additional  service  to  the  church  membership  and  its  families. 

Growth  in  all  departments  of  the  church  was  the  highlight  of  Northside's  history 
during  1958  and  1959.  With  additions  to  the  church  roll  in  1958,  the  membership 
had  reached  230  with  a  total  of  394  in  Sunday  School— 148  in  Training  Union— 74  in 
Brotherhood— 139  in  Women's  Missionary  Union— and  209  enrolled  in  Vacation  Bible 
School.  Total  gifts  for  all  purposes  was  $25,465  with  $5,302-00  being  designated  for 
missions. 

By  1959  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  was  458  and  the  need  for  room  was  pressing. 
A  total  of  36  girls  were  now  enrolled  in  G.A.'s  with  7  active  counselors.  Seven  Queens 
and  1  Queen  with  Scepter  had  been  crowned.  The  church  Library  now  had  enrolled 
885  books  with  a  total  given  this  year  for  all  purposes  by  the  membership— $28,144.12. 

During  the  past  year  72  members  have  been  added,  making  a  total  of  333  members 
on  the  church  roll  with  514  in  Sunday  School,  174  in  Training  Union,  160  members  in 
all  the  W.M.U.  organizations  and  68  men  in  the  Brotherhood. 

Total  receipts  for  all  purposes  too  have  grown  like  the  membership  and  faith  of 
the  church,  for  this  phase  of  stewardship  this  year  has  reached  $30,886.46  with  $6,000.54 
designated  to  the  cause  of  missions. 

Surely,  the  people  of  Northside  and  those  who  come  in  contact  with  them  must  have 
caught  a  vision  of  purpose  and  need,  and  without  a  doubt,  as  their  sword  and  shield 
they  have  taken  up  the  call  of  him  of  old  who  declared,  "If  the  Lord  be  for  us,  who 
can  be  against  us?"

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REPORT  ON  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

God's  gift  to  the  Homes  for  the  Aging  during  the  past  nine  years  has  been  James 
M.  Hayes,  Sr.  No  man  could  have  worked  harder,  or  accomplished  more,  than  this 
dedicated  man  of  God.  On  July  1,  he  relinquished  the  heavy  and  challenging  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  office  of  general  superintendent  to  his  successor,  William  A.  Poole, 

The  new  superintendent  is  diligently  at  work  and  is  finding  a  solid  foundation  on 
which  to  build  and  expand  our  ministry  to  the  aging  in  our  midst. 

Great  blessings  are  in  store  for  us  in  this  tenth  year  of  our  Homes  for  the  Aging. 
The  new  Infirmary  Annex,  constructed  at  a  cost  of  $193,000,  and  with  28  new  rooms, 
will  be  in  use  by  September  1.  It  is  hoped  that  the  construction  of  the  proposed  new 
Hamilton  Home  can  be  started  by  late  summer,  with  facilities  for  around  30  additional 
residents.  Our  hats  are  off  to  all  who  have  given  so  liberally  and  worked  so  tirelessly 
in  bringing  this  fourth  Home  to  fulfilment! 

At  the  present,  there  are  sixty  applicants  on  the  waiting  list,  and  new  inquiries 
and  applications  pouring  in  daily.  We  now  have  a  total  of  106  residents  in  our  three 
Homes— Resthaven,  20;  Albemarle,  34;  Headquarters,  52.  Even  with  our  new  facilities, 
it  is  not  unrealistic  to  say  that  we  could  fill  rooms  up  to  500  in  the  next  two  years.  We 
must  attempt  great  things  for  God  and  expect  great  things  from  God  as  we  plan  for 
the  future  in  our  ministering  to  the  ever-growing  number  of  the  aging  who  need  the 
loving  care  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

One  of  the  life-lines  in  our  work  is  the  vital  relationship  that  we  have  with  the 
pastors  and  churches  of  our  Convention.  We  could  not  operate  without  this  very 
important  and  blessed  tie  that  binds.  We  are  increasingly  dependent  upon  the  prayers 
and  the  financial  support  of  the  churches.  During  the  fiscal  year,  October  1,  1959,  to 
August  1,  1960,  we  have  received  .  .  .  $82,521.20  from  the  churches.  Of  this  amount, 
$76,352.70  was  contributed  through  the  Special  Day  Offering  in  February.  Although 
this  amount  is  .  .  .  $123,000  short  of  our  goal  of  $200,000,  we  are  profoundly  grateful 
to  God  and  to  everyone  who  has  had  a  part  in  contributing  to  the  worthy  cause  which 
we  represent. 

We  are  constantly  experiencing  mixed  emotions  in  the  homes.  We  rejoiced  with 
Aunt  Fannie  Drumwright  on  her  99th  birthday  in  July,  and  were  saddened  by  the 
deaths  of  Miss  Lillie  Herring  in  October,  Mrs.  Mary  Holder  in  April,  Mr.  T.  J.  Caste- 
vens  in  June,  and  Mrs.  Annie  Smith  in  July. 

We  shall  welcome  a  visit  to  the  Homes  from  our  fellow  Baptists  at  any  time  and 
stand  ready  at  all  times  to  render  the  service  that  God  has  called  us  to  render  to  the 
aging. 

Let  it  be  known  throughout  the  bounds  of  our  fair  State  that  there  is  nothing  to 
hinder  any  needy  aging  person  in  our  midst  from  coming  to  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  except  lack  of  space.  Let  us,  therefore,  dedicate  ourselves 
to  the  end  of  making  more  space  available  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  Ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  touches  every  area  of  our  state.  Last  year  it 
served  more  than  17,000  bed  patients,  with  150,000  visits  being  made  to  the  clinics  and 
offices.  They  came  for  examinations,  medical  treatment,  skilled  surgery,  and  spiritual 
guidance.  Many  of  our  homes,  most  of  our  churches,  and  almost  all  of  our  com- 
munities have  been  served  by  this  ministry  of  healing.  It  touches  the  family  life 
of  about  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  our  people  each  year. 

Sickness  is  no  respector  of  persons  or  pocket  books.  It  strikes  the  rich  and  poor 
alike— the  widow,  the  orphan,  the  aged.  There  are  times  when  they  need  such 
specialized  care  as  that  available  at  our  Baptist  Hospital.     The  Mother's  Day  Fund 
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provides  money  with  which  our  Hospital  gives  assistance  to  those  who  cannot  pay 
the  full  cost  of  their  care.  Our  Hospital  almost  doubles  our  gifts  with  matching 
funds  from  welfare  agencies  and  other  gifts.  In  addition  to  this,  the  medical  staff 
gives  its  services  without  charge  to  all  service  patients,  except  for  available  insurance 
payments. 

Probably  we  should  ask  ourselves  if  we  as  Christians  should  provide  such  a  min- 
istry for  our  needy,  sick  neighbors.  Jesus  and  the  New  Testament  writers  give  us 
the  answer.  But  do  we  really  want  such  a  ministry?  It  cannot  be  provided  except 
at  great  cost.  Our  Hospital  receives  about  334%  of  our  Co-operative  Program  funds 
for  payments  on  the  buildings,  purchase  of  expensive  equipment,  such  as  heart-lung 
machines,  and  for  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Care.  Our  Mother's  Day  Fund  pro- 
vides the  money  to  help  pay  the  hospital  bills  of  needy,  sick  persons.  The  amount 
of  this  fund  determines  for  the  most  part  the  amount  of  help  our  Hospital  can  give. 

If  we  are  serious  about  this  ministry  which  was  so  close  to  the  heart  of  our  Lord, 
and  want  our  Hospital  to  give  help  when  our  people  need  it,  we  are  going  to  have 
to  become  serious  about  our  giving  to  the  Mother's  Day  Fund.  Our  Hospital  is 
facing  a  grave  financial  problem,  and  if  it  is  to  give  free  service  we  are  going  to 
have  to  contribute  the  money  to  finance  the  program. 

The  only  way  we  can  support  this  work  is  to  plan  for  it,  to  make  somebody  in 
each  church  responsible  for  it,  to  let  our  people  know  about  the  need,  and  to  chal- 
lenge them  to  give  of  their  means.  Some  of  our  churches  over  the  state  have  been 
doing  this,  and  our  people  have  demonstrated  that  when  this  is  done  they  will  pro- 
vide the  necessary  support.  We  come  to  ask  you  to  do  it  in  your  church— not  for 
the  hospital,  but  for  sick  people  who  are  in  need.

REPORT  OE  ASSOCIATIONAL  MISSIONS  COMMITTEE 
The  Missions  Committee  met   three  times  during  the  past  year.     The  committee 
has  traveled  over  a  part  of  the  association  looking  at  areas  that  offer  mission  oppor- 
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tunities.  The  chairman  of  the  committee,  along  with  your  associational  missionary, 
has  traveled  over  the  entire  association  in  order  to  determine  areas  of  need  for  mission 
work. 

There  are  at  least  three  areas  in  our  association  at  the  present  time  which  offer 
a  challenge  and  a  need  for  Baptist  work. 

We  wish  to  commend  our  missionary,  Mr.  Royster,  for  his  leadership  in  our  associa- 
tional missions  program.  We  ask  that  you  support  him  in  his  work.  Pray  for  him 
and  the  work  which  he  is  doing. 

We  express  our  appreciation  to  those  who  have  called  our  attention  to  areas  of 
need  in  the  association. 

In  view  of  the  needs  of  our  association,  and  because  we  feel  the  adoption  of  these 
recommendations  will  make  possible  some  real  progress  in  meeting  those  needs,  we 
make  the  following  recommendations: 

l.That  every  church  in  the  association  have  a  local  Missions  Committee.  This 
will  provide  a  channel  of  service  for  the  local  churches  and  greatly  enhance  the 
work  of  your  Associational  Missions  Committee. 

2.  That  the  association  establish  an  Associational  Missions  Fund  for  the  purpose 
of  beginning  new  work  in  the  association  where  and  when  it  is  needed. 

(1)  The  $1500.00  now  held  by  the  treasurer  to  become  the  nucleus  of  this  fund. 

(2)  A  goal  of  $5000.00  be  set  for  this  year. 

(3)  Each  church  is  challenged  and  urged  to  increase  associational  missions  gifts 
by  50  cents  per  member.  This  increase  is  to  go  into  the  Associational  Mis- 
sions Fund  for  new  work. 

(4)  This  money  to  be  spent  only  on  approval  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
association.

MUSIC  REPORT 

God,  in  His  infinite  wisdom,  gave  man  the  ability  to  make  music.  It  is  true  that 
the  bird  has  his  song,  and  that  the  natural  world  has  in  it  the  elements  of  music- 
tone,  rhythm,  pulse— but  it  is  man  alone  who  has  the  genius  to  find  expression  of 
worship  in  music.  Through  the  combination  of  words  and  melody,  man  has  been  able 
to  create  the  hymns,  anthems,  and  the  higher  forms  of  musical  expression,  in  which 
all  other  men  can  join  in  praise  of  the  Giver  of  life  and  of  every  good  gift. 

Before  the  time  of  David,  there  were  those  who  burst  into  song  as  those  who 
returned  victoriously  from  battle.  Thousands  sang  in  the  choirs  celebrating  the  dedi- 
cation of  Solomon's  temple.  Every  mood  of  religious  feeling  as  been  expressed  in 
music.  Consider  the  song  of  Mary  which  we  know  as  the  Magnificat.  The  disciples 
sang  hymns  of  praise  through  the  prison  bars.  History  tells  us  of  the  hymns  of 
faith  sung  softly  in  the  hidden  recesses  of  the  catacombs  in  Rome— even  as  the  soldiers 
above-ground  sought  the  Christians,  that  the  song  of  faith  might  be  silenced.  The 
religion  lived  and  with  it  lived  the  song  of  life. 

We  find  ourselves  today,  then,  with  a  great  history  of  music  in  our  religion.  Surely, 
in  this  year  of  teaching  and  training,  it  behooves  us  to  guard  our  musical  heritage 
and  lend  our  efforts  to  its  continuing  growth.  As  we  look  forward  to  a  year  with 
emphasis  on  stewardship,  we  need  to  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task  of  developing  a 
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program  of  music  activity  in  which  the  people  of  our  association  may  be  given  the 
greatest  opportunity  to  give  expression  to  their  religious  feeling. 

There  is  such  a  program  available  to  us.  In  the  past,  some  of  our  churches  have 
participated  in  some  of  the  activities  promoted  on  a  state  basis.  There  is  not  any 
activity  that  can  do  more  for  the  ministry  of  music  in  the  local  church  than  that  of 
participating  in  the  regional  and  state  choir  festivals.  The  very  act  of  singing  before 
other  choirs  is  a  challenge  to  any  choir.  The  comments  of  the  judges  are  invaluable 
to  the  director  who  is  honestly  seeking  to  help  his  choir  lead  in  worship  experience 
in  a  more  acceptable  manner. 

On  the  associational  level,  our  churches  were  strengthened  this  year  through  the 
attendance  of  many  musicians  in  the  music  classes  of  the  Central  Training  School 
conducted  last  spring. 

On  the  local  church  level,  a  few  of  our  churches  conducted  schools  of  music  during 
the  year.  The  others  sought  to  give  some  training  during  the  regular  weekly  re- 
hearsals. 

There  has  not  been  the  greatest  participation  by  the  largest  number  of  churches 
in  these  activities  because  there  has  been  no  central  program  to  sponsor  the  activities. 
Rev.  Joseph  Stroud,  our  North  Carolina  Secretary  of  music,  working  through  some 
twenty  regional  music  directors,  is  seeking  to  set  up  within  each  association  an 
organized  group  of  dedicated  musicians  to  plan  and  promote  music  activities  which 
will  strengthen  the  music  ministry  in  each  local  church. 

No  longer  should  the  adult  choir  be  considered  the  music  program  in  the  church. 
The  term  "Ministry  of  Music"  means  that  a  program  is  in  effect  which  has  as  its  aim 
the  ministry  to  the  music  needs  of  the  church.  The  church  cannot  neglect  its  re- 
sponsibility to  supply  the  means  of  meeting  these  needs.  The  public  schools  offer  a 
strong  program  of  music  to  our  children.  The  church  needs  to  enlist  these  young 
musicians  in  a  program  of  music  activity  if  it  expects  to  have  a  music  program  in  the 
future. 

We  cannot  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  those  who  lead  in  the  ministry  of  music, 
whether  salaried  or  on  a  volunteer  basis,  are  constantly  seeking  to  enlarge  their 
vision,  to  discover  aids  to  more  effective  training,  and  to  lead  their  churches  into  a 
deepening  appreciation  of  the  place  of  music  in  worship. 

The  association  music  organization,  through  the  work  of  its  nine  officers,  can  do 
much  toward  the  achievement  ot  sound  music  ministries  in  the  local  churches.  There 
are  problems  faced  by  all  musicians  and  common  to  all,  whose  solutions  can  be  found 
through  the  associational  organization.  Through  joint  enterprises  such  as  festivals, 
conferences,  hymn  sings,  the  musicians  of  the  local  church  may  find  the  inspiration 
needed  to  spur  them  into  more  productive  programs  in  their  local  churches. 

A  Representative  has  been  asked  from  each  church  in  our  association  to  attend 
a  meeting  to  be  conducted  on  Thursday  evening  of  this  week  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Mebane.  The  purpose  of  this  meeting  is  to  discuss  this  matter  further 
and  to  make  plans  toward  putting  into  effect  an  organized  program  of  music  activity 
for  our  association.  Through  such  a  program,  the  local  church  musician  will  find 
assistance  in  his  task  of  training,  witnessing,  and  the  teaching  of  stewardship  in  its 
fullest  meaning.  God  has  given  us  a  rich  heritage,  we  dare  not  shirk  our  responsibility 
to  Him  in  presenting  Christ  to  the  whole  wide  world.  Music,  the  universal  language 
of  the  soul,  can  be  an  effective  means  of  doing  this  through  strong  ministries  of  music 
in  the  local  and  associational  programs.

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REPORT  ON  PUBLICATIONS 

In  a  publications  report  of  this  nature,  I  hardly  feel  it  necessary  to  call  to  your 
attention  the  amount  of,  and  the  varied  types  of  printed  matter  that  is  offered  to  the 
reading  public  of  today.  For  few,  if  any,  of  us  escape  the  endless  tirade  of  printed 
matter  that  clutters  our  mailboxes  almost  daily.  And  few,  if  any,  of  us  have  not 
long  since  learned  the  impossibility  of  giving  all  of  this  printed  matter  the  attention 
the  writers  desire  that  we  give  it.  On  the  other  hand  most  of  us  have  at  one  time 
or  another  anxiously  looked  forward  to  receiving  particular  printed  matter  that  we 
have  learned  to  use  as  helps  or  tools  in  our  work  and  ministry. 

It  is  the  publications  that  can  be  used  as  tools  in  the  hand  of  the  pastor  and  the 
church  in  their  great  task  of  proclaiming  the  gospel  of  Christ  that  I  wish  to  ask  your 
consideration  of  in  this  report.  Among  these  publications  listed  are:  "The  Biblical 
Recorder,"  our  state  Baptist  paper;  "Charity  and  Children,"  our  children's  home 
publication;  "Home  Life,"  our  Christian  family  magazine;  "The  Commission,"  and 
"Home  Missions,"  with  their  missionary  emphasis;  "Church  Administration,"  empha- 
sizing good  church  administration;  and  "Church  Recreation,"  with  ideas  for  church 
recreation.  These  are  only  a  few  of  the  many  publications  that  are  available  from 
our  state  and  southern  Baptist  convention  for  our  churches  in  their  ministry  of  the 
gospel. 

Most  organizations  and  institutions  have  long  since  learned  the  value  of  the  printed 
word  in  the  sale  of  its  product  and  in  the  promotion  of  its  programs. 

Fortunate,  indeed,  is  the  pastor  and  church  that  have  also  discovered  its  value. 
This  is  particularly  true  in  our  present  day,  when  the  church  that  would  minister 
effectively  to  the  needs  of  her  people,  and  who  would  effectively  serve  Christ  in  a 
world  program  of  outreach,  must  of  necessity  have  a  complex  organization  and  pro- 
gram with  trained  leadership.  The  printed  word  then  becomes  an  invaluable  tool  in 
the  hand  of  the  pastor  and  church  who  have  discovered  their  task  requires  the  service 
and  participation  of  all  of  its  people. 

In  considering  these  publications  as  tools,  perhaps  we  would  do  well  to  remind 
ourselves  of  the  purpose  of  these  publications.  Most  often  these  publications  leave 
the  pens  and  desk  of  our  editors  with  a  prayer  that  they  might  be  used  in  the  hearts, 
homes,  and  churches  of  our  people,  to  inspire,  to  inform,  to  instruct,  to  unite,  to  win, 
to  develop,  and  to  train  our  people  in  the  service  of  Christ,  and  in  the  promotion 
of  his  program  of  world  outreach.  We  can  readily  see,  then,  that  these  selected  pub- 
lications might  well  be  used  in  our  ministry,  inasmuch  as  their  intent  is  essentially  the 
same  as  our  own. 

An  even  greater  appreciation  for  these  materials  is  realized  when  we  consider  these 
things  about  the  writers  and  editors. 

1.  Their  lives  are  dedicated  to  the  ministry  of  Christ  and   to  our  denominational 
program. 

2.  They  are  anxious  for  their  ministry,  of  the  printed  word,  to  be  effectively  used 
for  Christ. 

3.  They  are  anxious  to  build  strong  churches  through   the  development  of  strong 
church  organizations. 

4.  They  are,  for  the  most  part,  specialists  in  their  particular  field  of  service  and 
most  often,  the  best  in  their  particular  field  that  our  denomination  has  to  offer. 

These  publications  can  then,  in  effect,  mean  for  the  people  of  our  churches  expert 
advice  and  teachings  from  the  lives  of  men  and  women  dedicated  to  the  cause  of 
Christ,  who  are  well  qualified  for  their  work. 

We  might  well  consider  then  ways  and  means  whereby  our  pastors  and  churches 
may  use  more  of  this  material  more  effectively.     May  I  suggest  the  following: 

l.That  our  people  be  well  informed  of  all  available  material. 
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2.  That  these  materials  be  made  available  to  our  people.  Through  the  church 
budget  whenever  necessary  and  possible. 

3.  That  our  people  be  encouraged  to  read  and  use  there  materials  through  special 
emphasis  and  other  means 

From  around  the  world,  even  from  neighboring  denominations,  there  are  out- 
stretched hands  begging  for  the  type  of  printed  materials  available  to  you  and  me.  And. 
these  materials  may  be  obtained  through  little  efEort.  Let  us  not  be  guilty  then  of 
having  to  say,  as  did  Hosea  of  old,  "My  people  perish  for  lack  of  knowledge."

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

This  past  year  has  been  one  of  growth  in  our  Associational  Sunday  School  Program. 
It  has  been  a  thrill  to  me  personally  to  have  had  a  part.  Last  year's  work  consisted 
of  the  following: 

1.  A  one-night  training  clinic  was  held  for  our  Associational  Sunday  School  workers. 

2.  Three  Associational  Sunday  School  Conferences  were  held  with  a  total  attendance 
of  350. 

3.  A  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  was  held. 

Our  plans  for  the  coming  year  have  already  been  formulated.    They  are  as  follows: 
l.The  Training  Clinic  for  our  Associational   Sunday   School   Officers  has  already 
been  held. 

2.  A  mass  Sunday  School  meeting  will  be  planned  for  each  quarter,  except  for  the 
summer.  Beginning  in  1961  the  Association  will  be  divided  into  two  areas  with 
meetings  being  planned  in  each  area.  Also,  the  Associational  Sunday  School 
Officers  have  voted  to  join  with  the  Swepsonville  Baptist  Church  for  a  week  of 
training  with  our  state  workers  at  the  time  of  our  meeting  in  the  spring. 

3.  An  effort  is  now  being  made  to  enlist  the  personnel  needed  to  complete  our 
Associational  Sunday  School  Organization. 

May  I  say  in  closing  that  our  great  need  is  for  workers  who  have  majored  in  a 
particular  area  of  Sunday  School  work  to  share  their  skills  with  others.  Those  workers 
should  think  in  terms  of  serving,  not  just  one  year,  but  until  there  are  suitable  replace- 
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ments  trained.  Without  such  individuals  the  work  of  an  Associational  Sunday  School 
Superintendent  is  extremely  difficult.  If  such  workers  are  to  be  had,  churches  must 
encourage  those  who  have  become  skilled  in  areas  of  Sunday  School  work  to  share 
their  skills  on  an  Associational  level.  I  feel  it  is  still  our  belief  that  we  help  the  local 
church  by  sharing  on  the  Associational  level.  Perhaps  the  best  that  we  can  do  for  a 
dedicated  Sunday  School  worker  is  to  encourage  him  to  share  what  he  has  learned  with 
other  churches.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

With  the  first  year  of  a  four  year  plan  for  Training  Union  development  just  con- 
cluded, our  Associational  Training  Union  Executive  Committee  looks  forward  to  1960- 
61  with  the  hope  that  our  second  year  in  the  program  will  be  equally  successful.  Our 
Associational  Training  Union  and  the  local  Church  Training  Programs  are  on  the 
move  in  the  upbuilding  of  Christ's  kingdom. 

The  program  for  1959-60  was  developed  on  a  seven  point  foundation  of  basic 
Associational  Training  Union  meetings  and  a  desire  to  strengthen  the  Training  Pro- 
grams of  the  local  churches  by  assistance  we  were  able  to  provide  when  called  upon. 
This  year,  we  trust  that  we  shall  be  able  to  strengthen  the  participation  in  the 
Association-wide  meetings,  with  only  one  additional  meeting  being  added  in  the  area 
of  leadership  training.  Our  primary  objective  for  1960-61  will  be  to  add  much  more 
emphasis  to  the  second  phase,  that  of  assisting  the  local  church  to  strengthen  the 
individual  Church  Training  Programs. 

This  second  phase  of  our  work  will  need  be  carried  out  through  personal  contacts 
between  local  church  leaders  and  Associational  Training  Union  officers.  Behind  the 
work  of  these  Associational  officers  will  be  hours  of  study  and  preparation,  some  in 
conferences  with  our  North  Carolina  Training  Union  Department  workers,  so  that 
your  workers  may  serve  effectively  when  called  upon.  The  director  will  be  ready 
to  discuss  general  programs  for  Training  Union  with  any  leader  of  a  Training  Union 
or  with  the  pastor  and  leaders  of  churches  desiring  to  establish  Training  Unions. 
There  will  be  men  specializing  in  the  areas  of  enlistment,  study  course,  audio-visual 
aids,  records  and  music  in  the  Training  Union.  There  will  be  Age-group  leaders, 
studying  the  needed  programs  for  Nursery  through  Adult  Departments.  There  will 
be  Group  Directors,  who  will  have  six  to  eight  churches  in  a  group,  maintaining 
contact  with  the  leaders. 

These  workers  stand  ready  to  be  of  service  to  the  local  church.  As  in  last  year's 
report,  we  express  our  desire  to  build  a  spirit  of  training  which  will  be  manifested 
by  a  growth  of  interest  in  the  local  training  program,  and  the  further  development 
of  our  local  church  programs.  One  may  plant,  another  may  water,  and  all  will  trust 
in   God   for   the   increase   to   come   in   more   churches  with   Training   Unions,   larger 
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Training  Unions,  and   better  programs  of  Christian   development  with   each   of  our 

local  church  communities.

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REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

The  key  to  a  good  year  of  work  is  a  good  beginning.  Realizing  this,  we  determine 
to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  new  year  by  strengthening  those  phases  of  work  in  which 
we  found  a  lack  in  the  year  just  past. 

In  the  minds  and  hearts  of  most  women  there  is  a  desire  to  know,  to  be  informed 
about  the  needs  in  our  communities,  in  our  churches,  and  in  our  world.  This  world 
awareness  is  significant  to  us  as  Christian  women.  We  have  a  sincere  appreciation 
for  all  the  world's  people  and  a  deep  concern  for  the  lost  without  Christ. 

Mission  study  helps  us  develop  such  world  awareness.  Our  minds  are  enriched  by 
the  good  books  available  to  us.  Month  by  month  missionary  programs  and  missionary 
reading  bring  a  new  concept  of  the  people  of  the  world.  This,  along  with  a  knowledge 
of  the  missionary  message  of  the  Bible,  helps  us  to  share  Christ  with  others.  As  a 
result  of  mission  study,  we  are  prompted  to  pray,  to  give,  and  to  serve.  Our  first 
challenge  of  the  new  year  is  to  "give  attention  to  reading."  Only  962  of  our  1440 
members  read  a  mission  book  last  year. 

Prayer  and  mission  are  inseparably  linked  together.  The  book  of  Acts  remind  us 
that  united  prayer  and  secret  personal  intercession  release  power  which  expands 
Christ's  kingdom.  We  had  a  definite  increase  in  the  number  of  organizations  observing 
our  seasons  of  prayer  this  year.  By  individual  prayer  each  day  as  we  pray  for  our 
missionaries  on  their  birthdays  all  Woman's  Missionary  Society  members  can  go  into 
all  the  world.  During  our  Third  Jubilee  Advance  we  have  chosen  for  our  motto  "Day 
by  day  for  the  world  I  pray". 

Far  too  few  of  our  societies  are  reporting  soul-winning  visitation.  Jesus  said:  "And 
other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold:  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they 
shall  hear  my  voice;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold  and  one  shepard."  (John  10:16.) 
There  was  a  time  when  a  woman's  Christian  duty  was  simply  to  attend  church  and 
give  to  the  needy.  Gradually  we  have  become  aware  that  our  Christian  duty  is  more 
compelling.  We  must  send  our  faith  into  all  parts  of  the  world  with  full  equipment 
for  teaching  and  healing. 

Opportunities  for  soul  winning  come  to  us  every  day  as  we  meet  our  neighbors, 
delivery-men,  and  even  clerks  in  the  stores. 

Would  my  daily  life  inspire  anyone  else  to  be  a  Christian? 

Do  I  love  my  neighbor  enough  to  sit  down  with  her  and  talk  earnestly  about 
what  Christ  might  mean  to  her? 

How  many  did  I  name  today  in  my  prayers,  asking  a  richer  spiritual  experience 
for  each  of  them? 

And  as  we  become  aware  of  world  needs,  as  we  pray,  and  as  we  love  others,  we 
are  prompted  to  be  good  stewards  of  our  possessions.  Last  year  we  had  1280  members 
of  W.M.S.  giving  through  the  Cooperative  Program,  yet  only  728  tithers.  Yes,  this  is 
a  great  challenge— that  we  emphasize  sharing  of  our  possessions. 

This  has  been  a  good  year  for  the  youth  of  our  Association.  Mrs.  Harold  King 
directed  a  day  camp  for  our  Sunbeams  which  was  held  at  Northside  Church  in  August. 
The  attendance  was  doubled  over  last  year  with  250  children,  six  to  eight  years  old, 
eager  for  mission  study,  recreation  and  fellowship  together.  This  is  a  real  challenge 
to  us  for  leadership  of  our  youth,  that  we  must  have  more  leaders  each  year  to  take 
care  of  the  expansion  of  our  program  among  the  children. 

Our  Girl's  Auxiliary,  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Rebecca  Crawford,  had  an 
overflow  attendance  at  their  rally  when  they  met  in  May  at  Moore's  Chapel.  There 
were  500  girls  at  this  gathering. 

In  February  our  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Royal 
Merritt,  planned  and  carried  out  a  lovely  banquet  during  their  Focus  Week.  This, 
too,  was  well  attended. 
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Glen  Hope  Church  was  a  most  gracious  host  for  our  Annual  Meeting  in  March. 
Over  400  of  our  women  and  pastors  attended  this  meeting  and  we  were  inspired  to 
accomplish  great  things  for  God  as  we  go  into  this  a  new  year  together.

WORLD  MISSIONS  REPORT 

hitroduction: 

A.  Across  the  desk  of  a  leading  communist  in  New  York  is  streaked  in  large  letters 
this  challenging  inscription:  "A  World  to  Win!"  It  is  a  constant  reminder  to  him 
and  all  who  come  to  see  him  that  there  is  nothing  local  or  limited  about  the 
communist  goal.  No  matter  how  insignificantly  placed  they  may  be,  their  missionary 
aim  is  not  two  blocks  of  their  own  little  environment.  It  is  the  world!  Every  move 
they  make  is  a  move  for  all  mankind.  Because  of  their  vision,  they  become  ten  times 
as  effective  in  whatever  areas  they  find  themselves. 

B.  World  Missions  must  first  become  an  experience  before  it  is  a  program.  Some- 
one  has  said   that   the   "Great   Commission"   has   been    incorrectly   named.     It   should 
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be  called  the  "Great  Assumption"  for  Jesus  assumed  that  His  disciples  would  not 
have  to  be  commanded  "to  go,  preach,  teach,  and  baptize."  He  assumed  that  His 
disciples  would  do  this  in  response  to  their  relationship  to  Him. 

C.  Somehow  we  modern  day  disciples  seem  to  have  failed  the  assumptive  trust  placed 
in  us.  In  this  day  of  population  explosion— as  the  following  figures  will  denote 
clearly— the  world  needs  Christ. 

1.  Today  there  are  approximately  3  billion  people  in  the  world. 

2.  The  birth  rate  is  1.6  persons— net  increase— per  second. 

3.50  million  people  are  added  to  the  world's  population  each  year. 

4.  There  are  U/2  billion  illiterates.     Only  about  25  million  learn  to  read  each  year. 

5.  li/i  million  annually  are  without  medical  care  a  medical  missionary  in  the  Belgin 
Congo  said,  "A  doctor  in  one  area  could  save  10,000  lives  that  will  otherwise  die 
in  a  year." 

6.  One  of  the  most  startling  facts  of  all  is  the  fact  that  only  about  30  per  cent 
of  the  world's  population  is  Christian.  This  means  that  there  are  only  about  1 
billion  Christian  to  2  billion  without  Christ.  It  is  estimated  that  before  the 
year  of  our  Lord  2000,  only  20  per  cent  of  the  world's  population  will  be 
Christian. 

7.  We  Southern  Baptist,  upon  whom  God  has  showered  such  great  blessings  and 
hence  such  great  responsibility,  have  only  1,450  Baptist  missionaries  to  meet  this 
tremendous  challenge.  This  means  there  is  only  1  Southern  Baptist  Missionary 
for  every  2  million  people. 

I.  What  Is  Being  Done? 

A.  Our  missionary  vision  is  set  forth  in  Jesus'  "Great  Commission." 

1.  Local  church  and  city  mission  work  in  the  local  church  community. 

2.  Association  inissions:  the  effort  to  provide  new  churches  and  help  to  areas  where 
no  church  exists. 

3.  State  Missions:  the  missionary  effort  to  reach  the  half  of  the  North  Carolina 
population  that  is  not  Christian. 

4.  Home  Missions:  the  missionary  effort  to  do  mission  work  in  the  homeland  through 
evangelism,  church  loans,  language  missions,  the  chaplaincy. 

5.  Foreign  Missions:  the  missionary  effort  being  made  around  the  world  so  that  the 
work  of  Christ  may  be  known  and  accepted. 

II.  How  Do  We  Share  In  This  Expansive  Program? 

A.  Our  missions  gifts  make  it  possible  for  the  "Go  Ye  into  all  the  World  .  .  .,"  to 
become  a  reality. 

1.  Teaching:  the  I1/2  billion  illiterates  to  read. 

2.  Preaching:  to  the  2  billion  without  Christ. 

3.  Healing:  the  I1/2  billion  with  no  medical  care. 

B.  Our  mission  plan  under  the  Co-operative  Program  in  North  Carolina  is  as  follows: 
l.The  individual  makes  his  contribution  through  his  church,  the  church  decides 

as  a  whole  what   portion  shall  be   given   to  denominational   work   through   the 
Co-Operative  Program. 

2.  Church  contributions  are  divided  between  the  State  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  according  to  instruction  from  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention. 

3.  Each  convention  distributes  the  funds  to  the  various  agencies  according  to  need 
and  instruction  by  Baptists  voting  in  Convention. 
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III.     What  Is  Our  Personal  Responsibility? 

A.  Before  missions  becomes  everybody's  business,  it  is  your  business.  You  must  decide 
what  you  are  going  to  return  to  God's  Kingdom.     You  are  World  Missions. 

B.  We  stand  today  in  need  of  having  the  vision  of  a  certain  monk.  In  his  vision 
the  monk  was  told  by  Jesus  that  his  personal  work  was  finished  and  that  He  had 
left  the  Kingdom's  work  in  the  hands  of  His  people.  The  monk  asked,  "But  suppose 
they  fail?"    "Then,"  said  Jesus,  "I  have  no  other  plan!" 


Historical  Sketches  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches 


Brief  histories  of  Mt.  Zion  Churches  are  recorded  in  the  Minutes  of  the  years  as 
herewith  listed.  The  Association  Historian  suggests  that  every  church  in  the  As- 
scjciation  have  copies  of  the  Associational  Minutes  bound  every  ten  years  and  keep 
them  in  the  local  church  liljraries.  This  will  make  the  Minutes  of'  the  years  available 
to  all  the  churches,  and  those  bound  volumes  will  grow  more  valuable  with  each 
passing  year. 

Although  our  Association  has  had  Historians  almost  from  the  date  of  its  organiza- 
tion still  the  Clerk  was  not  able  to  find  the  history  of  any  church  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  until  1921.  Just  why  the  sketches  of  other  years  were  not  recorded  in  the 
Minutes  is  inexplicable. 

At  the  1874  session  of  the  Association  it  was  decided  to  elect  an  Historian  annually. 
The  Minutes  of  1875  record  that  "The  report  of  the  historian  was  adopted  and  ordered 
to  be  recorded  in  the  'Book  of  Records  of  the  Association.'  "  No  trace  of  this  book 
exists.
